Bus riders in Viclorra and Vancouver will be with¬ 
out transit service for a day this week. 

B.C. Hydro transit service In Greater Vancouver 
w ill be shut down for 24 hours Tue.sday and in Victoria 
on Wednesday as union members lake part in study 
.sessions. 

The bus service shutdown,’announced at a Van¬ 
couver news conference Saturday, followed the rejec¬ 
tion of provincial mediator Ken Albertlni's recom¬ 
mendations to settle a contract dispute between 
Hydro and the Amalgamated Transit Union. 

Union business agent AI Ashton said rejection b\ 
the 3.500 union members cleared the way for strike 
action. 

Michael Flemming, president of the ATU V'icloria 
Local too. said about 300 bus drivers, mechanics and 
tradesmen would attend a study session at the Union 
Centre on Quadra Street instead of reporting for 
work. 

J.N. Olsen, Hydro general manager, said he was 
disappointed w ith the union’s 
decision to disrupt transit 
senice. 

“We are particularly imhi- 
cerned about the serious in¬ 
convenience that may be im¬ 
posed on the public," he said. 

Olsen said he found it diffi¬ 
cult to understand why the 
union would reject an offer 
which he said would raise 
the basic annual income of 
bus drivers to nearly SlK.oUO 
immediately and to more 
than $19,200 next year. 

“Our transit empiovees are 
well paid and enjoy many 
benefits that are envied by 
a targe portion of the pro- 
\ ince'.s work force. 

Talks between Hydro and 
the union broke off early in 
j the new year. The previous 
conlraci expired July 31 and 
the union served .strike notice 
Dec. 2t. 

The outstanding Issues in 
the dispute include a union 
demand for a shorter work 
week and a companv demand 
to take over jurisdiction of 
the spare board, a procedure 
used to assign drivers to 
buses during p«*ak hours. 

Olsen said ctintrol of the 
spare board b> management 
was essential to improve effi¬ 
ciency. Union control of the 
board has resulted in Its be¬ 
coming an instrument that 
serves the interests of senior' 
operators and allowed some 
to earn mure than $:tU.t)tM> last 
year, he said.

Poll points to minority rule but. . . 

Pierre outstrips Joe 
in personality race 


OTTAWA (CP) — A national opinion 
poll comis.sioned by the CBC indicates 
that the next federal election could pro¬ 
duce a mfnorlty government. 

But it make.s clear that Prime Minis¬ 
ter Trudeau's personal popularity 
among voters far outstrips that of Oppo¬ 
sition Leader Joe Clark and other potit- 
cal leaders. 

The poll, conducted by Journalism 
' and Social Science sipdents at Carleiun 
University between Feb. 519. shows the 
Llbc'rais with 43 per cent of voters’ 
support, the same as the party held at 
the July 8,1974 election. 

Conservatives have crept up to 39 per 
cent, compared with 35 per cent in 197t. 
The New Demiocratic Parly is down to 
11 per cent frun 16 per cent, while others 
account for four per cent, down from six 
per cent in 1974. 

Bui. of the 99.) people polled. 49 per 
cent indicated they favor Trudeau as 
leader of (he country. About 21 per cent 
backed Clark, six percent favored NDP 
leader Ed Broadbent. 20 pt^r cent said 
they didn't know and four per cent 
fa\ ored others. 

The pttll also Indicated that unempiov- 


ment was the major is.sue on the minds 
of voters, well ahead of concern over na¬ 
tional unity. 

Anthony Westell, Carleton University 
professor and journalist, discussing tbe 
poll results as they were announced 
during CBC television coverage of a 
three day Liberal policy convemon. 
.said (he sample showed the Conserva¬ 
tive party had picked up strength in 
Ontario, key province in the next feder 
al election. 

Liberals have gained slighty in Que¬ 
bec where they are traditionally strong. 
Conservatives have increased their lead 
in B.C. 

Westell said the poll Indicated “the 
vote is volatile.” and suggested the 
results of the next election would likely 
hinge on the campaigns run by the 
various parlies. 

Trade Minister Jack Horner, advised 
of the poll, said he didn't trust polls of 
any kind. Rut Sport Minister Iona Cam- 
pagnolo said she agreed that the Liber 
als “are going to have a tight fight." 

Finance Minister Jean Chretien said 
he had been ready for an election since 
last fall, adding “we need an election as 
soon as possible." • 
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The herring roe season, 
which was due to open ttiday, 
has been postponed because 
(he fish were not mature, 
a federal fisheries depart¬ 
ment spokesman said .Satur¬ 
day.

A total of 
80,000 tons was landed with a 
landed value of $25.3 million 
and a wholesale value of $90 
million.

OTTAWA (CP) — Dele¬ 
gates at the national Liberal 
party convention voted Satur¬ 
day to remove possession of 
marijuana from (he Criminal 
Code.

But Young Liberal presi¬ 
dent. Joe Thornley of Ontar¬ 
io. w ho conceded that he had 
smoked marijuana, though 
he didn't want his mother to 
know, led a strong lobby of 
support which carried the

Earlier in the day. Justice 
Minister Ron Basfdrd and So¬ 
licitor (ieneral Jean-Jacques 
Blais said they supported re¬ 
moval of marijuana from Ihe 
Criminal Code—the so-called 
decriminali/ation of (he 
drug. They’would put of¬ 
fences concerning marijuana 
under the Food and Drug Act. 
That would make possible 
conviction for possession 
without a criminal record, 
much as traffic convictions 
do nut leave criminal record.

Canada weighed hush-hush on spies

TORONTO (CP) - IvB* 
Head, chief adviser to Prime 
Minister Trudeau for the last 
10 years, says that Canada 
briefly considered keeping 
quiet about its discovery of a 
Russian spy ring in Ottawa 
last month to avoid harming 
relations with the Soviet 
Union. ' ^ 

Head also said hi an Inter¬ 
view with The Toronto Star 


from Ottawa that Canada al¬ 
most cancelled the visit of 
then U.S. president Richard 
Nixon in 1072, when presiden¬ 
tial aide H.R. Haldeman fried 
to take charge of arrange¬ 
ments in Ottawa. 

When the RCMP advised 
the government that 13 Soviet 
diplomats were engaged in 
spying, a Soviet trade delega¬ 
tion was on its way to Canada 


and officials were preparing 
for a trip to Russia by Exter¬ 
nal Affairs Minister Don Ja¬ 
mieson. 

Head said lop government 
officials debated whether 
they should keep quiet about 
the spy charges. He would not 
disclose details of the debate. 

“The Soviets would have 
believed they could act this 
way with impunity,” Head 


said. "The feeling was K was 
better to discourage any 
thrust they were making here 
and elsewhere.” 

Head said that when for¬ 
mer president Nixon planned 
to visit Ottawa in April, 1672, 
Haldeman refused to allow

Clark was responding to re¬ 
ports that a shift in direction 
to the right was emerging at 
the Liberal convention where 
Prime Minster Trudeau 
roused thousands of dele¬ 
gates with a broad attack, on 
the opposition and a defence 
of his government's 10-year 
record. 

“I think Canadians recog¬ 
nize that Liberal policy al¬ 
ways changes direction going 
into an election,” Clark told 
reporters In nearby Edson, 
Alta, where he officially 
opened his new constituency 

"’fliilllftiias dM yet Called 
an eleetioa but Clark said “he 
Is in effect conducting an 
election campaign and ignor¬ 
ing his reponsibllities as 
prime minister.” 

"He's got to call an election 
or govern the country,” Clark, 
said. 

He labelled Trudeau un¬ 
trustworthy. said Canadians 
wouldn't be misled by his pre¬ 


election talk and predicted a 
main election issue would be 
the creditbillty of the govern¬ 
ment. 

“We intend to run on what 
they’ve done." Clark said.

OTTAWA (CP) — Western 
Liberals leaders expressed 
bitter disappoiritment Satur¬ 
day after rejection of a Sen¬ 
ate refomi proposal at the 
national Liberal policy con- 


*T think it was the first 
time in history they had a full 
quorum of senators in atten¬ 
dance ... for obvious rea¬ 
sons,” said Lloyd Axworth, a 
Liberal MLA from Manitoba, 
after the idea was rejected at 


Axworthy and a handful of 
other western Liberals 
sought the direct election hf 
senators, with each region 
having an equal number of 
senators, “so that the Senate 
becomes the mechanism for 
regional interests in national 
policy formation." 

A number of elderly sena¬ 
tors spoke against the mo¬ 
tion. A meeting of Liberal 
youth had earlier voted 
against Senate reform. 

Later the workshop passed 
a milder motion calling for 
greater regional representa¬ 
tion in the Senate. 

Members oT the l(M-seat 
body are appointed by the 
prime minister. Critic; say 
Senate appointment* are 
passed out as rewards to Lib¬ 
eral Party workers. 

Gordon Gibson, B.C.Liber- 
al leader, said at a news con¬ 
ference that Canada was the 
only federal nation in the 
world “that does not have a 
credible upper house, a dem¬ 
ocratically elected upper 
ho^.” 

Nick Taylor, president of 
the Alberta LilMral Party, 
said be was unhappy with the 
unadventurous mood of the 
convention. 

. Instead of working toward 
needed reforms, the empha¬ 
sis was “on psyching up the 


troops to go like hell” into an 
election. 

Axworthy said the party 
was making a tactical error 
in shying away from reform 
“because if you give the peo- 

? le a chance to vote for a real 
ory and a pseudo Tory, they 
will vote for the real Tory.” 

Gibson said the federal 
party was losing the West 
because Western Canadians 
felt they Were npt being lis¬ 
tened to at the national level,' 
The Senate has seats for 34 
members each from Ontario 
and Quebec and the four 
western provinces, 30 from 
the four Atlantic provinces 
and one from the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories. 

Simma Holt, Liberal MP 
(or Vancouver Kingsway, 
who spoke against tte mo¬ 
tion, said, “You’ll never get 
the best by election.” 

Michael Webb, retiring na¬ 
tional vice-president of the 
party, said at the news con¬ 
ference that an elected Sen¬ 
ate representing re^onal in¬ 
terests would go a Tong way 
toward resolving national 
unity problems. 

“There is clearly a frustra¬ 
tion building up now with the 
federal structure.” At the 
earlier workshop, Webb said 
he found the interventions of 
the senators depressing. 


The workshop approved a 
motion to eliminate the age 
and property requirements in 
the Senate. A person must 
now be at least 30 and must 
have clear title to $4,000 
worth of real estate to qualify 
for a Senate appointment. 
The mandatory retirement 
age of 75 applies for those 


appointed after June. 1905. 

Gibson said he would con¬ 
tinue his light (or a reformed 
Senate; 

“B.C. and the rest of the 
West want to have a fair 
voioe in the government of 
Canada . . . and we are not 
going to let the national Lib¬ 
eral Party forget that.”

AFTER A LESS THAN auspicious start at the 
job, Opposition Leader Joe Clark is finaliy begin¬ 
ning to come through as a better than good 
performer in the House of Commons and an able 
commander of the Tories’ national forces. 

Lacking the Trudeau chprisma (that strange 
combination of personaiity and physical appear- , 
ance the voters once found so attractive), Mr. 
Clark more than makes up for it with his 
general acceptance by the public as a man of 
sincerity and credibility — qualities still held in 
high regard by the electorate at large, but in 
which the present Liberal administration is pe¬ 
culiarly deficient. 

Few viewers who have had the opportunity 
of following the teievised debates in the Com¬ 
mons can fail to be impressed with Mr. Clark’s 
performance in Parliament. Indeed, as even the 
most cynical of Ottawa newsmen have frequent¬ 
ly reported, he far outshines the once glittering 
Prime Minister ’Trudeau, who is beginning to 
look more and more what he is: a tired, bored 
and frustrated middle-aged politician; a man so 
tom between being a native-born Quebecer and 
the leader of a nation that his judgment — and 
the country — suffers. 

But this is not the most important factor in 
Mr. Gark’s favor; the most important is that to 
ordinary people he has demonstrated himseif to 
be a man who can be believed and trusted, a man 
who shows promise of being able to restore 
public faith in government if given the chance.

WITH FRIENDS Uke Cedric Steele, the Greater 
Victoria Chamber of Commerce hardly needs 
enemies. 

Steele, the personable and gung-ho young 
real estate man who is chairman of the cham¬ 
ber’s economic development committee, helped 
confirm the chamber’s image — in the minds of 
many — as a self-serving lobby for the business 
community when he argued the other day that 
the chamter should get active in^politics, per¬ 
haps fielding municipal candidates.

Are council members who are not in busi¬ 
ness incapable of making reasonable decisions 
on the merits to the community of business pro¬ 
jects? 

Six of the nine members on Victoria city 
council and five of the nine members on Saanich 
council can reasonably be classified as business¬ 
men. Does that proportion (60 per cent) seem too 
meagre a representation for business? 

Was former mayor Peter Pollen that far off 
the mark when he called this sort of parochial 
attitide typical of the Flat Earth Society?

Back to ‘unhypenated Canadianism’ 


TORONTO — In recent years consi¬ 
derable heat has been generated In Can¬ 
ada over the federal government’s bi¬ 
lingualism and biculturalism programs. 
Almost ignored in the controversy is the 
multiculturallsm policy which, in its 
way. Is contributing as much as BAB is 
to national disunity—just the reverse sf 
the declared Intent to both programs. 

Multiculturallsm is an inevitable 
consequence of federal policies which, 
in effect, isolate three distinct groups of 
Canadians: English-Canadian, French- 
Canadian and what could loosely be 
called “ethnic-Canadian.” Long-gone 
are the idealistic days of "unhyphenat¬ 
ed Canadians” with which John Oiefen- 
baker touched the soul of the nation. 

Reactions to multiculturallsm are 
personal, of course, and assessments, 
interpretations and apprehensions (ex¬ 
pectations?) differ. But an effect of the 
policy is divisive and pits groups of 
Canadians against one another. AH poli¬ 
ticians, being politicians, will seek to 
capitalize or exploit the multicultura¬ 
llsm theme for political benefit. In real- 
politlk terms it means that an ethnic 
group with large voting numbers can 
expect more favors than a small ethnic 
group. 

Thus those groups that get short 
shrift will understandably feel resent¬ 
ful. hard-done-by, discriminated 
against. This is the danger — and the 
reality. It wasn't so prevalent under the 
unhypenated Canadian policy — when 
only one brand of Canadian citizenship 
was acceptable: First class and equal. 

It is arguable that the most valuable 
citizens Canada has are the "ethnics." 


Now all nationalities are of equal bene¬ 
fit, but all have combined to give vari¬ 
ety, spice, flavor, diversity and richness 
to Canadian society. And that has noth¬ 
ing to do with "multiculturallsm.” It is 
unavoidable with enlightened 
immigration. 

Of all the nationalities that have 
come to Canada, to North America, the 
most special are those wbo’ve come not 
so much by choice as by necessity. That 
is, those who have lost their homelands 
to oppression or invasion or totalitarian¬ 
ism. The most passionate of these, the 
ones who most appreciate the abstract 
of "freedom” and who best understand 
Its vulnerability and fraipity. tend to be 
those from East Europe or the U.S.S.R. 
As a group they worry most about our 
collective future and see, or think they 
see, developments that jeopardize our 
freedoms. 

Asvfbr multiculturallsm and the eth¬ 
nic "mosaic” of Callhdt, one of the 
defenders of government policy is Sen. 
Peter Boss, chaihnan of the Canadian 
Consultive Ouncil on MulUculturalism. 

In a Toronto speech to Italian-Cana- 
dians in January, he claimed to speak 
on behalf of the IT different ethnic 
groups that comprise the council, and 
by inference represented all Canadians 
of "ethnic” ori^n. He emphasized that 
all provincial governments support 
multiculturalism (they are all politi¬ 
cians), and opined that multicultura¬ 
lism has help^ “sensitize public opin¬ 
ion” and encourage tolerance. However 
he did acknowledge that the policy has 
resulted in some “confusion” and has 
provoked a (ear that "we are trying to 
build another Tower of Babel."

LONDON — Dead men are 
helping to put Britain firmly 
on the international map this 
year — and incidentally 
boosting her revenue from 
overseas visitors. 

They are all famous his¬ 
torical figures whose anni- 
rsaries are being celebra- 
in 1978. They include “Pil¬ 
grim's Progress” author 
John Bunyan, and Sir 
Thomas More. Britain’s ISth- 
century chancellor. 

But the most widely-ac¬ 
claimed anniversary is that 
of Captain James Cook, the 
great explorer, who was bom 
259 years ago at Marion, near 
Yorkshire, in October 1728. 

Plans are now well- 
advanced to commemmorate 
the event, with activities that 
include the construction of a 
brand-new [600,900 Captain 
Cook Birthplace Museum at 
Marion. 

The museum is being 
opened by the Queen Mother 
In October and is expected to 
attract 190,000 visitors a year 
compared with the 5,000 who 
visit the present, smaller 
museum.

Three galleries will be de¬ 
voted to Cook's discoveries in 
Austrailia and Canada 
(where British Columbia has 
declared 1978 Captain Cook 
Year), and four galleries will 
feature his early life In Brit¬ 
ain's north-east. 

A lecture theatre, an in¬ 
terpretative centre, and re¬ 
constructions of Owk's ships 
“Endeavour”, “Resolution", 
"Adventure” and “Disco¬ 
very” are also being incor¬ 
porated in the museum. 

On June 1 , Prince Charles 
will officially open a tourist 
heritage trail that follows 
Cook's travels as a youth 
from the site of his farm¬ 
house home to Whitby, where 
he joined the merchant navy 
and learned seamanship on 
the coastal coal boats. 

As for John Bunyan (1628- 
88). who is recognized world¬ 
wide as one of the greatest 
Christian writers (altogether 
he wrote 66 devotional works,

Boaa 
observes that of the worid’s 199 nations, 
199 would ^adly trade places with Can¬ 
ada. 

In recalling our past, surely what 
Sen. Bosa Is doing is giving pursuasive 
argument for not having an official 
policy of multiculturalism. We’ve prac¬ 
tised tolerance and sharing for 199 years 
before the word was interiected on our 
collective cobscieoce. In fact there is 
more disharmony, resentmeoL jealousy 
and alienation looM in (Canada after the 
introduction of biculturalism and mul- 
tlulturalism than there was in the first 
''199 years of harmony!” We already 
had a better record than most countries 
- without Ibnnaiizing separate Identities. 

Ihe solntioo to Canada's future sure¬ 
ly has to be a return to “unhyphenated 
Canadianism.”

Economic problems are 
mucb in the news, economic 
problems which are common 
to all nations. 

Governments, particularly 
democratic governments, 
find that whatever they do- 
inflation, unemployment and 
budget deflcits keep on ris¬ 
ing. 

In the 1930's economic 
problems were solved be¬ 
cause governments were still 
in control because the market 
was still competitive. It is no 
longer so. 

In the past 20 years huge 
global corporations such as 
Exxon Oil, ITT, General 
Motors and 000 others have 
largely taken over the mar¬ 
ket. Trading with themselves 
and their subsidiaries they 
set ‘transfer prices' and ex¬ 
port and Import values re¬ 
gardless of the old competi¬ 
tive market. They have be¬ 
come In effect monopolies. 
They move factories to low 
wage, no strike areas. 

The global corporations 
claim that eventually few 
workers will be needed in au¬ 
tomated factories, while 
workers will increasingly be 
needed in service industries 
such as retailing, tourism, 
etc. Meanwhile however high 
inflation and unemployment 
will continue. 

What to do. First campaign 
contributions to political par¬ 
ties must be mucb reduced. 
As long as they are high 
Congress has in effect been 
bought by the global corpora¬ 
tions. 

Nevertheless the capitalist 
system, as at present operat¬ 
ed, is subject to booms and 
busts. The 1930's bust could 
be repeated in the 1980's.

Friday night, Feb. 17, a fire 
ravaged the church on the 
comer of Burnside and Jut¬ 
land (Finlayson) Roads. This 
jvas. first reported on the 
radio stations of Victoria and 
later in the newspapers. The 
variety of names ^ven the 
church was appalling. First 
prize by my judgment was 
taken by the author of “(Re¬ 
constituted) Mormon 
Church". For your informa¬ 
tion the correct name is “The 
Reorganized Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints”. 
Jlie legally registered short 
forms are either “R.L.D.S.” 
or “Sarints” Church; none 
other of the many used apply 
either legally or by virtue of 
belief. 

It is astonishing that people 
in the position of reporting 
for the news media can be so 
derelict in their duties to ac¬ 
curately report news. To visit 
the scene and gaze but mo¬ 
mentarily at either of two 
large signs, to let one’s fin¬ 
gers walk through the yellow 
or white pages of the tele¬ 
phone directory, or to even 
call the pastor's home (the 
name and phone would have 
been available from the same 
source of the reported infor¬ 
mation) to gain the correct 
information would have 
taken but a few moments. 


The correct name of a 
church, although important, 
is not a large issue. The real 
concern behind this letter is 
the quality of media report¬ 
ing. That three radio sta¬ 
tions and two newspapers 
could have news reporters so 
complacent and apathetic 
about the accuracy of their 
work causes me to wonder 
about the accuracy of any¬ 
thing I hear or read. 

1 am reminded of an adage 
often heard when I was youn¬ 
ger: “Believe nothing of what 
you hear and only half of 
what you see".

Recent pronouncements that the Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce may become an active political force in the 
community, will probably roark more controversy than 
we’ve come to expect from this august body. 

The hint was dropped last week by Cedric Steele, 
chairman of the chamber’s economic development com¬ 
mittee. 

Steele, one of the emerging financial success stories 
of Ibis city, told an executive meeting of the chamber it 
was time business blew its bugle a little louder and more 
convincingly. 

Steele feels, as do many other free enterprisers, that 
the recent emergence of highly-cohesive neighborhood 
groups and socialistically-oriented forces on a number of 
municipal councils are threatening the interests of the 
business community. 

He fears that even aldermen who are favorably dis¬ 
posed toward further economic development and growth 
will eventually cave in to the relentless pressure exerted by 
the opponents of a free-wheeling enterprise system. 

What Steele is getting at is the fielding orJMcking of 
aldermanic candidates who, if elected, would support the 
endeavors of business. And that proposal is bouml to get 
the chamber into a lot of hot water. 

According to its own constitution, the chamber is sup¬ 
pled to be a non-political, non-partisan Organization 
dedicated to the betterment of the business climate. 

Opponents of any attempts by the chamber to involve 
Itself actively in municipal politics will point out that 
business isn’t doing too badly as it is. Indeed, that’s one of 
the arguments advanced in an editorial on the opposite page 
today. 

But I disagree with (he editorial and I disagree with 
those who say-the chamber has no business in politics. I 
do so (or a number of reasons. 

One stems from my firm belief that apathy is perhaps 
the neatest danger to democracy. I believe that political 
involvement Is good at aity level, individually or collective¬ 
ly, and it is a powerful tool in the drive to elim¬ 
inate apathy. 

I have never critieized the involvement of labor in 
politics. The arrival of neighborhood groups on the scene 
was the most refreshing development in municipial poli¬ 
tics in decades. The election of New Democratic Party 
followers to municipal councils was healthy for the com¬ 
munities. 

But, by the same token, we must extend that privi¬ 
lege to business-oriented groups, such as the chamber 
of commerce. Why shouldn’t every interest group have the 
right to be politically active? 

If the chamber fielded candidates in a municipal 
election, voters would have a real choice. The contest 
would be in the open. There would be no doubt’ as to 
where a candidate stands. 

Let’s not kid ourselves, the chamber has been active 
In politics in the past, but not openly. 

There have been back-room meetings of business 
interests lookiqg around for candidates who would es¬ 
pouse the views of business if elected. But all this activity 
went on behind the scenes, never out in the open where it 
belongs. 


Active involvement by the chamber would change 
that. And the change, I think, would be (or the better. 

True, business is well represented on Victoria city 
council. But it’s also true that there are now three al¬ 
dermen on council who don’t associate themselves with 
business interests. 

They are Aid. Larry Ryan, scretary-treasurer of 
the Victoria Labor Council; Aid. Robin Blencoe and Aid. 
William McElroy, both elected by the neighborhood-group 
movement. 

They provide a good balance In council and I wouldn’t 
mind having more of them. But that doesn’t mean business 
shouldn’t have the same opportunity. 

Chamber involvement in politics would also spur the 
anti-growth forces to work even harder, all of which, I 
believe, is very healthy (or the democratic process. 

It would also shut up business people who now complain 
that the Socialists arc ruining them while they have to stand 
by helplessly. 

True, there may be some problems, such as the irre¬ 
futable fact that the chamber could probably drum up 
more funds for the support of its candidates in a municipal 
election than could, for Instance, the James Bay Com¬ 
munity Association. 

But that problem exists, now. Aid. Robert Wright 
spent a lot more money on his campaign than Blencoe, 
Ryan and McElroy put together. 

The only way to eliminate that discrepancy is to 
put a ceiling on campaign spending, something that’s 
been kicked around before but was never acted on. 

In a nutshell then, official Colonist editorial wis¬ 
dom notwithstanding, I can only see advantages in the 
plunge the Greater Victoria Chamber of Commerce may 
be taking into the cesspool of politics. 

Who knows, tbe chamber may even find that the earth 
is round after all.

To finish off with something completely different: 
The Golden Spear award for the best shaft of the week 
goes to the Grace McCarthy, minister of tourism. 

I had been told that a certain Bill Ozard. former 
deputy travel minister in Nova Scotia, was being con¬ 
sider^ as a successor tp Wayne Currie, B.C.’s travel 
deputy wbo quit bis $41,000-a-year job last week. 

I phoned Mrs. McCarthy and put the question to her, 
saying I wanted to check out a rumor. That’s as far as I 
got. 

“Well, that’s a change for you, to check out a rumor 
before you publish it,” the minister said, and I Imagine 
she wasn’t smiling when she said it 

The Golden ^ar award was suggested by my pub¬ 
lisher. He knows a shaft when he sees one. 

And by the way, the minister did say Ozard wasn’t 
being considered for the job of deputy travel minister. 
What 1 didn’t know until about half an hour after I 
talked to Mrs. McCarthy was that Ozard had been hired 
and fired from his job as marketing expert (or the 
travel ministry. 

All that, of course, came out aubseqently and explains 
why the very mention of the name made the gracious 
minister so angry. 


Talk Politics with Jim Hume 



When things go wrong, there just ain’t no end to it. 

Oek Bay Mayor Brian Smith discovered that last week, 
and so did Provincial Secretary Grace McCarthy. 

With Smith the problems were easy to see — in retro¬ 
spect. But they they alway are. 

Facing an automobile salesman (or the Social Credit 
nomination in Oak Bay provincial riding, tbe lawyer bad 
tried to outsell a man wbo has made his living seUing. It 
pays, sometimes, to stick with what you know best. 

Frank Carson, a hard runner in 1973, chan^ hlsfactics 
this time around. He went (Or the confident soft-sell, leaving 
the hard-sell, the endless telephone calls, the always 
perambulating mobile home, to Smith. 

Carson’s low profile convinced a lot of people, including 
yours truly, that be either wasn’t trying or was over-confi¬ 
dent. He was neither. Just smarter. 

The official word form the vote Is that Carson won by 
more than 100 votes. If you want the real count, make the 100 
more than 230, and you’ll be pretty close. And a 230-vote 
margin out of 1,309 votes cast Is a (airly good win. 

Arson’s victory makes It (he second time he has 
knocked off a lawyer (John Goult was tbe first in 1973) and 
the question now is can he make it three in succession. Vic 
Stephens of tbe Tories doesn’t think so, but Carson and his 
supporters have no doubts. 

A couple of after-thoughts on the Smith-Carson nomina¬ 
tion fight: Where but In Victoria would people turn out on a 
drizzly February night to stand in line to get Into a jammed, 
hot, gymnasium, sit on hard chairs and listen to a (good) 
high school band and dull speeches, just (or the right to cast 
a vote (or a potential candidate? 

And what other political party could jam more than 
1,300 voting delegates plus 300 observers and hangers-on into 
a convention baU (or a nomination — and only collect 8600 
when the shoe-boxes were passed? Somebody worked it out 
at 33 cents a head, which is true bottom-line budgeting. 

One wag suggested: “Hell, the NDP collects more than 
that at a pot-luck lunch.” 

But to other things. 

Grace McCarthy does an excellent job as provincial 
secretary. She also does a great job as the ever-smiling 
ambassador (or travel. 

She doesn’t do quite as well when it comes to running her 
travel ministry. 


Part of tbe problem of course, the biggest part, is that 
despite swishing silks and Immaculate makeup, including 
(he smile, Mrs. McCarthy has a bit of an Inferiority

complex. She isn’t quite as sure of herself at you might 
believe If you see her perform in public. 

Grotuuis (or that statement? Any minister who forbids 
anyone, from deputy minister down, to make statements 
without tbe express approval of tbe minister displays a lack 
of self-confidence or a desire (or constant recognition. 

In tact tbe two—self-adulation and lack of confidence — 
go together. It’s the confident minister Wbo delegates 
authority and trusts the staff he or she has gathered 
together. It’s the nervous minster who bubbles and froths at 
the slightest recogmtion for the lower ranks. 

Wayne Currie, deputy tiiavel minister, quit his job on 
Feb. 26. He sUll Insists that be quit because he just didn't 
(eel at home in government service, preferring the freedom 
of (he private sector. When asked If he was quitting because 
of differences with the minister, he replied: “We were,a 
good team.” 

After getting that answer a couple of times, I sug^ted 
that after eight months as tbe information officer lor the 
Capital Re^on District, I quit “because I couldn’t stand the 
politicians cloaeup and I never could understand their 
insistence that political expediency always took precedence 
over reality.” 

In response to that statement, Currie says: “Yes, well, I 
guess I don’t really have to tell you why I’m quitting.” 

No, Wayne, you don’t. I understand, buddy. 

But, back to Amazing Grace. 

A few days before Cturie pulled tbe pin, he had hired a 
chap. Bill Ozard, to take over a new marketing branch 
established by Currie. Ozard bad the credentials, the refer¬ 
ences, and appeared (I presume his references were 
checked) suitable (or the job. 

Unfortunately, Ozard appears to have been moved by a 
little Christian charity. He was so happy when he got his 
$24,000-a-year job that he ran an ad thanking everyone who 
had belp^ him in his time of waiting. 

One of the people be thanked was Grace McCarthy. Just 
why he mentioned her nobody really knows. Ozard says it 
was because he’d met her a couple of times as a deputy 
minister, “and she was always encouraging and helpful.” 

When it came to the job application, the moving around 
In Victoria, he never really met her. 

Anyway he thanked her — and it cost him the job he 
never really started. The lady is sensitive. 

Why would she be so angry just because a new employee 
sent her a public thank-you note? It’s difficult to say. The 
minister refuses to comment on any aspect of the hiring or. 
er, firing. So does Currie, (he Public Service Commission 
chairman A. G. Richardson and the people in travel per¬ 
sonnel. 

That leaves us with Ozard’s version as the only official 
word. Interestingly enough, it is a version spelled out 
carefully to the principal players and while not confirmed, 
definitely not denied. 

The minister was angry about tbe advertisement be¬ 
cause, so the recipients of h» wrath told Ozard, It made It 
look as though he had got his job in travel marketing as a 
political favor; that he was, in effect, a political appointee. 

From any other minister the sensitivity and anger 
might have been understandable. From a minister with her 
former campaign manager on staff (John Plul) and a 
former contender for Social Credit party leadership on staff 
(Dianne Hartwick) with Dick Lillico doing bis number in 
London, and Harry Lerome not exactly unknown, her 
political purity becomes suspect. 

Or maybe Ozard’s cardinal sin was that he said “thank 
you” publicly.

Shortly after the announce- 
ntent, Columbia said the halt 
was due to an article on the 
firm that is scheduled to ap¬ 
pear In this Sunday's New 
York Times Magazine. 

The company has been 
wracked recently by contro- 
tcrsy .surrounding president 
Alan ilirschfleld's decision to 
reinstate the company's 
iiiovie-TV chief. David Be- 
gelman.' 

Last October. Begelman 
was suspended following the 
removal of tSt.OOg in com¬ 
pany money and the forgery. 
Ilf actor Cliff Robertson’s 
name on a cheque. 

Begelman. who resigned 
from the firm earlier this 
month, has repaid the (61.008 
and has not been charged 
with a crime.

Americans told 
how to sell - 
cars in Japan 

TOKYO (AFP) — L'.S. auto makers have been told 
In ''make your cars to meet Japanese specifications, 
price them competitively and carry out .sour sales 
promotion." 

The advice was in an 18-page English language 
report by Japan presented Friday at a meeting of the 
Joint Japan-L'.S. Trade Study Group, a bllatbral trade 
consultative body. 

The report, entitled Promotion of the Sales of Ameri¬ 
can Cars in the Japanese Market, analysed various 
distrlbuliun and sales problems regarding U.B. wto 
mobiles in Japan, which result in extremely high Ktail 
prices here. ■ 

It said the margin.s for Japanese Importers and 
dealers of L'.S. cars, excluding necessary expenses 
involved, account for 30 to 30 per rent of the retail 
prices. 

.Stressing that the success of L' .S. automobile sales in 
Japan depends on the efforts of the U.S. manufactur 
ers. it called on them to work out effective market 
strategies for Japan. 

The report quoted a recent L'.S. weekly magazine 
article that said, "the Japanese consumer has to pay 
out $12,000 to buy an American car which can be 
bought for $3.sa0 in the U.S. and (Japan's) duties 
which jack up the retail price of imported cars 
must be removed". 

Such comparison is not valid, it said. If the compari¬ 
son is made between cars which have Identical tpecifi- 
catlons with a variety of options and emission control 
equipment, the price in Japan will actually be about 
twice that in the U.S. due to shipping costs, taxes and 
others, the report added. 

Noting that Japanese ppssenger cars having an 
engine capacity from 2,600 to 2.800 cc have sold well in 
recent years, the report said that U.S. compact cars, 
similar to Japanese passengers cars In size as Well as 
In performance, can sell well in the near future. 

The report suggested that L' .S. manufacturers might 
be able to increase their sales in Japan's local areas by 
Improving their sales and service networks. 

Japanese imports of L.K. passenger cars totalled 
13.373 units against the pre\ iuus year's 13.362.

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TORONTO (CP) — Depre- 
ciatlea of the Canadiai dollar 
will BMke It difOcuH to re- 
dwee the rate of iiflatioa for 
tome tlaie, a Canadian Impe- 
rial Balk of Commerce 
apokesman said this week. 

B. V. Gestrin, the bank’s 
Ticeiiresident and economic 
adviser, said the lower value 
of the dollar may enhance 
Canadian exports but those 
effects will not be felt im¬ 
mediately. 

“In fact, with foreign de¬ 
mand expanding relatively 
slowly this year, we expect 
the vtlue of the Ctaadlan 
merchandise expdrta to grow 
by less than 14 per cent com¬ 
pared with an increase of 
more than 17 per cent last 
year.” 

Addressing the annual 
meeting of the Rubber Asso¬ 
ciation of Canada, Gestiin 
said the current level of the 
dollar will also slow the vol¬ 
ume of imports because of 
their higher cost. 

But dlls will bring an In- 
cresM in consumer demand 
for those pnxlucts. along with 
higher prices, be said. 

Gestrin predicted only a 
gradual economic improve¬ 
ment in Canada this year, 
with real growth remaining 
below potential at four per 
cent, the balance of pay¬ 
ments remaining weak and 
the rate of inflation continu¬ 
ing in the seven- to eight-per¬ 
cent range.

John Taylor, president of 
Simpsons-Sears Ltd. said 
there should be an impFove- 
ment in consumer confidence 
during 1978, and with it some 
optimism for retailers. 

Consumers have been 
directing more and more of 
their personal disposable in- 
conie into savings, an in¬ 
crease of 3.8 per cent in 1962 
to 10.6 in 1976, he said.

Saanich scraps scrap about scrap 


Opponents of industrial ex¬ 
pansion on Vancouver Is¬ 
land’s salmon-rich Cowichan 
River estuary have accused 
the provincial government of 
trying to railroad through a 
land development policy for 
the area. 

The government’s Environ¬ 
ment and Land Use Commit¬ 
tee had sent a. letter giving 
objectors two working days to 
prepare for bearings which 
are to open at Duncan on 
Wednesday. 

The letters, which arrived 
Friday, said intervenors 
would have lOmtnutes testate 
their concerns and five mi¬ 
nutes for fluestions. 

Leo Holthe. chairman of the 
Fishing Industry Committee 
on the Environment, said the 
letter was ridiculous. 

The organization, along 
with the British Columbia 
Wildlife Federation, the Pa¬ 
cific Trollers’ Association and 
thp United Fishermen and Al¬ 
ii^ Workers Union, sent tele¬ 
grams to Environment Minis¬ 
ter James Nielsen and Pre¬ 
mier Bennett saying they 
needed more time to prepare 
detailed briefs. 

The opponents, who also in¬ 


clude area residents and sev¬ 
eral Indian bands, said the 
Cowichan River supported 
the biggest coho flsbery on the 
east coast of Vancouver Is¬ 
land, as well as An expanding 
dog salmon fishery off the 
estuary. 

Doman Industries Ltd, lo¬ 
cated on the liver, was given 
special provincial expansion 
approval four years ago. 

Doman president H. S. 
Doman, a member of the B.C. 
Development Corp., said last 
fall the company had suggest¬ 
ed three possible sites for a 
new sawmill and pulp mill. 

When the company success¬ 
fully bid $1.S million for crown 
limber on northern Vancou¬ 
ver Island, Forestry Minister 
Tom Waterland announced 
the firm would build the new 
facilities on the Island. 

The Cowichan River has 
been one suggested location, 
and the estuary has also been 
suggested as a possible ex¬ 
pansion area by other forest 
firms. 

Nielsen had ordered the for¬ 
mation of a special Cowichan 
and Koksllah estuary study 
group to examine the effect 
new development would have 
on the area.

Go-betweens in four nations 
are working out a massive 
swap of political prisoners in¬

Others of the 32 Soviet disdi- 
dents that Israel describes as 
“prisoners of Zion" could be 
included in the swap, the 
sources said. 

Freed in the exchange 
would be up to a dozen Chilean 
communists. Jailed since the 
1973 coup which overthrew 
Marxist President Salvador 
Allende. 

Also gaining freedom would 
be Robert Glenn Thompson. 
43, of Bay Shore. N.Y., sen¬ 
tenced in 1965 to 30 years for 
spying for Russia, and pqssi- 
bly an Israeli pilot downed 
over Mozambique last year. 

Thompson, a U.S. Air Force 
enlisted man from 1952 to 
1958. pleaded guilty to spying 
from June, 1957, to July, 1963. 
and admitted he was trained 
In espionage work in the So¬ 
viet Union. 

Said to be at the centre of 
the current negotiations is 
East German lawyer, Wolf¬ 
gang Vogel, who also organ¬ 
ized the 1962 exchange of So¬ 
viet master spy Rudolf Abel 
for U-2 pilot Gary Powers. 
Powers, who was shot down 
over Russia in a CIA spy 
flight, died last year in a heli¬ 
copter crash in Los Angeles. 

Vogel. 53 and known as the 
man to see to arrange re¬ 
leases of persons held in the 
Soviet Union, is also at the 
centre of the current negotia¬ 
tions. 

The Tel Aviv go-between is 
a member of the Israeli par¬ 
liament. Samuel Flatto- 
Sharon. He is described as 
wealthy with a desire to im¬ 
prove his public image by 
arranging the swap. 

Faced w Ith charges of fraud 
and embezzlement in a real 
estate swindle, Sharon, 48, 
fled from France to Switzer¬ 
land in 1974, and when French 


authorities started moves to 
extradite him, moved on to 
Israel In 1975. In Israel, he 
formed his own political party 
and won a parliamentary seat 
in 1977.

Chretien opened aa a conven¬

He 
checked with Treasury Board 
President Robert Andras to 
see how much the company 
was'eosting the government. 

■Jean,” he said the reply 
tame from Andras. "it's 
making money.” 

Ask^ how the government 
could ease Inequalities 
among Canadians during a 
me of restraint, Chretien 
told Liberals to remember 
that the government “has 
dune a helluva lot” In the last 
10 years to'improve living 
standards. 

Health care, he said, was 
an example. No one worried 
about getting sick any more 
because the government paid 
the bills.

Port Angeles in hot seat 


VANCOUVER (CR) - 
Renewed interest in a major 
oil port at Port Angeles, 
Wash., la likely now that the 
federal government has ruled 
out an oil port at Kitimat, Dr. 
Andrew Thompson, commis¬ 
sioner of the West Coast oil 
ports inquiry, said this week. 

Thompson told a news con- 
ference that if the idea ripen¬ 
ed Into a firm proposal to 
build a terminal at Port An¬ 
geles, the federal govern¬ 
ment should plan a public 
inquiry Into how it would af¬ 
fect Canada. 

He undertook to explain 
what loose ends of his inquiry 
remained to be tidied up in 
the wake of the federal gov¬ 
ernment's announcement 
Thursday that a West Coast 
oil port was not needed. 

He said it was premature 
of the government to infer 
from his statement of pro¬ 
ceedings, delivered to the 
government Wednesday, that 
an oil port posed an unac¬ 
ceptable environmental risk 
for B.C. 

< The statement said there 


were concerns about the en¬ 
vironmental risk of such a 
port, and that possibly when 
the oil port inquiry was com¬ 
pleted the commission would 
conclude the risk was unac¬ 
ceptable, Thompson said. 

But the commission did not 
say it now believed the risk 
was unacceptable, he said. 

It would be foolhardy of 
Kitimat Pipe Line Co. to pro¬ 
ceed with its application In 
light of the government’s an¬ 
nouncement, Thompson said, 
since the cabinet would have 
the final say. 

He also said he assumed 
that when Environment Min¬ 
ister Len Marchand outruled 
a port "In the foreseeable 
future” he meant 10 to 10 
years. This is what the 
phrase means in energy fore¬ 
casting, he said. 

Between now and the end 
of March be will complete his 
inquiry by collating the stu¬ 
dies and reports received by 
bis commissioa and making 
them available to the public. 

Approval of an oil terminal 
at Port Angeles would in¬ 
crease the number of oil tank¬ 
ers travelling along B.C.’s 
outer coast from Alaska, be 
said, and managing the exist¬ 


ing traffic of large oil tankers 
should be a matter of highest 
priority to both the UiL and 


Canada. 

“The sensible thing to do is 
to wait until that project is 


defined and then inquire into 
the effects on Canada," he 
said.

Lalonde was responding to 
allegations by Conservative 
MP Tom Cossitt (Leeds),, 
who said in the Commons 
Thursday that Soviet intelli¬ 
gence agents tried in March, 
1976, to get two assistants to a 
cabinet minister to turn over 
sensitive government docu¬ 
ments. 

Cossitt confirmed that he 
was referring to Laionde and 
Ward after they were identi¬ 
fied by Global, a television 
network in Ontario. 


Cossitt intimated that four 
Soviet agents were involved 
in unsuccessful attempts to 
get information from Lalonde 
and Ward. Coesitt said the 
tnfonnation was contained in 
a security report circulated 
among government officials 
including a committee bead¬ 
ed by Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau. 

Lalonde, who is seeking « 
Liberal nomination In Ottawa 
for the forthcoming federal 
electlon.sald Cossitt’s allega¬ 
tions were “irresponsible'’ 
and may cause a climate of 
McCarthyism In Ottawa. 

Lalonde and Ward met the 
Sovietsand after a 10-day tour 
of the Soviet Union by Drury 
in 1975. However, they also 
arranged for extensive secu¬ 
rity briefings by the RCMP in 
connection with the trip and 
were “debriefed”—ques¬ 
tioned about it—by RCMP af¬ 
terwards.

Miners await Carter plan details 


A memo to a foreman at 
Cominco’s lead-rinc smeiter 
in Trail ordered him to in¬ 
crease discharge of a waste 
chemical Into the Columbia 
River after 7 p.m , but cau¬ 
tioned: "Don't overdo as it 
will show in the river.” 

L'nited Steelworkers of 
\merica I^ocal 180 said Ihe 
handwritten note is proof that 
Cominco is "secretly poliui- 
ing the Columbia River and 
has a flagrant disregard fur 
the laws of the province re¬ 
garding pollution.” 

The Cominco operation is 
Ihe only lead-zinc operation 
in B.C. The company Is 
owned by Canadian Pacific. 

Pollution Control Branch 
officials, given a copy of the 
memo, said the Cominco op¬ 
eration was among the two 
per cent of major industrial 
sites In Ihe province which 
hadn't as yet been issued a 
watertxillutian permit. 

Cominco has had an appli¬ 
cation for a water pollution 
permit before Ihe branch 
since 1973. 

I he memo, addressed lo 
’ Norris." and signed H.R.II.. 
reads. "Please shift boss on 3 

II open the drain valve on 
113 SOS lank (going to sewer) 
a bit more after 7 p.m. Don't 
oserdo as it will show in the 
river.” 

Cominco environmental 
control manager Nigel Doyle 
said Friday the memo ap¬ 
plied to the cleaning of an 
ammonium bisulphite stor¬ 
age tank from Dec. 8 to 13. 

During the tank-cleaning 
process more than 100 tons of 
sludge, mostly ammonium 
bisulphite, mixed with zinc- 
manganese-siilphur fertiliz¬ 
er. were discharged directly 
into the Columbia River. 

According to Ihe poliulion 
i nntrol branch, these figures 
were about equal In Cumin 
re's daily discharge frtiin 
lank cleaning. 


The discharge mentioned 
in the memo applies lo one of 
12 sewers operating at the 
plant. 

Doyle said the whole inci¬ 
dent had been blown out of 
proportion because the dis 
charge was minor compared 
with Ihe enormous rate of 
flow of the Columbia River. 


A 1977 study by the en¬ 
vironment ministiy'h water 
investigations branch found 
an absence of lower forms of 
aquatid life for three miles 
downstream from the plant. 

The study said: "There 
was also a possibility of some 
heavy metal contamination 
in fish." 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
While many U.S. utilities — 
their coal stockpiles dwin¬ 
dling — Saturday warned- 
their customers against re¬ 
laxing conservation mea¬ 
sures. striking United Mine 
Workers union members 
wailed to learn Ihe details of 
the negotiated settlement an¬ 
nounced Friday by President 
Carter. 

The strike, the longest con¬ 
tinuous country-wide coal 
strike, enters its 83rd day 
today. 

UMW President Arnold 
Miller urged the 166,000 strik¬ 
ing union members Saturday 
to accept the contract with 
Ihe Bituminous Coal Opera¬ 
tors Association, but said he 


would nut campaign In the 
coalfields for ratification of 
the three-year contract, as he 
did in 1974. 

Many miners said they 
were reserving Judgment 
until they had a chance to see 
Ihe proposed contract in writ¬ 
ing. The UMW ordered 220.- 
000 copies printed. Union 
membership will not vote on 
Ihe contract until later this 
week, after the settlement is 
explained locally. Following 
UMW consjiitutional proce¬ 
dures. the ratification pro¬ 
cess is expected lo take 10 
days. 

"1 think everyone wants to 
see Ihe strike end.” said Mi¬ 
chael BuntonofDuljuoln, III., 
a UMW subdislrict board 


member, "but the agreement 
Is just going to have to be 
looked at.’ 

Officials of both utilities 
and states affected by Ihe 
strike stressed that electrici¬ 
ty conservation measures re¬ 
mained in effect. 

"The announcement (by 
Carter) does not change Ihe 
situation in Indiana,” said 
William Walt, energy adviser 
to Indiana Governor Oils 
Bowen. 


The proposed contract

most miners an t8D-a-day top 
salary by 1981.

18 4 per cent in 1976. The av¬ 
erage daily output of 43.7 mil¬ 
lion barrels a day was a rec 
nrd. 

Communist countries' pro¬ 
duction, led by Ihe Soviet 
I nion. increased 5.t per cent 
for an average of just under 
13.1 million barrels. The So- 
\iel Union, still the world's 
lop producer, had 10.92 mil 
lion barrels daily last year, 
about 80.000 barrels a day 
short of its target. 

OPEC, although at a peak 
of 31.1 million barrels a day 
for the year, experienced 
only a 2.2-per-ccnt increase, 
compared with 12.1 per cent 
in 1976.

Its first album amid cham 
pagne at a downtown seafood 
palace last month. The album 
is Y ou (lirl. featuring Chip 
man's baritone voice and 
mostly love songs from 
Loney's muse. 

And while no one is pre¬ 
dicting a gold album, it's 
“doing really nicely” at city 
record shops, which is not 
surprising considering Chip- 
man’s following, thanks to his 
club dates, concerts in the 
parks and Victoria Operatic 
Society roles! But the really 
good news, particularly for 
those investors supplying the 
S33.000 needed for the album, 
is that a cut from the album—/ 
■N'ever Really Loved Y'ou—is 
getting airtime across the 
<ountry and has made the 
charts in some centres. 

Better still for the 32 year- 
old Chipman are three sum¬ 
mer guest shots on CBC 
shows, along with the possibil¬ 
ity of his own next season. 

And Roger Whittaker, 
whose The Lost Ftrewell 
Chipman includes in the 
album, is considering some 
of Loney's songs for himself. 

It’s enough to make an al¬ 
ready eonfident performer 
burst. In the scheme of things, 
both the album and Chip- 
man's career goals seem '‘six 
to eight months" ahead of 
schedule. 

Chipman is no stranger to 
both television and recording 
studios. As a crew<'ut stu¬ 
dent in the .Maritimes he was 
part of a folk group which 
played Dun .Messer shows, 
toured other schools and cut 
one album. But he began look¬ 
ing agdin at a singing career 
w hen his whole lifestyle came 
under scrutiny with the 
break-upofhis marriage. (He 
now shares his Florence l.ake 
•A-frame with three cats—“1 
got custody.") » 

“in really had my druthers 
I'd like to sing and go right to 
the top.” he decided then. 

And while going to the top 
now means having an album 
in every home in North 
America, then it meant get 
ling picked up by a record 
company. He mailed off demo 
tapes, only to collect enough 


rejection slips to paper his 
basement walls. Among other 
things, he was told he bad too 
good a voice.and consequently 
little commercial appeal. 

A close friend from his na¬ 
val reserve days, a .Vancou¬ 
ver doctor, suggested that 
what Chipman needed was 
some material of his own and 
preceeded to write a song for 
him that reflected Chipman's 
ow n life. Changing My World. 
Loney, who had only com- 
pu.sed quasi-classical piano 
works, decided he'd try a few 
.songs too. When the pair went 
on a three-week cruise last 
summer, most of the songs of 
album were the result. 

When those same songs 
were cheered during Chip- 
man's -three-week run last 
.September at the Sherwood 
Inn, both men knew they were 
onto something. And the rest, 
as they say. is hislorv.

Perhaps Chipman's most 
serious commitment to his 
new career came last week 
with his resignation from 
Pemberton Securities. It's a 
finacial gamble but still hr 
feels he'll duplicate his $20.

He 
expects to gross about $30,000. 

His confidence comes from 
more than just his own aw are- 
ness of "a healthy chunk of 
egotism.” As a bilsincssman

he knows there's a whole lis¬ 
tening market (over age 23) 
which is being ignored by rec¬ 
ording companies. He also 
knows how hungry radio sta¬ 
tions are for new Canadian 
content to meet government 
regulations. But most of all, 
he knows his strengths as a 
performer. 

“I think I have a pleasing 
voice, powerful when I want 
it to be and an effective soft 
voice.” he said. 

A popular singer is more 
than a voice. Chipman has the 
pinked-cheeked. pudgy good 
iooks that make him appeal¬ 
ing especially to middle-aged 
women w ho now are pis big 
gcsl fans. But Chipman be¬ 
lieves one of his dr^s is the 
songs he sings. 

"The songs portray the 
problems in peopie's lives as 
well as Ihe happiness—the 
kind of problems mature peo¬ 
ple find themselves In.” 

One of the problems facing 
a singing star comes with 
Ihe adage about the lone¬ 
liness at the lop. Chipman, 
who unabashedly admits to a 
sizable ego. is ready fur that. 
He hopes his friends uhder- 
sland. 

.Apparently there is no par¬ 
ticular girl in mind for his 
Y ou Girl but he dates several, 
one oftener than others. Even 
she may have to step aside as 
Chipman follows his star. 

"Strong attachments be^ 
come more of a hardship in 
this business.” he says. 


Doctors ally 
with NDP 
on hospital

The Victoria .Medical So¬ 
ciety successfully wooed Ihe 
NDP Saturday as an ally in 
its fight with the Social Ci^it 
government over the pro¬ 
posed Helmcken Road hospi¬ 
tal site. 

VMS spokesman Dr. Doug¬ 
las Critchley told provincial 
NDP leader David Barrett 
at a public caucus-member 
meeting at Juan de Fuca 
Arena that "It would seem 
the NDP at present are our 
only friends. If only that we 
feel ganged up on by the min¬ 
isters in the Social Credit 
government.” 

Critchley said provincial 
planning for Ihe proposed 
hospital was a fiasco, that the 
project was being 
"steamrulled." and that the 
government decided last 
week to move the site 60 feet 
in another direction. 

Barrett told Critchley he 
would put the controversial 
hospital issue before an all¬ 
party standing committee of 
the Legislature when the 
house reconvenes on March 
20 .' 

Only the government can 
appoint an all-party commit¬ 
tee. Barrett could ask the 
government to appoint a 
committee or could ask that 
the issue be discussed by an 
already-existing committee 
such as public accounts. 

All-party committees are 
dominated by Social Credit 
members. 

Barrett said if new infor¬ 
mation is correct that the 
hospital site must be moved 
60 feet in another direction, it 
indicated that the govern¬ 
ment was “back to square 
one.” 

Critchley said at the morn¬ 
ing session that the govern¬ 
ment doesn't have a function¬ 
al plan for the proposed $30 
million Helmcken Road hos¬ 
pital. 

The government is 
' sieamrolling” Ihe hospital 
through, he said. 

At issue is a controversy 
over where to build Greater 
Victoria's new acute-care 
hospital. Some doctors and 
the VMS suggest it could be 
built on the St. Ann's Acade¬ 
my site near Victoria Gener¬ 
al. The government and the 
region want it built on 
Helmcken Road. 

The regional advisory hos¬ 
pital committee which derid¬ 
ed on the Helmcken site was 
established by former health 
ministjer Dennis Cocke dur¬ 
ing the former NDP gov¬ 
ernment of Barrett. 

Victoria MLA Charles Bar 
ber has said that the Helmck- 
en site would result in modi 
(-ally.dangerous split facili 
lies.

said, is preferable because it 
is already sewered, serviced 
and roads are in place. 

Barber quoted news re¬ 
ports saying the Helmcken 
site was assembled in 1957 for 
$300 an acre, but in 1976, the 
government paid $13,000 an 
acre for it. 

Barber said the land was 
sold by Newton Cameron, 
brother-in-law of William 
Mcarns. a director of B.C. 
Hydro from 1963-69. 

Critchley told the caucus 
members, including Barrett. 
Barber, chairman Barbara 
YA'allace (Cowichan-Mala- 
hat), Eileen Dailly (Burnaby- 
North) and Graham Lea 
(Prince Rupert), and a 
sparse morning audience of 


about 10 persons, that the 
government “doesn't even 
have it designed properly. 

"They said they’re going to 
design it as they build it. do 
you believe it? Y'ou wouldn't 
build a house that way.” 

Critchley said Health Min¬ 
ister Robert McClelland told 
him that his ministry would 
not change its position about 
(he site even if popular opin¬ 
ion were against it. 

Two we^s ago the provin¬ 
cial cabinet closed ranks In 
support of McClelland’s 
stand in favor of the Helmck¬ 
en site and began a counter 
action against tbe Victoria 
Medical Society's efforts to 
delay its construction. 

The cabinet w as reacting lo 
an advertisement run by the 
VMS stating "Victoria Gen 
eral Hospital to Close.” 

Because the advertisement 
did not specify that only the 
acute-care portion of the hos¬ 
pital was to close. McClelland 
labelled it “immoral and dis¬ 
honest.” 

Critchley said Saturday 
that he had assumed that 
people would understand that 
acute-care was meant. 

Following Critchley's for¬ 
mal presentation. Barrett 
apologized to him and said: 
"I don't intend to accuse you 
of being immoral or dishon¬ 
est. Although it's not for me 
to apologize. I do on behalf of 
those in the political profess-

Water: It’s worth a deep, global study 

There’s always something wrong with the taps of the world

\Ye can't survive without ii. 
hill (here is always too much 
Ilf it. too little of it. it's in the 
wrong place, comes at Ihe 
wrong time, or it's polluted 
It's water, and scientists 
arc putting Iheir heads to¬ 
gether to bring some order to 
the situation, and perhaps 
even to solve a few problems. 

ONE OF THOSE scientists 
is Dr. Derrick .siew'cli. a Uni 
\ersily of Victoria geo 
grapher who will spend some 
time in Vienna this .summer 
bringing exotic systems anal 
y sis techniques to bear on Ihe 
simple molecule of one part 
oxygen and two parts hydro 
gen that is the basis of all life 
Systems analysis, to put it 
In plain language, is simply 
Ihe study of how things work 
together. What goes in. what 
comes out. how what goes in 
affects what comes out. and 
how they affect the rest of the 
world are the basic questions. 

To understand why some¬ 
thing as basic and abundant 
as water deserves all this at 


lenlion. it might be worth 
while to look at what happens 
when these questions are not 
asked. 

THE DROUGHT on the 
YVest Coast, particularly in 
California, should still be 
fresh in the minds of most 
people. And while scientists 
can't guarantee rain, they can 
suggest ways that existing 
w ater supplies could be used 
more wisely. Sewell said. 

For instance. North Ameri 
cans insist on having toilets 
that use five gallons a flush, 
w hile those in Europe manage 
to empty themselves with half 
that. The massive federally- 
subsidized irrigation scheme.v 
in the western U.S. provide 
water for sprinkler irrigation, 
one of the most wasteful uses 
of water around. 

The Colorado River keeps 
California'agribusiness wet. 
but if everyone who had a 
water licence on the river 
were to use his full aUocatiog 
in an average year, the river 
would dry up well before Ii 
reached the ocean 

To pick on other parts nf the 


world. Switzerland. Germany 
and France casually pollute 
the Rhine; the Netherlands 
laboriously cleans it up 

The Kariba dam on (hr 
Zambezi River in Africa 
brought weeds which choked 
out local fisheries, spread (he 
dread tsetse fly over<a much 
w ider area than before, wiped 
out many agricultural areas 
downstream, and forced the 
relucatioB of native peoples to 
areas where their traditional 
farming methods were u.se- 
less. 

The devastating floods 
w hich sweep over Bangladesh 
could be controlled by dams 
on the Ganges or Brahmapu¬ 
tra Rivers, but the dam sites 
are all in India, which is not 
eager lo build them. 

TO HELP UNDERSTAND 
the. situation better. .Sewell 
has worked out a threeaxis 
model. On one side are needs 
for Water, which wijl range 
from keeping one's tongue, 
wet in the most primitive so 
cieties. to having a view of the 
ocean from a posh urban villa 
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Sewell f 

. he's going to Vienna 


Another axis is the technol¬ 
ogy for getting water, ranging 
from buckets to sophisticated 
recycling systems used.in 
spacecraft. As the technology 
improves, the margin fur 
error tends to grow smaller, 
and technological failure- 
such as the 'Teton dam in 
Idaho, or the switches in the 
power grid that failed in New 
York last year—can have de¬ 
vastating repercussions. 

The third axis concerns the 
institutions involved. At ihe 
bottom of tbe scale is ihe 
tribe or clan: at the top are 
complicated bureaucracies 
engaged in overseeing inter¬ 
national water projects. As 
institutions become more 
complicated, they become 
more specialized and less ca 
pable of change, of adapting 
to changing needs or techno¬ 
logies. 

PROGRESS ikLONG these 
three axes over time must be 
kept in balance. Sewell main 
tains. When needs are simple, 
so (he technology and Institu 
lions must be. When they be¬ 
come more complex—when a 


recreational lake is also used 
for irrigation, power and fi¬ 
sheries, for instance—sophis 
licated technology and insti 
lutions are required to satisfy 
all these demands. 

One good example of what 
can happen when progress 
occurs Unevenly is the fate of 
a Habitat conference resolu 
iion that all countries should 
w ork toward an adequate sup¬ 
ply of putable water, and the 
means to dispose of waste 
water, by (he end of the cen 
iury. 

This uncomplicated 
achievement, taken for grant¬ 
ed by most North Americans, 
would do more for world 
health than almost any other 
measure, scientists feel. But 
when they first looked at the 
cost, they found that it to¬ 
talled trillions of dollars, well 
beyond what nations could af- 
foiM. 

PART OF TBE problem 
with those calculations was 
that they envisaged “running 
water in evei^ hut.” requir¬ 
ing technological sophistics 
tion well beyond the needs uf 
most of (he world’s popula¬ 


tion. or the ability of their 
institutions to provide it. 

Had it been affordable, it 
could have had serious social 
repercussions in areas where 
a common well is the tradi 
tional source of supply, and 
has been a meeting place for 
centuries. 

It is these kinds of problems 
which the Institute for Ap 
plied Systems Analysis in 
Vienna, where Sewell will 
w ork this summer, is trying to 
avoid. Sewell said. It requires 
an interdisciplinary ap 
proach. calling on the scr 
vices not oniy of geographers 
but also engineers, social sci¬ 
entists, economists, and natu¬ 
ral scientists. 

By taking a close look at 
needs, technology and Institu¬ 
tions. and Ihe changes in them 
that might possibly take place 
in the bture, the team hopes 
to produce a computer mt^el 
that will take all the con¬ 
ceivable effects of change into 
account, thus avoiding some 
of the disasters that have 
taken place in the past and 
giving planners more effer 
tive tools for the future.

Lock ontounter^te 70, 
pass through flie.E)fwnhower 
Memorial Tunnel and exit at 
the Rocky Mountain village 
of Dillon. From there It’s only 
a S-mile spin onto Keystone. 

A Ski and Summit package 
Is In the works this winter, 
permitting tbe visitor privi¬ 
leges at Breckenridge, Cop¬ 
per Mountain and A-Basin at 
well aa Keystone. 

Cfost per person for a dou¬ 
ble Id Keystone Lodge comes 
to $218 for six days and aeven 
nights, which includes lift 
privileges at all four aki 
areas. Or there’s a four-day, 
fIve-nIght plan for $193 per 
person. The regular nightly 
ratea, room only, are $42 tin¬ 
gle and $49 double. 

Under the aeven-nlght 
package one may rent a con¬ 
dominium for aa little aa $239, 
or aettle into the Tenderfoot 
Motel for only $144. 

From Denver’s Stapleton 
Airport, rental cars can be 
picked up for $30.09 (plua tax 
and gasoline) under a one¬ 
way dropoff plan. 

Barely three years ago 
Keystone was a wilderness 
area. The Ralston Purina, the 
breakfast cereal combine, 
poured $40 million Into the 
bowl and the skiers ate it up.

So 
do the female bartenders In 
the Tenderfoot Lounge and 
the Snake River Saloon, a 
snug old barn of a place just 
up the road from the lodge. 

Visitors get their fill of chill 
and sandwiches at the Silver 
Seed Emporinm in Key¬ 
stone's shopping plaza and 
just across the way skiers are 
outfitted at the sporty Sport 
Stalker by John Maynard of , 
California, Dave Howard of F 
Minnesota and Max Ledoux. 
of North Dakota. 

Properly attired, the skier 
then sets off for the lifts by 
bus or sleigh. Sleigh rides are 
offered on Thursday nights aa 
well when couples bundle for 
the trip to Max Dercum'a Ski 
Tip Ranch with Its roaring 
fires and sizzling steaks. 

Dercum, a former universi¬ 
ty professor from Pennsylva- 
ida, came west In 1941 with 
the idea of creating a ski 
resort. After akiing dozens of 
miles through Arapahoe Na¬ 
tional Forest he set his sights 
on Keystone Mountain, en¬ 
listing the aid of an attorney 
who in turn got.Ralston 
Purina to bankroll the 
scheme. 

Under the Ski the Summit 
package (this being Summit 
County) a skier may try Key¬ 
stone one day, A-Basin the 
nexL the Breckenridge and 
Copper Mountain. Free bus 


shuttles are provided be¬ 
tween all four areas. 

'Rw four aU resorta offer 
180 milea of trails and $8 lifts, 
accommodating up to $7,000 
akleri per hour. November 
till late June. 

At 12,900 feet, A-Baain Is 
distinguished as the highest 
ski destination in tbe United 
States. If the thought leaves 
yen breathless, well, bring 
oxygen. 

Fifteen miles southwest of 
Keythme, tbe colorful one¬ 
time boom town of Breck- 
enrldge offers tiding on two 
mountain peaks, 8 and 0 , with 
a total of 90 runs to match tbe 
skier—beginning. Interme¬ 
diate and pro. Later the 
apret-ski crowd invades An¬ 
drea’s Pleasure Palace with 
ita Bordello Bar, hot spice 
wine and old-time melodies. 

A former mining town, 
Breckenridge is a Victorian 
village crowded with ginger¬ 
bread shops and snug Inna. 

Back in Keystone, the 
apres-ski gang makes tracks 
for the Silver Slipper, a disco¬ 
theque that grinds on till well 
after mtdnighL Otbera opt for 
tbe Bighorn (steaks and 
prime rib), ’The Garden 
Room (Continental dining) 
and the Brasserie for inex¬ 
pensive lunches and evening 
meals. 

Keystone’s lake, just out¬ 
side the lodge, attracts skat¬ 
ers during winter and boaters 
in summertime. 

The town’s enterpreneurs 
are touting the Rocky Moun¬ 
tain Village as a year-round 
resort. Golf architect Robert 
Trent Jones Jr. Is preparing 
an Ig-hole course on the site 
of tbe old Ponderosa Ranch, 
with its 17-acre lake. 

Workmen are giving the 
rustic ranch house a face lift, 
after which It will serve as 
the clubhouse, complete with 
dining room and pro shop. At 
the tame time a second 2- 
acre lake is being dug to add 
an sxtra challenge for golf¬ 
ers. 

Meanwhile, nearly 100 ho- 
mesltea will be made avail¬ 
able In meadows surrounding 
the golf course. The price? A 
cool $88,000, and this for land 
only!

The excellent food served 
here is heavy with fish 
dishes. A leading favorite is 
shellfish prepaid in the at¬ 
tractive Cataplana, a her¬ 
metically covered copper 
pan. 

The Algarve includes a pic¬ 
turesque mountain regipn. 
the Serra de Hochique and 
the Serra de Caldelrio. It la 
In the eastern portion of the 
country. Both ara spun or 
arms of the Grand Sierra 
Morene of Spain. 

Because of its climate and 
' its midpoint location between 
Africa and the continent, It is 
I great area for birds at vari¬ 
ous times of the year. There 
ara more birds here than in 
any other part of Portugal. 

Tha climate Is good the 
year around, although the 
moat popular season with 
touriata starts early In May 
and ends in September or Oc¬ 
tober. But even In the off 
months many people find the 
sea sufficiently warm for 
swimming, and sunbathing is 
extensive. 

The largest cities or towns 
In Algarve are Lagos and 
Faro. The latter is the capi¬ 
tal. It has the only airport 
connecting to Lisbon and the 
rest of the world. But I would 
advise inyone going to the 
Algarve lor the first time to 
go by automobile or motor 
coach. 

Faro has a papulation of 
just under 30.0M and la tha 


largest city on the coast or in 
the province. Like so many 
other places in southern and 
western Europe it began as a 
fishing town and was a colony 
of the Phoenicians. 

Faro's mqln street is the 
Rua de Santo Antonio. It is 
closed off to traffic and is one 
long shopping avenue. The 
street is made of mosaics and 
stone and lined with book¬ 
stores, boutiques, coffet 
thopa, ban and the handi¬ 
crafts from all parts of Por¬ 
tugal. 

There are five museums In 
Faro, all worth the visitor's 
time. 

On the Rua Dr. Oliveira 
Salazar, named for the late 
dictator of Portugal for 37 
years, Is a bar caled "CHur- 
chiU's," a reflection of the 
English Influence. 

After Portuguese and 
Spanish, English is the lan¬ 
guage most commonly spo¬ 
ken and understood, although 
many people do speak either 
French or German. 

A number of tours and 
drives can be taken from 
Faro, especially to Lagos, a 
dlitance of 103 kilometera. If 
you go along Highway N125 


and reach Almancit, don’t 
miss slopping to view the 
Church of St. Lawrence. It is 
located in the tiny vlUtge of 
Sao Lourenco, and la Roman- 
e^ue but remodeled in the 
Baroque style. 

Lagos has a year-round 
population of about 12, ON, 
which swells to 30,00( or 40,- 
OdO during the summer tour¬ 
ist influx. It ia here that one

ri; we started off from Ad¬ 
elaide, In South Australia. As 
Australian metropolitan 
centres, Sydney and Mel¬ 
bourne enjoy worldwide re¬ 
nown. Nonetheless, it Is not 
until the tourist makes a trip 
into the Australian bush (out¬ 
back) that he gains any im¬ 
pression of this primeval, in 
part still unknown country. 

The first stop after the Ijj- 
hour flight northward from 
Adelaide is Andamooka, a 
mining camp, producer of 90 
per cent of the world’s opal. 
Andamooka was founded in 
1930 by opal miners in the 
complete isolation of the 
South Australian steppes. 

A deprepIt Ford transport¬ 
ed us from the airstrip to the 
camp, which, with the piles of 
earth thrown up on all sides, 
gives the impression of a su¬ 
perdimensional ant dty. In 
between the sand piles are 
plank huts and earflien bun¬ 
kers — habitations of the opal 
adventurers. A bright spot is 
provided by bungalows car¬ 
pentered Iv people who do 
not convert every atone they 
find Into alcohol. 

At the Opal Motel we were 
welcomed by Gus Krotofll, a 
former restaurateur from 
Munster, In Westphalia, Ger¬ 
many. 

“In Andamooka,” he said, 
“there’s no lack of opal; one 
may make $109,009 a day. 
The less successful mine 
away their entire lives and 
miss It. You can find all types 
of characters here — adven¬ 
turers, Foreign Legion¬ 
naires, boxing champions, 
lawyers... I recently count¬ 
ed 34 languages. Including 
Eskimo.” 

The mining of semipre¬ 
cious stones Is, in theory, 
simple; while one man 
breaks off the stone In the 
tunnel, his partner transports 
the material above ground.

A Belgian wno was to years 
in Andamooka guided us to 
his opal claim. We descended 
30 fed in the shaft. Then be 
put Ua pneumatic drill In my 
hand, saying, “Drive it up at 
a tilt into the atone!” Five 
minutes later my $100,000. 
dream came to an end, and I 
stood there, bathed in aweat 
and dust. 

Grinning, Pierre took his 
machine again and pressed It 
Into the rock. The man must 
have muscles of steel — his 
daily work la six hours of 
this! “No opal, no opal...” 
was the last thing wtf heard 
frofn him before returning to 
the surface.* 

The next morning we got 
back into the Piper Cherokee 
plane for Lake Eyre. Beneath 
us were the steppes, forefleld • 
of the desert. We landed at 


Mulcoriiu, a farm with 30,000 
sheep and 3,000 cows, kept in 
operation by 10 people. Here 
"desert heating” (heating 
water by solar energy) is 
taken for granted. But the 
newspapers we brought with 
us .from Adelaide were not. 
The nearest store with news¬ 
papers is 250 miles away. 

We continued our journey 
by jeep through de^rt re- 
giona to nearby Lake Eyre, 45 
feet below sea level. Moet of 
tbe time the lake Is half dry, 
but at this time it was almost 
an inland sea through steady 
rainfall. 

it k it 

From Lake Eyre tbe vehi¬ 
cle followed tbe Birdavilic 
Track, the Infamous cattle- 
driving route between 
(Queensland and South Aus¬ 
tralia. It is the trail of tbe 
vagrant, the cattle driver, 
tbe handier. 

For a good 300 miles the 
trail goes over red, sandy 
earth; even today, taking the 
BirdsvUIe Track is a minor 
expedition because of the Iso¬ 
lation. Our pilot mentioned as 
an example the case of the 
automobile driver who 
perished flom thirst on the 
track without thinking of his 
.windshield spray mecha¬ 


nism. which was filled with 
water. 

Then Birdsville, at last, a 
settlement such as one might 
imagine from Australia’ pio¬ 


neering days. No one could 
mistake the faintly dusty 
BirdsvUIe Hotel, which has 
obviously seen better times. 
At least once a year, in Sep¬ 


tember, high life prevails 
during the BirdsvUIe Horse 
Races. The proceeds of the 
event go to toe “Flying Doc¬ 
tor Service.”

B06CASTLE. England — 
The English think of Corn¬ 
wall at a foreign land. 

“The Cornish people art 
odd,” a Londoner tells me. 
“Quite secretive.” So In turn- 
mer the English flock down 
into the toe of their island ai 
though they were going 
abroad. In autumn the nar¬ 
row roads that wander blind¬ 
ly among the stone hedge¬ 
rows are passable ones 
again. That la the time for 
Cornwall, Its gray stone 
houses tiered on the cliffs be¬ 
neath their drab alata roofs, 
and for tta dark, brooding 
people. 

“There are two Corn- 
walls,” my friend warns. 
"The plebeian Cornwall, and 
the Cornwall of the past. That 
is the one you'll be looking 
fur. the romantic one.” 

I think of “Poldark,” the 
Igth-century Cornish adven¬ 
ture shown on public televi¬ 
sion. And of Daphne du 
Mauiier's Cornwall. 

She lives here still, at Men- 
abllly off Fowey harbor, 
where the signs warn: 
“Please do not attempt to 
drive through the town.” If 
one has read her tender vol¬ 
ume, “Vanishing Comwall,” 
one recognizes the ghosts, 
even today. 

Comwall Is copper mines 
and smuggler ports and fish¬ 
ing villages, and something 
has gone sour wtth all of 
them. Ruined smelter chim¬ 
neys give the hillsides ghostly 
profiles. 

At Polperro a smugglers’ 
museum convinces the visi¬ 
tor that for centuries much of 
Comwall survived by contra- 
‘ band goods from the contin¬ 
ent brought In the night 
through these churning coves 
and up these cliffs on don¬ 
keys' backs. 

The Crown put a stop to 
that. Now fishing Is falling. 
At the Polperro docks, a peel¬ 
ing, flaking sign pleads with 
visitors: “Owing to Ihe de¬ 
cline in Ihe fishing, the Pol- 
perro Harbour trustees are 
faced with Ihe difficulty of 
maintaining this harbor. 
Please will you help?" 

It must be done by car. 
once one has taken the night 
sleeper front London's Pad¬ 
dington Station and awa¬ 
kened beside the harbor at 
Gilbert and Sullivan's Pen¬ 
zance. Of course there are 
tour buses, but that is sec¬ 
ond-best. 

They cannot navigate the 
coziest little roads, and they 
descend on villages that are 
tucked Into Ihe cllffsides, dis¬ 
gorging passengers In muni¬ 
cipal parking lots lo storm 
throu^ the narrow streets. It 
is better to be pleasantly, lost 
alone. In Cornwall, off-sea¬ 
son. Us scale is small. But 
there Is always room for two 
in any pub. 

The seagulls honk above 
Ihe clefts in the cliffs. Pishing 
nets are stretched out on the 
quays above the dry tidal 
channel. The boats lia on 
their sides, awaiting the re¬ 
turn of the sea to right them. 
Cottages climb the cliffs, all 
of stone to clench their teeth 
against the gales, all white¬ 
washed plaster with stone

trim around the windows. 
Roofs come from the slate 
pits nearby. Clouds skitter 
over the green headlands and 
Iheir sheep. The shops have 
little to sell the visitor but 
Cornish pottery and pasties, 
and booklets about the days 
of copper booms and smug¬ 
gler heroes. 

It could be almost any Cor¬ 
nish seaside town, but it is 
Boscastle. I pause In a mar¬ 
ket to ask about a vegetable I 
have not seen before, a huge 
thing with green tops and a 
white root. 

“Leek,” said a round Cor¬ 
nish woman. “Do you not 
have leek in North Ameri¬ 
ca?" 

Many of the loveliest vil¬ 
lages survive primarily by 
tourism. It la differant at Bo¬ 
scastle. Its narrow tidal 
channel winds Inland among 
hills from the Atlantic, a 
challenge to seamen at each 
coming and going through 
these rough seas. Boscastle 
has a stirring history of the 
sea, and It unfolds to those 
who visit the National Trust’s 
litlle stone museum here. 

The village Is just up the 
coast from Tintagel, which is 
overrun by the legend of King 
Arthur. The ruins of the cas¬ 
tle called King Arthur's are 
on a rocky isthmus where 
black cliffs drop down omin¬ 
ously to Ihe white surf. The 
castle dales from the 12th 
century, and the King Arthur 
business is simply good fun. 
But there's a commercial ex¬ 
cess of fun. We are put off by 
a clutter of pleas to patronize 
the King Arthur Car Park, 
the King Arthur Inn, and 
King Arthur’s Cafe. Tour 
buses jam the lanes. We 
make a U-turn and head for 
Ihe next village. 

"The thing is. you've got 
these two completely differ¬ 
ent seas, just a few miles 
apart,” my London friend 
has said, and now 1 see it. 
“On the south you have the 
gentle English ^annel. 

(Only an Englishman could 
call this channel gentle, but 
in Cornwall, touched by the 
Gulf Stream, It is a land of 
palm trees and bougainvil¬ 
laea.) On the north, those At¬ 
lantic rollers. The weather 
varies drastically. If you're 
on one coast you can drive a 
few miles and find different 
weather." 

It was raining this morning 
at Mouseole. (Try pronounc¬ 
ing it muzzle, and the natives 
may understand.) We took 
shelter in the Ship Inn before 
a cozy fire and drank lager 
and nibbled hot pasties and 
had coffee with clotted Cor¬ 
nish cream so thick H bad to 
be spooned. The barmaid was 
from Australia, wooed and 
transplanted by a Cornish 
sailor.

It was still raining when we 
left Mousehole, and we 
crossed the narrow toe of 
Cornwall to the Atlantic 
coast. The sun broke through. 

We parked above Port Isaac 
and strolled down into the 
village. The public parking 
lot is Ihe beach at the foot of 
the town, but ft ta immersed 
at high tide. It would reopen, 
a clock-sign informed us, at 3 
p.m. Everything is one-way 
and narrow and it was a four- 
mile circle before those who 
drove down Into the village 
cOuld get back to the parking 
lot above Port Isaac. 

Clotted Cornish cream 
costs about a pound a pound. 
We stop short of that and 
share a cone of clotted cream 
Ice crefm with a topping of 
clotted cream. The richness 
of Cornwall's past has been 
bestowed on its cows. 

Signs, signs, signs, Bar¬ 
clays Bank at Port Isaac Is a 
dollhouse with one window 
and a sign noting that it Is 
open for two hours one after¬ 
noon each week, Tuesday. In 
a grocery window at Polper¬ 
ro, BEETLE DRIVE AT LE- 
GION HALL. (WHIST 
DRIVE ON THURSDAY 
EVENINGS). Road signs to a 
village close to Falmouth are 
a golfer's joy: PAR 3, then 
PAR 2, and finally the impos¬ 
sible: PAR 1. Hand-lettered 
posters everywhere entice 
the visitors (or bed-and 
breakfast lodgipg. At Port 
Isaac, one reads: B&B at top 
of hill, middle house with blue 
door. 

And In every Comish port, 
Ihe squat stone headquarters 
of the Royal National Life- 
Boat Institution. AI POrt 
Isaac it burst with pride. A 
slate monument lists rescues 
from 1870 to the present, from 
a succession of wrecked lug¬ 
gers, schooners, brigantines, 
barques, and fishing boats al¬ 
ways with the number of lives 
saved. This sea means busi¬ 
ness. 

At Land's End, the mania 
for signs has gone over the 
edge. THE LAST INN IN 
ENGLAND. THE FIHST A 
LAST FILLING STATION. 
FIRST AND LAST SUPER¬ 
MARKET. 

My favorite is outside the 
lighthouse: WARNING. FOG

Brian Conarcher, ^monton 
Oilers’ general manager, 
says major junior hockey 
teams should increase Iheir 
age of graduation to 22 from

He said in an interview that 
the proposal would, help ju¬ 
nior operators hnpreve Iheir 
financial situation and help 
professional teams avoid 
growing Immigration prob¬ 
lems with the United States. 

He began working on the 
concept when two Oilers’ 
chattels, centre Don Tanna- 
hill and left winger Jerry 
Holland, were sent home by 
Salt Lake City (iulden Eagles 
of the Central Hockey League 
early Ihls season becau.se 
U.S. immigration officials re¬ 
fused to grant extensions of 
working vius.

didn't happen before.” said 
Conacher. adding that offi¬ 
cials of the Amateur Hockey 
Association of the United 
Stales (AHAUS) were in¬ 
volved in a committee to de¬ 
termine what criteria would 
be used lu allow minor league 
professiunal players to enter 
the U.S. from Canada. 

.Several organizations in 
tile U.S. object lo Ihe fact that 
only three per cent of minor 
league professionals in that 
country are Americans and 
would like to see the level 
'Increased to 20 per cent, said 
Conacher. 

The World Hoc key Associa¬ 
tion. of which Edmonton is a 
member, and the National 
Hockey l.eague would be ex¬ 
cluded from immigration re¬ 
strictions as the players have 
earned exemption because of 
exceplional skill, Conacher 
said, "bul that doesn't solve 
' the problems of pro hockey 
teams who soon may have no 


place to put their young pro- 
spects.” 

"There is only one minor 
league professional team 
(Nova Scotia Voyageurs of 
the American Hockey 
League) in Canada.” he said. 
"It makes good sense to me 
as a general manager to have 
a Canadian development 
league for Canadian players.” 

He swggested players 
should be draflable at 18 rath¬ 
er than Ihe current 20 if a 
higher draft fee were paid, 
"because there Rre excep¬ 
tional juniors—Dennis Potvin 
was one—who are ready to 
turn pro and should turn pro 
befere their 20th birthday.”

Finds place 
in history

It doesn’t take long for the 
cynics to come up with a title 
(or the latest (lap in govern¬ 
ment circles. Within hours of 
The Colonist breaking the 
story on the hiring and firing 
of Bill Oiard, the Incident 
was finding a place in history 
with Ozard known as the 
Oiard t( Whiz. 


A white-haired Jack 
McCMlaad was standing on a 
chair giving away books from 
his McClelland and Stewart 
publishing house one noon 
hour last week at the UVic 
bookstore. And to be quite 
honest, students weren’t ex¬ 
actly battling each other to 
get at the CanLit booty part 
of the company’s promotion 
for its three-for-two book sale. 

Either the students were 
too polite or hadn’t really 
discovered the Joys of read¬ 
ing Canadian literature, but 
McClelland had to do some 
cajoling to keep the interest 
up. 

“It’s tough—you can’t even 
give your bt^s away.” he 
said at one point when the 
book held aloft found no 
takers. Many others, though, 
were snatched up. 

After it was all over, the 
head of this country's largest 
publishing house said he 
didn't find it the least bit 
demeaning to (log books. 

I'll do anything to sell a 
book.” he said. 7 

And apparently be has. He 
once dressed up as Santa 
Claus on a May day in Saska¬ 
toon and skated with Darryl 
SiUler oHIie Maple Leafs in 
front of Toronto’s city hall.

That seems to be the motto 
of the Capital Region Dis¬ 
trict, where a couple of meet¬ 
ings brought up the following 
gems:

Cameron argued that en¬ 
dorsing a recommendation to 
acquire floodlighting at a cost 
of $1,447 would be “flying In 
the (ace of any energy con¬ 
servation program and not a 
good advertUement for fuel 
saving.” 

He was chastised by Aid. 
laa Casa for throwing cold 
water on an imaginative idea. 

Cameron’s only support 
came from Aid. Jaka Mika.

Crown counsel NIckalas 
Laag moved back to his old 
job in the busy main court¬ 
room of the Victoria provta- 
cial court after Robert Mulli¬ 
gan was seconded by the at¬ 
torney-general’s ministry for 
a five-month period. 

Mulligan has been picked 
as solicitor (or the court plan¬ 
ning branch of the ministry.

It’s safe to assume that the 
Caek Blceateiuial has more 
to do with pumping tourist 
dollars into the provincial 
economy than any deference 
to the explorer's accomplish¬ 
ments in reaching our fair 
shores. Cook books have al¬ 
ready appeared and undoub¬ 
tedly other mementoes such 
as Captain Cook horns, other- 
wlse known as Neotka 
Souaders or telescopes with 
covers of back issues of Beau¬ 
tiful B.C. pasted on one end 
can't be far behind.

Dykes recently told Report¬ 
er's Notebook that the four- 
piece set, retailing (or $295. 
consists of reproductions of 
historical works by Nathaniel 
Dance hanging in the Green¬ 
wich Museum. 

He obviously has great ad¬ 
miration for what Tourism 
•Minister Grace McCarthy is 
doing as he wrote in his tetter 
to council: "The Provincial 
Ministry of Tourism is spar¬ 
ing no effort to ensure that 
the rest of North America is 
well aware that B.C. intends 
to celebrate the bicentennial 
on a grand scale . . . Your 
community has an opportuni¬ 
ty to show your recognition of 
this significant event by ac¬ 
quiring one or more of these 
commemorative sets.”

trail motorcycle, but tbey will 
travel along the highways at 
speeds from II to fS miles an 
hour depending upon the type 
of mop^ you have. Ours wfll 
do 13 and It Is equipped to 
carry two people for short 
distances — say to a favorite 
fishing spot a mile or two 
down the road, or to the shop¬ 
ping centre when we don't 
want to bother packing up the 
motor home to drive to the 
stpre. We will also use it 
to explore rough-looking log¬ 
ging trails before we chance 
driving the motor home along 
them. 

Our moped is Just the right 
length to fit across the stem 
of our little cabin cruiser and 
we plan to take It along when 
we do some Gulf Islands 
cruising, coupled with a little 
land exploration. 

They aren’t designed as 
trail bikes, but they are fine 
for gravel roads and wife 
Taffy found it comfortable 
learning to ride hen on the 
gravel verges along Esqui¬ 
mau Lag^. She plans to use 
it for visits to daughter Lu¬ 
cille’s new mini-farm in 
the Happy Valley area. 

A REGULAR DRIVER’S 
UCENCE Is aU that la re¬ 
quired to operate a moped, 
which is not classed as a mo¬ 
torcycle under the Motor Ve¬ 
hicle Act. But you do need a 
safety helmet and the moped 
must pass through the motor 
vehicle testing station. As a 
matter of fact Importer Ted 
Zanker of Island Motor and 
Sports, 602 Esquimau Road. 
Just by the railway tracks, 
has had to add a lot of cost 
($40 to $00) to each machine 
to make It qualify for B.C. 
safety standards. All the 
models he sells are guaran¬ 
teed to pass the tests. You 
must carry ICBC Insurance, 
which on our machine is $90 a 
year. 

To be classed as a moped 
they must be under 90 cc 
displacement, must have 
pedals and may Ijave no man¬ 
ual clutch or switch. Our 
moped has hutomatic clutch 
which finds Us own best driv¬ 
ing gear. 

ZANKER IMPORTS 18 dif- 
• ferent moped models from 
five European manufactur¬ 
ers in France, Italy, Ger¬ 
many. Holland and Japan. 

Oldest model moped is the 
Velosolex, which was first 
built in 1923 and has been 
changed very little since then. 
It weighs only 60 pounds, has a 
an ordinary two-stroke engine 
which Just sits on the front 
tire. On the underside of this 
engine there is a little roller, 
which the engine turns, and 
which in turn, pushes the front 
tire round. This roller is con¬ 
nected to a completely auto¬ 
matic centrifugal clutch, 
which prevents the roller 
from causing wear to the tire, 
by never letting it spin against 
the tire. It is also the key to 
simple operation of the bicy¬ 
cle: to slop, you Just pul on 
the brakes, the clutch disen¬ 
gages, allowing the engine to 
idle freely. To go again, you 
Just speed up. and the clutch 
automatically eases you 
forward. On long hills, the 
clutch keeps the motor turn¬ 
ing at the most helpful speed. 

It Is unlike motorbikes and 
minibikes, in that it has 
pedals and can be used com¬ 
pletely without the motor. 


You Just pull back the handle 
on t^ of the motor and It 
swings up off the front tire 
and leaves the Solex free to 
be used as a bicycle. 

With the motor the Veloso¬ 
lex can reach speeda of 22 
miles an hour and It sells for 
under $300. 

Another more deluxe Solex 
weighs 68 pounds and Mils In 
the $406 bracket and it the 
one we might consider for 
wife Taffy aa our second 
Moped. It will travel at 26 
miles an hour. 

OUR DELUXE Mobylette 
works on a different piinci- 
ple. with anautomatie gear 
change transmisalon thrwgh 
a belt and the chain, the en¬ 
gine mounted below Inatead 
of over the tire, which gives 
better balance and perfor¬ 
mance. It also weighs 100 
pounds and costs more than 
$400...and with all our extras, 
including helmets, brackets 
for carrying it on the motor 
home, double seat, luggage 
bags, etc., it cost us ■ little 
more than $600. 

It has a two-horsepower 
two-stroke motor, a .8-gallon 
gas tank and gets betwem 120 
and 181 milM to a gallon, 
depending upon road condi¬ 
tions, ivera^ng in miles a 
gallon. 

It Is manufactured by the 
Motobecine people in 
France, who are the world's 
biggest moped manufactur¬ 
ers, and on the other extreme 
also make the giant Concorde 
aircraft. 

Because of its 49 miles an 
hour speed, greater power 
and ability to carry two peo¬ 
ple for short distances, it was 
our choice for our first moped. 

Among the other 18 moped 
models available In Victoria 
is an off-road model with a 
3.9-horsepoweT motor and 22 
milea an hour top speed, with 
special springs for rough use.

Zanker, about half of them 
registered for road travel. 
Some were sold before It was 
possible to licence them in 
British Columbia. They have 
only been legal here since 
1972. There are 97 moped 
manufacturers in the world 
with 300 different models, so 
there Is a wide choice. 

In Quebec there are about 
90,000 units in use.

‘Beer is liquid bread’

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
"Beer is liquid bread." says 
Gustav Chyba, brewmaster 
of Anaheuser-Buach's new 
18-acre brewery in Fairfield. 
Calif. 

Although nutritionists say 
that is not literally true, rec¬ 
ords indicate many cultures 
believed the relatlonahip be¬ 
tween beer and risen bread to 
be more than just nodding 

Anthropologists have inter¬ 
preted inscriptions on caly 
tablets dating back to Baby 
Ionia in 800 B.C. as showing 
the preparation of a simple 
beer, a crude variation of the 
process of beer making 
today— alcoholic fermenta 
lion of a grain, plus flavor- 
ings. 

In Egypt of the pharuahs. 
beer was consider^ impor¬ 
tant in daily diet. The daily 
food allotment of ordinary 
people of the time included 


four loaves of bread and two 
jugs of beer. Mothers deli¬ 
vered lunch —including 
beer-to their sons in school. 

In China 2,3M years before 
Christ the peasants called 
their beer ''kin.” The ancient 
Incas, long before the Euro¬ 
pean discovery of South 
America, even bad light and 
heavy beers, which they 
called eitbr "chicha” or 
''sora.'' 


The classical Greeks kept 
careful racords of their beer¬ 
making and daacribed reci¬ 
pes that spread U> Rome. 
Beer is believed to hive been 
discovered Independently in 
northern Europe. 

Columbus Is said to have 
been given Indians beer on 
tho Central Americap coast. 
Made of com, it was coost- 
dcred a cotuin of the bever 
age known to North Ameri- 


can Indians for many years. 

Reference works claim 
that the Pilgrims fleeing 
England In the Mayflower in 
1820 suffered an emergency 
of the first order and chose 
Plymouth to start their New 
World. 

A manuscript dated 1823 
rhad, "For he could not now 
take Dme for farther search 
or conslderatioa, our vletwls 
being much apenC espe^ly 
our beer.”

Since taking power in 197S 
President Malloum repeated¬ 
ly has attempted to imple¬ 
ment a policy of national rec¬ 
onciliation but Frolinat, 
boosted by increasing mili¬ 
tary successes, has called for 
a complete change of govern¬ 
ment 

The agreement was drafted 
after two days of talks in this 
northern Saharan town be¬ 
tween Colonel Khadafy. Pre¬ 
sident Malloum. Niger Presi¬ 
dent Seyni Kountclw and Su- 
danese Vice-President 
Abdul-Kassim Ibrahim. The 
hastily-called meeting fo¬ 
cused attention on the critical 
stage reached in the hitherto 
little known north African 
war. 

Chad earlier broke diplo¬ 
matic relations with Libya 
but these now will be re¬ 
sumed. the declaration said. 

Chad and Libya are in dis¬ 
pute over the Aouzou Strip, a 
border area claimed by both 
countries. The strip, where 
Frolinat started its ^errilla 
war in 1966. is potentially rich 
in uranium and manganese. 


WASHINGTON (CP) - 
U.S. Navy officials say that a 
civilian employee, Warren 
Hart, has taken time off from 
work and does not want to be 
questioned by reporters in 
connection with possible 
RCMP links. 

They added Friday that the 
chauffeur-messenger has no 
intelligence duties and has 
not been questioned by naval 
intelligence officers He has 
not been relieved of any 
duties. 

Hart, employed by the pub¬ 
lic works department at Pa¬ 
tuxent naval station SO kilo¬ 
metres southeast of Wash¬ 
ington, is being intensively 
sought by Journalists who 
want to find out whether be is 
the same person reported to 
have conducted electronic 
eavesdropping for the 
RCMP. 

The officials said they are 
not certain that Hart is the 
same person but he is the 
only navy employes who 
could be the one described in 
documents made public in 
Ottawa earlier this week. 

Conservative MP Elmer 
MacKay released an affida¬ 
vit and supporting documents 
in which a Warren Hart 
claimed to have worked for 
the RCMP and taped con¬ 
versations of political figures 
during surveillance of au- 
spected radicals. 

That Hart was described 
as 69, black and a North 
(Carolina native-descriptions 
which station personnel say 
fit tbe Patuxent Hart. 

The MacKay documents 
also said the RCMP Hart cur¬ 
rently has no telephone amf 
is living In near-poverty. But 
in the documents Hart also 
claimed to be working for 
naval intelligence.

Helmut Shmidt said this 
week that no nuclear secrets 
were compromised by three 
alleged East German spies 
operating in the West Ger¬ 
man defence ministry and he 
was convinced "major 
changes in the defence con- , 
ccpt are not necessary." 

The chancellor was one of 
several witnesses who ap¬ 
peared before a parliamenta¬ 
ry committee investigating 
what Chief Federal Prosecu¬ 
tor Kurt Rebmann termed 
West Germany's biggest 
post-Second World War spy 
^ndal. 

^ Schmidt said he was In¬ 
formed of the “serious mean¬ 
ing” of the case two days 
before the three defence min¬ 
istry employees—Renate 
Lntze; her husband, Lothar- 
Erwin Lutze, and Juergen 
Wiegel—were arrested in 
June, 1176. 

The case exploded into a 
major government scandal in 
December when the news¬ 
paper Frankfurter Alige- 
meine reported the three bad 
stolen up to 1.166 secret docu¬ 
ments involving troop readi¬ 
ness. tactics and NATO as¬ 
sessments of Soviet strength. 

Georg Leber resigned as 
defence minister earlier this 
month in the wake of the 
scandal and allegations of il¬ 
legal wiretapping by military 
intelligence agents. Leber 
came under Ore after telling 
reporters he was “enlight¬ 
en^" about the scope of the 
alleged spy ring's activity by 
the Frankfurt newspaper.

MOSCOW (Reuter) — The Soviet Union has warned 
West Germany aga^hist the D& neutron bomb. It took issue 
with Egon Bahr, a top trfflclal tat the governing West German 
Social Democrade party, advocating the weapon as a 
strategic lew. 

The news agency Tass said deployment of the bomb on 
West German territory would “basically contradict the 
obligatloni takan by the leader of that country (at the 
European security conlhrsace) In Helsinki." 

The weapon was also diseotsed at a brief meeting be¬ 
tween Soviet Premier Alexei Kosygla and visiting Bavari¬ 
an Premier Aalfons Goppel. 

Goppel told c o rre s pondents Kosygin stated that the 
Soviet Union would "lose no sleep” over the neutron 
ibomb, which kills people and leaves buildings unharmed. 

Observers said Kosygin apparently wanted to deflate 
some commentators in the West who have argued that 
the Soviet Union's Intense campaign against the bomb 
implicitly confirmed Its strategic potential. 

The Kremlin has already indicated that It is ready to 
build its own neutron bomb if the West goes ahead with de¬ 
veloping the weapon. 

Tass quoted Bahr as saying the bomb deserves to be 
rejected from an ethical point of view, but is essential 
to obtain concessions from the Soviet Union at East- 
West talks in Vienna on mutual force reductions In Eu¬ 
rope. 

Bahr and other advocates of Us viewpoint are “virtual¬ 
ly making an attempt to Justify a political course, wUch 


by their own admission, contradicts human etUcs," Tass 
said 

If there Is no progreu at the Vienna talks this is be¬ 
cause "certain Western circles” have been trying to, 
put pressure on the Soviet Union to obtain unilateral 
millt^ advantage, Tass said. 

“The emergent neutron weapms In the NATO arse¬ 
nal would eompUcate the Vienna talks still' more,” it 
added. 

Bahr’s criticlara of the neutron bomb on ethical grounds 
have In the past been quoted by Soviet news media as part 
of Its campaign against the weapon.

SAINT JOHN, N.B. (CP)- 
A Montreal businessman who 
flew into Saint John for a day 
bid n.OOO and drove away 
with the last of the gull¬ 
winged Bricklin sports cars 
produced before the automo¬ 
bile assembly plant closed its 
doors here in September, 
1975. 

An auction to dispose of 
remaining assets of the firm 
opened in Minlo, N.B., Thurs¬ 
day and ended Friday. He got 
the car in the first day of 
bidding. 

By the time the three-part 
auction Was over, the auc¬ 
tioneers hoped to sell every¬ 
thing for more than $350,000. 

The chief interest for 
awhile was in the disposition 
of the last three Brickllns 
available as part of the com¬ 
pany assets. After two bid¬ 
ders paid $0,300 and $0,500 
respectively for older Brick- 
lins, Zinman paid the top 
price of the day for his 1976 
gold colored model. 

“1 think I'll drive it on the 
weekend as a sort of Sunday 
afternoon car.” Zinman said 
in an interview. "I think I'll 
treat it as an antique.” 

Zinman, who operates a 
structural steel business in 
Montreal, said he had never 
been interviewed in his life, 
"but today I've been inter¬ 
viewed 20 limes. I guess I’ve 
got a famous car.” 

Earlier, a red 1974 Bricklin 
brought $0,500 and a gold 1975 
model sold for $6,300. Neither 
buyer was identified. 

Robert Seibold, president 
of Maynard’s Autioneering 
Ltd., the firm which Is run¬ 
ning the auction for Clarkson 
Co., receivers of Bricklin 
Canada Ltd., said he thought 
the automobiles would have 
brought between $10,000 and 
$12,000 each. 

Zinman said he believed he 


could get more In Montreal 
than he paid for hli Bifckiln, 
but plans to keep ft. 

About 350 bidders were on 
band through Friday afte^ 
noon and Seibold said he ex¬ 
pected to take In between 
$350,000 and $400,000. 

Fridky, Seibold stood on a 
plywood platform placed 
above bins of sockets, screw¬ 
drivers and assorted other 
tools and carried on a stacca¬ 
to patter. 

"Gentlemen, you bid, you 
buy. It's all good equipment, 
gentlemen, all good Bricklin 
equipment. Don't lose it on a 
five-dollar bill. Wbb’ll bid 50? 
You're not paying too much 
for ft, believe me.” 

Later he said there had 
been excellent bids for the 
tools and some of the pro¬ 
spective buyers agreed. 

Larry Rood of Cleveland, 
Ohio, said he was waiting for 
some large fibreglass equip¬ 
ment to go on the block but 
suggested some of the tools 
had gone “for almost-new 
prices.” 

Gabe Demshard, also of 
Cleveland, said though the 
equipment looked well-used, 
"they’re getting good prices 
for the small stuff.” 

Thursday the auctioneers 
took in about $100,000 for a 
variety of items sold at 
Minto, N.B., where Bricklin 
Canada also had a plant. 

Prices ranged from a high 
of $11,500 for a 220-Ion capaci¬ 
ty hydraulic press and fork¬ 
lift truck to a low of $2 for a 
stud set.

LONDON, Ont. (CP) A 
London vroman whose daugh¬ 
ter was assaulted by a man 
who has confessed to killing 
seven women and assaulting 


It othera says she would -go 
gunning for him" if be was 
reletsed from the centre 
where he Is being treated. 

"There's no way I would 
want him to be let out on the 
s'treeta again,” the mother, 
who did not want to be 
named, said. “I would go 
gufhiing for him If he did." 

Earlier this month, Russell 
Maurice Johnson, 30, was 
found not guilty by reason of 
insanity in tbe strangulatka' 
of two London women and a 
Guelph, Ont., woman. 

A police report says John- 
aon admits he waa respon¬ 
sible for the deaths of four 
other women, two from Lon¬ 
don and two from Guelph, 
and assaults on 10 other 
women in an eight-year peri¬ 
od. The report was read at a 
meeting Tuesday of the Lon¬ 
don police commluioo. 

Johnson is being treated at 
tbe Mental Health Centre in 
Penetangulshene, OnL 

Tbe mother, whose daugh¬ 
ter was beaten and near 
death after the maa attempt¬ 
ed to strangle her, said that 
“when you raise a daughter, 
realizing that something like

that conld happen, but al¬ 
ways hoping nothing wiD and 
then it doca, you’re horri¬ 
fied.” 

“You want to UU him,” she 
said In an Interview. "Thet'a 
tbe gut feeling. 

"If I got to him In the first 
few months (after tbe at- 
teck), I would have killed 
him; I would have had no 
hesitation. The feeling la sUll 
there.” 


Evidence at Johnson’s trial 
showed he had asked for pey- 
chiatric help in 19W. He was 
admitted to London Paychiat- 
ric Hospital, where to waa 
diagnoMMl aa a sexual de¬ 
viate, and later pigned him¬ 
self out 

The mother said ihe lives 
in fear that psychiatrists at 
some time will conclude that 
"now he’s a good boy” and 


will release Johnson. 

The woman and her hus¬ 
band said they were relieved 
when police assured them, 
after .Johnson’s arrest last 
July, that he was respousible 
for the assault of their daugh¬ 
ter in an apartment. 

The mother said the doctor 
told her that her daughter 
was seconds from death after 
tbe attack.

BERLIN (AP) — The U.S. state department Is still 
guarding the past of millions of Germans—as .detailed in 
tons of Nazi records stored behind barbed wire In an 
unmarked archive In a Wesfaeriin suburb. 

"There’s nothing classified here, though a lot of it Is 
sensitive, and contrary to what a lot of people think, we 
aren't protecting Nazis,” says Dan Simon, the retired U.S. 
Army major in charge of the Berlin Document Centre. 

The centre is closed to the general public. Simon says 
access is restricted to "friendly Western governments" and 
scholars with credentials from a university or a sponsoring 
professor. 


‘No private inquiries’ 

"We don't answer private inquiries, and we try to 
keep the press out of here,” he says. 

U.S. officials have copied flies they wanted and once set 
a date to transfer the centre to the West German govern¬ 
ment. But the Germans backed off, although they have free 
access to the centre and pay Its expenses. 

Karl-Heinz Hansen, a Social Democratic member of 
parliament, says he suspects the West German govern¬ 
ment doesn't want to take over the centre because It 
"wants to cover up for personalities of public life who 
are former Nazis.” 

In the centre's files, captured by Allied forces as the 
Third Belch collapsed, are Nazi party membership rec¬ 
ords and correspondence, records of the SS special po¬ 
lice and the brown-shirted stormtroopera of the SS, doc¬ 
uments on Germans from abroad who resettled In the 
country during the Nazi years and records of Nazi courts 
and cultural officials. 

A shelf holding bound lists of SS men and women 
who staffed the concentration camps is usually the first stop 
for Israeli officials. 


Camp quotas set daily 

"These people kept records of just incredible things," 
says Simon, thumbing through old Nazi court records. 
'"They would send people to camps, obviously to be liquid¬ 


ated, and put dowq their names, when they arrived, and 
what the quota was for that day.” 

One file contains a witness's written statement ap¬ 
proving the plans of SS man Karl Koch and his fiancee. 
Use. to marry. Later they ran the concentration camp at 
Buchenwald. and she had lampshades made of human 
skin. 

Wooden filing cabinets bold records of 18.7 million 
Germans who joined the Nazi party, all but a few hundred 
thousand In the party's last years. They were captured at 
a pulp mill near Munich, waiting to be destroyed. Also 
captured were loyalty files on teachers, doctors, policemen 
and others In special classifications. 

There are records of some 800,080 SS officers, en¬ 
listed men and women. Some are singed from attempts at 
burning. Nearby are files of 280,000 ^ members who bad 
to prove there were no Jews in their lineage so they could 
marry and have children. 

Another room holds 1.8 million files of correspon¬ 
dence among party officials, some of it on red-trimmed 
Nazi stationery. 


Files still not yet sorted 

Records of the Reich Culture Chamber Include 800,000 
files on writers, musicians, film-makers and other ar¬ 
tists. 

A staff of 300 used to work at sorting the files. The job is 
still not finished, says Simon, but the staff it down to 34 and 
be is the only U.S. citizen. 

The centre handles 3,000 to 4,000 faifdrmation requests 
a month. Simon says TO per cent come from West Ger¬ 
man officials. 

The U.S. state department took over the centre from the 
army in 1982, after the files bad been used for Allied war 
crimes trials. Fenced and guarded, it stands alongside a 
park and pond at the end of a quiet street named Water 
Beetle Path, in a wooded section of suburban Zehlendorf. 
Beneath the buildings are tunneis and underground cham¬ 
bers from which the SS once tapped Berliners' teiephone 
lines. 

The only sign visible outside Is one telling visitors to 
show their passes at a guardhouse near the sidewalk. 


Play on holocaust 
'needs exposure' 
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TORONTO (CP) — John 
Jullani, a Canadian actor- 
director. says that the Nazi 
reality is the salient experi¬ 
ence of the 20th century. 

Jullani, 37, in Toronto to 
star in a play about the Nazi 
holocaust, says he thinks the 
play's message should teach 
pe<^ who are not Jewish. 

“That It why It It being 
played in a regular theatre 
instead of a synagogue,” he 
aaid. 


Juliani plays the lead In 
Children of Night, written by 
Gabriel Emmanuel and 
directed by a man Jullani 
taught several years ago 
when he was an Instructor at 
York University, Toronto. 

After his graduation In 1984 
from the National Theatre 
School, Jullani took jobs at 
the Stratford Theatre, Simon 
Fraser University, the Uni¬ 
versity of Washington In 
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Seattle and Caiieton Univer¬ 
sity, Ottawa. 

During his years as an 
actor, instructor and direc¬ 
tor, be hat earned a reputa¬ 
tion of beigg a fanatic but 
denies that he is one. 

He challenged Robin Phil¬ 
lips, an Englishman, to a duel 
several months before Phil¬ 
lips became director it the 
Stratford Festival in what he 
says was a symbolic gesture 
done tongue-in-cheek. 

“But there was a serious¬ 
ness to It too,” Juliani said. 

“We didn't expect to come 
to blows and shed blood. But. 
as a romantic gesture, it was 
juat at outlandish as Phillips' 
hiring itself.” 

Many members of various 
Canadian theatre groupt ob- 
Scjected that Phillips had 
been chosen over Canadian 
directors. 

“I'm not ashamed of the 
fact 1 challenged Phillips to a 
duel. When they write a his¬ 
tory of theatre In Canada, 
that (challenge) will be as 
Important as a big play open¬ 
ing.”

shows

BELLEVUE, Wash. (AP) 
— If you notice that your face 
has altered over the years, 
don’t hlame age—it could he 
your personality that has 
chang^. 

So say personologista who 
study the relationships be¬ 
tween physical characteris¬ 
tics and personal traits. 

“It sotuMla corny, hut It’s 
true,’’ says Nancy Ross. 
“Life makes its mark." 

Personology teaches that 
people have “dominion” over 
their facial traits, that al- 
thou^ people are subject to 
genetic inheritance and en¬ 
vironmental influence, those 
traits can Ufchanged. 

But Earl Hunt, chairman of 
the University of Washing¬ 
ton’s psychology department. 
Is skeptical about the claims 
personologists make. 

“Taking physical traits... 
and asking people what a 
person with those traits is 
like is nothing more than try¬ 
ing to And a statistical valida¬ 
tion for racial and ethnic ster¬ 
eotypes," said Hunt. 

“It’s equivalent to asking 
white South Africans if dark 
skin is Indicative of lower 
intelligence. You’d statisti¬ 
cally validate that It is, but 
all you’ie really proving Is 
that white Sooth Africans 
think It is.” 

Ms. Ross conducts semin¬ 
ars in personology for real 
estate brokers ana other busi¬ 
ness persons, has advised 
lawyers on how to select sym¬ 
pathetic jurors and how to 
handle witnesses, and does 
personality analyses in a 
beauty salon here. 

Personology, as Ms. Ross 
practices it, was developed in 
1957 by Robert Whiteside, 
who founded the Interstate 
College of Personology near 
San Francisco. 

Personologists say that 
persons with close-set eyes 
tend to be more analytical 
than those with wide-set eyes. 
Persons with high foreheads 
are more reserved than those 
with low foreheads. There 
are 68 other physical traits 
used in personology analysis. 

“We believe the body and 
the person are one, that they 
are linked,” Ms. Ross said. 
“Most psychologists—espe¬ 
cially Freudians—seem to 
believe they are entirely sep¬ 
arate.” 


Couple 
‘unfit’ 
to wed 


OXFORD, England (AP) 
— A psychiatrist has stopped 
a former Royal Navy officer 
from getting married be¬ 
cause he says the man is far 
too excitable and the bride- 
to-be is mentally unfit 

But the couple who had 
made all the official arrange¬ 
ments for their marriage said 
they had unofficially married 
each other in the living room 
of their home. 

And they are taking legal 
action to try to overturn the 
veto of Dr. Seymour Spencer 
so that they can marry pro¬ 
perly. 

Under the Marriage Act of 
1949, Spencer was able to 
enter what is called a legal 
caveat, a kind of mandatory 
notice barring the marriage 
until the registrar-general, 
the top official concerned 
with marriages in England, 
has examined the objections, 

“We performed a cere¬ 
mony ourselves with our 
hands on the Bible, and as far 
as we are concert we are 
married,” former lieutenant- 
commander Andy Crookes 
told a reporter at the home he 
shares with Phyllis Ham 
mond In Coverley Road, Ox¬ 
ford. He is M. She is 87. 

Crookes met Mrs. Ham 
mond while they were volun¬ 
tary patients under Spencer’s 
care at the Wameford psycU- 
atric hospital in Oxford seven 
years ago. 

"Dr. Spencer says I suffer 
from hypermania and that 
Mrs. Hammond has a person¬ 
ality ^sorder,” Crookes said. 
“I don’t know how he can say 
that when I haven’t seen him 
for about two years.” 


CANBERRA (AFP) — An international 
meeting which begins In this Australian 
capital Monday wiU determine how much 
exploitation will take place In the Antarctic 
and in the surrounding waters. 


MORE THAN 70 delegates from 14 coun¬ 
tries are expected to attend the special 
Antarctic treaty consultative meeting, ex¬ 
pected to last about three weeks. 

’This attempt to elaborate on a working 
paper on the conservation of Antarctic ma¬ 
rine flora end fauna has been brought about 
largely because of the increased interest in 
the exploitation of krill, a small shrimp-like 
crustacean noted for Its high protein con¬ 
tent 


Antarctic raises particular problems for 
Australia which lays claim to three-sevenths 
of the total Antarctic region. 

Officials here say they believe the ques- 
thw of sovereignty may have to be solved 
before agreement can be reached on the 
exploitation of Antarctic marine resources. 

Countries to be represented It next 
week’s meeting will Include Argentina, Aus¬ 
tralia, Belgium, Chile, France, Japan, New 
Zealand. Norway, Poland, South Africa, 
United Kingdom, tlie United States, and the 
Soviet Union. 


Japan, the Soviet Union, Poland, and 
West Germany have all begun evaluating 
krill and have started some feasibility 
fishing. 

Following the eighth consultative meet¬ 
ing of the Antarctic Treaty parties In Oslo in 
1975, there developed an awareness among 
the parties that unless urgent measures 
were established, stocks of marine life re¬ 
sources may be depleted. 


’THE COUNTRIES agreed it was essen¬ 
tial that some regulatory machinery be set 
up before krill is commercially exploited. 

’Ibe ninth meeting in London last year 
looked In more detail at the problems but 
could not teach agreement. 

It was decided a special meeting be con¬ 
vened to finally rule on the Issue and 
Australia’s offer (o host the meeting was 
accepted. 

The exploitation of marine life In the 


at the LONDON meeting last year, 
Australia submitted a draft convention on 
the conservation of Antarctic marine life 
which will form the basis for discussion at 
the Canberra meeting. 

’The Australian approach Is that a con¬ 
servation commission should be established 
to regulate what exploitation would be al¬ 
lowed. It might consider having non-treaty 
members bMome signatories to the pro¬ 
posed convention and subject to the com¬ 
mission’s rules. 

Officials here say they look on the Can¬ 
berra meeting as of critical Importance If 
there Is to be orderly exploitation of the 
Antarctic krill which might be used as 
low-cost high-protein food particularly In 
Third World countries. They say they are 
trying to avoid making the mistakes of the 
world’s whaling industry. 

Whaling stocks were almost depleted 
before any firm action was taken to control 
them. The problem becomes more acute for' 
the Antarctic with Impendning declarations 
of 2(l9-mile exclusive fishing tones.

POTATO FfSnUZEB 
(R.F., Duncan) 

I don't think it would be a good thing 
to use hen manure on the portion of your 
vegetable plot where you plan to grow 
peUtoes, for this type of manure seems 
to favor the disease organism which 
causes potato scab. Horse or cow ma¬ 
nure with plenty of straw ia it would be 
ideal, and for potatoes, it doesn’t have to 
be rotted down completely as for other 
vegetables, although it should never be 
us^ In a fresh state. 

The trick in growing clean, scab-free 
potatoes Is to have plenty of organic 
material In the soil, and this may be 
fairly old manure, half-rotted compost 
or . lawn mowings, or even the fallen 
leaves you raked up last autumn. 

1 favor dumping this organic rubbish 
on lop of the s^ pieces as they lie In 
the furrow rather than placing it under- 
neath. Do not lime the potato portion of 
the plot, as this, too, favors the develop¬ 
ment of scab. 


WALNUT MEATS 
(M.G., Victoria) 

I can sympathize with you in your 
efforts to get the meats out of your 
home-grown walnuts all in one piece. 
The store-bought English walnuts — 
mostly from California — have been 
especially bred to give un their kernels 


without a straggle, bwt wM a lot af ear 
local trees, youTuive to dig out the meat 
piecemeal with a pick. 

You might try steeping the whole 
nuts la very hot water for a few nynutes 
before cracking the shell.-This renders 
the meats rubtory and flexible tempo¬ 
rarily, and you may be able to get them 
out without breaking. They ^1 turn 
firm and crisp again after cooling and 
drying. 

MJUm FOB SHADE 
(S.R., Victoria) 

Some good perennials for the shaded 
areas in your garden would be Bleeding 
Heart, Foxglove, Columbine, Lythrum, 
Bergenia, Lfondon Pride, Honesty, 
Doronicum, Polyanthus and other prim¬ 
roses, tuberous and fibrous rooted Bego¬ 
nias and Impatiens. Where the shade is 
not too gloomy, pansies and violas will 
often survive. Most of the bulbs will do 
well their first year in shade, but go 
downhill steadily thereafter if they don't 
get enough sun during the period when 
the foliage is ripening. 

PAMPAS 6BASS 
(H.8., Mill Bay) 

Pampas Grass is difficult to grow 
from seed, as the young seedlings in this 
district seem to fall prey to a rust 
disease neculiar to this olanl. It is. 


hnw e vgr, quite easy to propagate by 
division of an oM, o v er g rown clump. 

March or early April ia a good time 
for this. Burn over the old clump first 
with a quick flash fire to remove all Its 
dead leaves and clean it up, then dig a 
hole alongside. Cut inward with a small 
handsaw or a bread knife with a serrat¬ 
ed edge, takiiig out a chunk of root and 
plant like a piece of pie, and plant this in 
manure-enriched soil. 

. Better wear stout gloves when han¬ 
dling this plant, for the saw-tooth edges 
of the tough leaves can tear your hands 
to ribbons. 

FATHER HUGfTS ROSE 
(F.HcN., Nanaimo) 

Rosa hugoois Is a lovely thing, mak¬ 
ing a big bush about six feet tall and the 
same width, with graceful, drooping 
branches and fernlike foliage. It bears a 
profusion of single or “wild” roses in a 
dear, bright yellow shade. 

The shrub comes from China and 
was collected in 1882 by Father Hugo, a 
Jesnit misaionary and learned botanist, 
hence the name. It demands a well 
drained medium loam soil, not to rich, 
and performs best if it Isjiot pruned at 
all except for the removal of dead or 
diseased wood. 

While it will grow In partial or light 
shade, it will bloom much more profuse¬ 
ly in full sun.

Is "Keep 
reading enough of it.” 

Taste develops only through use. If 
you drink little wine, or bad wine, you 
will not recognize or enjoy good wine. 
After Prohibition, many Americans pre¬ 
ferred the lotgut they had been forced 
for years to drink. 

A little common sense can also guide 
our taste and judgment. An example I 
have given before is that famous bad 
poem — perhaps the most famous of bad 
poenis — Joyce Kilmer's "Trees.” A* 
few careful readings will persuade you 
that this is a weak, foolish and senti¬ 
mental work. 

It begins, as you remember, "I think 
that I shall never see / A poem lovely as 
a tree." This is as absurd as saying. ”1 
think that I shall never see / A novel 
wavy as the sea.'' Literature and nature 


yen who are screwing up the 
justice system in this country 
— it’s the good lawyers. The 
competent trial lawyers 
know how to postpone a case 
and string it oat twice as long 
as necessary. They know how 
to file every concejvable mo¬ 
tion, and eventually make 
every known or unkno«(p ap¬ 
peal. A competent first-class 
lawyer can tie a case up in 
knots, not only for the jury 
but for the ju^ as well. If 
you have two competent law- 
yen OB opposite sides, a trial 
tbt should take three days 
could easily last six moaths, 
sad tbere isn’t a thing anyone 
can de about it. 

I know many competent 
lawyerb and, while all of 
them hope justice will pre¬ 
vail, their idM of justice is to 
win the case no matter how 
much it costs the client or the 
state. It Is ttiey who are Jam¬ 
ming up the courts and mak¬ 
ing it difficult to hold a fair 
and speedy trial. 

On the other hand, in im- 
competent lawyer is a friend 
of (he court. In many cases he 


will present his case so badly 
that it Is no problem for the 
judge to throw it out on the 
fint day. 

A trial lawyer who doesn’t ■ 
know what he’s doing has no 
idea how to stall. He knows 
none of the fine points of the 
law that would force a judge 
to recess for 48 hours to study 
them. He is incapable of 
questioning a witness for any 
length of time and, because 
he does not know how to 
cross-examine a witness, he 
usually says, ”I have no 
questions, your honor,” thus 
speeding up the wheels of 
justice. 

A bad lawyer is actually a 
booa to society. His fees are 
usually lower because he 
doesn’t know how to sustain a 
trial to keep the clock run¬ 
ning. A judge haa no com¬ 
punction to shut him off when 
he presents irrelevant evi¬ 
dence. A good lawyer can 
usually prove irrelevant evi¬ 
dence is relevant, and in 
doing so make a fool out of 
the judge. 

Judges love incompetent 


lawyers because they have no 
fear of being overruled by a _ 
higher court since the case ‘ 
probably won’t be appealed. 

But when a competent law¬ 
yer is litigating, the judge is 
doubly careful on every rul¬ 
ing he makes so he won’t look 
like a dummy when the good 
lawyer goes over his head to 
appeal. 

So, while Mr. Burger’s 
heart is in the right place, he 
is making a big mistake by 
advocating that incompetent 
trial lawyers be kept out of 
the courts. 

It is the able lawyers who 
should not be permttted in the 
courtroom since they are the 
ones who are doing all the 
damage. 

It was William Shake¬ 
speare who wrote in "Henry 
VI”: ’’The first thing we do. 
let’s kill all the lawyers.” In 
the interest of spewing up 
justice I think this should be 
amended to apply only to 
competent trial lawyers. I 
believe the bad ones should 
be allowed to live and multi¬ 
ply. 




have different kinds of loveliness, and it 
is fruitless to compare them. 

Kilmer goes on to speak of the tree's 
"hungry mouth.” But every thing in 
nature has a hungry mouth, including 
anteaters; and all get their sustenance 
from the earth’s "sweet flowing 
breast.” Exedpt, of course, those mil¬ 
lions of creatures that die yearly from 
famine, neglect, or predation. 

Next he tells us that the tree looks it 
God til diy, and lifts her leafy arms (o 
pray. This Is a pagan, pantheistic con¬ 
cept that not even the pagans were silly 
. enough to put into poetry. 

the tree is no more looking at God or 
praying than the mantis is being rever¬ 
ent simply because it holds its anterior 
legs like hands folded In prayer. The 
mantle is preparing to seize insect prey, 
and will turn cannibal and devour its 
smaller mate if it gets hungry enough. 

Let’s skip two similarly pointless 
stanzas and consider the much-quoted 


final two lines: "Poems are made by 
fools like me / But only God can make a 
tree.” 

It scarcely takes much thought to 
arrive at the obvious conclusion that the 
same God who makes the trees also 
makes the fools who make the poems. 
To praise God’s creation of a tree at the 
expense of the creation of mankind (the 
only creature capable of revering God) 
is bad theology, miserable logic, and 
vapid verse. 

Although poetry uses a special Ian- 
guage. It is subject to the same general 
laws of rhetoric as other forms of litera¬ 
ture. Metaphors, similes, and images 
must fit their objects, and not fly off in 
.all directions. 

The meaning in a good poem may at 
first seem "obscure” — but, once found, 
it makes a genuine impact on the read¬ 
er. Unlike the deceptive simplicity of a 
William Blake or a Robert Frost, 
“Trees” is simple because it is empty.

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'Guard threw Rhodesia minister ducks 
pail of water 
on prisoner’ 


NEW WESTMINSTER-TCP) — Pri-xoners at the B.C. 
Penitentiary testified this week that prison guaill Ronald 
Brown threw a pall of water on a prisoner In the super-max¬ 
imum security unit last October. 

Brown Is charged with two counts of common assault 
and one of a^pault causing bodily harm as a result of two 
incidents involving prisoner Ronald Miller. 

Dwight Lowe, whose cell was next to Miller's, said 
Brown was filling a pail with water the prisoners are given 
rach night so they can make coffee when Miller asked the 
guard to let the water run awhile to ensure that it would 
be hot. 

"Sometimes a guard will get vindictive and not let It 
gel hot," said prisoner Clair Wilson. 

I4)we said Brown "filled the pall and walked over to¬ 
ward Miller." 

"He made a motion like he was going to pour him some 
water and then he threw It in his face." 

Lowe. Wilson and Andy Bruce, who was recently In- 
\nlved in a week-long hostage-taking at the institution, 
all testified that Miller later asked for dry clothes and 
bedding, but was ignored. They said he apparently slashed 
his wrists later that night and was taken to another part of 
the prison. 

Miller testified that he was taken the next day to the 
exercise area where he was handcuffed, then punched 
and kicked by Brown. . 

Other prisoners testified that they heard Miller call 
nut that he was being beaten. 

Miller said that Brown had a reputation within the feder¬ 
al penitentiary for being sadistic towards prisoners. 

Under cross-examination. Miller said he laid a similar 
(harge against another guard that was termed a complete 
fabrication by proviheial court Judge J. K. Shaw. 

Steven Hall, a prisoner at the penitentiary facing a 
charge of attempted murder arising from last month's 
hostage-taking at the prison, said earlier in the week that 
more violent incidents at the institution were inevitable. 

In his provincial court appearance. Hall described himself 
as a victim of bad faith on the part of Crown counsel Sean 
Madigan. 

Blaming Madigan for the (act that he had not yet been 
transferred to Millhaven prison in Untario. a condition 
of his surrender. Hall told that he wondered if Madigan was 
"willing to accept full responsibility for any violence that 
m-curs in future hostage-takings as a result of his lying to 
me." « 

"I am certainly going to keep this In mind." Hall 
added, "should I ever find myself in a similar situation 
and I'm certainly going to let other people know just how 
good your word is, Madigan." 

Hall, who is serving 15 years for the attempted mur¬ 
der of a policeman, was also charged with forcible con- 
linement and extortion after the hostage-taking Incident. 

Crown counsel Robert Wright said Attorney-General 
Garde Gardom had decided to procc^ against Hall and four 
other accused in the Incident by direct indictment.

Bus riders in Victoria and Vancouver will be with¬ 
out transit service for a day this week. 

B.C. Hydro transit service in Greater Vancouver 
will be shut down for 24 hours Tuesday and in Victoria 
on Wecjne.sday as union members lake part in study 
sessions. 

The bus service shutdown, announced at a Van¬ 
couver news conference Saturday, followed the rejec¬ 
tion of provincial mediator Ken Albertlni’s recom¬ 
mendations to settle a contract dispute between 
Hydro and the Amalgamated Transit Union. 

Union business agent Al Ashton said rejection by 
the 3.500 union members cleared the way for strike 
action. 

Michael Flemming, president of ihe ATU Victoria 
Local 109. said about 300 bus drivers, mechanics and 
tradesmen would attend a study session at the Union 
Centre on Quadra Sireel instead of reporting for 
wi)rk. 

J.N. Olsen, Hydro general manager, said he was 

disappointed with the union's 
decision to di.srupt transit 
service, 

*‘We are particularly con¬ 
cerned about the serious in¬ 
convenience that may be im¬ 
posed on the public." he said. 

Olsen said he found it diffi¬ 
cult to understand why the 
union would reject an offer 
which he said would rai^e 
Ihe basic annual income of 
bus drivers to nearly $|H..>00 
immediately and to more 
than $19.2U0 next year.

Pierre outstrips Joe 
in personality race 


OTTAWA (CP) — A national opinion 
pull eomissioned by the CBC indicates 
that the next federal election could pro- 
duce a minority government. 

Bui it makes clear that Prime Minis¬ 
ter Trudeau’s personal popularity 
among voters far outstrips that of Oppo¬ 
sition Leader Joe Clark and other polii- 
cal leaders. 

The poll, conducted by Journalism 
and Social Science students at Carteton 
University btdwecn feb. 5-19. show^s the 
Liberals with 43 per cent of voters' 
support, the same as the party held at 
the July 8. 1974 election. 

Conservatives have crept up to 39 per 
cent, compared with 35 per cent in 1971. > 
The New Democratic Party is down to 
11 per cent fron 16 per cent, while others 
account for four per cent, down from six 
per cent in 1971.

C.arleUm University 
professor and journalist, discussing the 
poll results as they were announced 
during CBC television ct)verage of a 
three-day Liberal policy convenlon, 
said Ihe sample showed the Conserva 
tiVe parly had picked up strength in 
Ontario, key pnnime in the next feder¬ 
al election. 

Liberals have gained slighty In Que 
bee where they are iradilionally strong 
Conservatives have increased their lead 
in B.C.

Crouter said the fish may 
be ready for harvesting late 
this week or the week after. 

Meanwhile, union herring 
fishermen are still voting on 
a proposed pricing agree¬ 
ment for this season. 


Negotiators for Ihe United 
Fishermen and Allied Work 
ers union have n^com mended 
acceptance of the fish com 
panics’ minimum offer of 
$220 a ton for seiners and $t30 
a Ion for gillnetters. 

Last year, gillnetters re 
ceived $285 a ton and seiners 
$143.50 a tun. 

This year's controlled 
catch quota has been set at 
82,500 tons. 

The 1977 season set a rec¬ 
ord for catches. A total of 
80,000 tons was landed with a 
landed value of $23.3 million 
and a wholesale value of $90 
million.

‘Big bang’ idea 

gaining ground 
as astronomers ponder universe’s origin

A fundamenul difference of opinion over 
the theory of the origin of the universe has 
divided the profession of astronomy into two 
camps for years. 

Some astronomers swear by the “Big 
Bang" theory. 

Others are equaily convinced of the right 
ness of their beiief that the universe always 
has been more or less like it is now. 

The division of opinion has occasionall.v 
been known to drive some astronomers to 
personal rancor, something rare in a profess- 
ion whose tools are all on the scholarly 
side. 

According to Dr. David Hartwick. an 
award-winning astronomer who lectures in 
the University of Vietoria physics depart 
ment, the proponents of the “Big Bang" 
theory have been gaining a lot of ground in 
the last few yean, owing to new develop¬ 
ments in astronomical kitwiedge. 

For example, the ambient temperature In 
the vast vacuum-like spaces between the 
heavenly bodies is a full three degrees above 
absolute zero (-27J degrees Celsius). 

According to computer calculations of the¬ 
oretical m^ls of the universe, that tem¬ 
perature coincides almost exactly with what 
would be the leftover radiation of the “big 
bung” that look place an estimated IS billion 
years ago. 

The theory is that all matter in the universe

was at one time condensed into one infinitely 
small point, called a “singularity.” which for 
some reason blew up In an immense explo¬ 
sion whose effects are still ohservable in 
several ways. 

In fact, the “explosion” is continuing as 
galaxies rush away from each other 
According to current calculations about 
the speed and average density of the uni 
verse, the dissipation is continuing at such a 
rate that gravity will be unable to over¬ 
come the Initial momentum generated in the 
primal Mast, Hartwick said. 

The most distant observable objects are 
those travelling fastest through space. Their 
speed can be measured by analysis of their 
“red shift”—their ratio of lower-frequency 
waves compared with emanations of galax¬ 
ies closer to earth which are not travelling so 
speedily away from us. 

Hartwick last December was awarded the 
most prestigious academic honor that Cana¬ 
da can give to scientists and engineers for his 
research into older stars—those thought to be 
10 billion years of age or more. ^ 

That award, by the National Research 


Council of Canada, is the Steacie Fellowship, 
which will free him for a full year of his 
university duties, allowing him to concen¬ 
trate on his research—research that is help¬ 
ing shed light on the basic question of the 
origin of the universe. 

According to a National Research Council 
news release announcing the award. Har- 
twick’s research Into stellar and galactic 
evolution “has made a decisive impact over 
the last 10 years.” 

The associate professor Is an extremely 
modest man. and is reluctant to discuss what 
has led his peers to give him this accolade, 
but he's happy to talk about his work, 
which one suspects is also his hobby. 

The 36-year-old astronomer is one of a 
small number of astronomers in Canada who 
are studying old stars in our own galaxy, the 
Milky Way, and galaxies neighboring our 
own. 

The ages of these old stars are of the order 
of 10 billion years or more and can be 
determined by examining their composition, 
according to Hartwick. The older the star, 
the smaller will be the abundance of heavy 
elements like Iron. 

Determination of various facts about such 
older stars can give us an idea of what the 
universe was like in its Infancy. Hartwick 
said. 

Younger stars, such as our own sun. which 


is estimated to be five billion years old. 
incorporate heavier elements picked up from 
the debris of some of the original stars 
which had sufficient mass to self-destruct as 
novas or supernovas. 

“One of the problems in astronomy is to 
ascertain at what mass stars become white 
dwarfs and at what mass they end their life 
explosively. In doing so, it is possible the 
exploding stars leave behind a black hole, 
which theoretically concentrates matter to 
such densities that not even light waves can 
escape 

"The question of black holes is still quite a 
controversial matter among astronomers, 
although we believe we can observe the 
effects of one in a binary star system 
called Cygnus XI, a powerful x-ray source. It 
is thought the x-rays are emitted as the black 
bole draws matter from its companion star.” 

Although most astronomers believe noth¬ 
ing can escape from a black hole, some 
theorize that a form of high-energy radia¬ 
tion should be emitted under the laws of 
quantum mechanics, and detectors have 
been set up In several places on earth, 
without results so far. 

The galaxies he is concentrating on, in 
addition to the Milky Way, are the Magellan 
rc Clouds and the Andromeda galaxy, usually 
observable from Victoria in the fall. 

To observe the Magellanic Clouds. Har 


twick must travel to Chile to use the powerful 
telescope Installed three years ago at Cerro 
Tololo Inter-American Observatory at La 
Serena. He also observes with telescopes at 
Mount Palomar In California and Kitt Peak 
in Arizona. 

Today’s astronomer spends very little time 
peering into telescopes, Hartwick said. 
“What we do is make a proposal to observe a 
particular object, stating what we hope 
to achieve. If granted viewing time, we go 
down and make photographic and other 
records through the telescopes, then come 
home and study the records with the aid 
of computers and other equipment.” 

Current efforts are concentrated on exa¬ 
mining the brightness and velocity of galax¬ 
ies at varying distances from our own in an 
attempt to develop a "picture” of what the 
universe was like in the far distant past. If 
that could be achieved, astronomers would 
be able to make “evolutionary corrections” 
and perhaps determine once and for all 
whetter the expanding universe will even¬ 
tually collapse in on Itself and start the 
process all over again. 

No one has yet theorized what form the 
“singularity” which presumably started it 
all look. 

“Thai's a question better left to philoso 
phers.” said Hartwick. “In general, science 
deals only with what can be observed '

Citizens study 
traffic patterns 


COURTENAY — A group of local 
citizens, including Aid. Alice Bullen of 
Comox, has formed the Comox Valley 
Citizens Traffic Advisory Committee 
and has so informed Alex Fraser, the 
provincial highways minister. 

According to a ikter sent to the min¬ 
ister, the gnwp is formed to study 
Courtenay’s present traffic problems 
and make recommendations to the 
proper authority to correct them. 

None of the committee members ap¬ 
pears to have had any expertise in the 
field of traffic management, although 
they represent a wide variety of disci¬ 
plines. 

While the committee agrees that a 
bridge or by-pass is necessary to allevi¬ 
ate the traffic problem, it says “tem¬ 
porary measures should be taken to 
improve our present traffic.’’ 

The committee told the minister it 
strongly believed a bridge at I7th street 
as proposed by the government, would 
be a serious mistake because of eco¬ 
nomic and esthetic reasons and proba¬ 
ble negative environmental impact. 


Represented on the committee are 
Kiwanis, Allied Fishermen. Fish and 
Wildlife Branch, former Comox mayor 
Dick Merrick, Fields Sawmill, Commu 
nity Planning Action Committee, law¬ 
yer and former Comox alderman Chris 
Morris, doctor and former Comox al¬ 
derman Dennis Coleman and several 
local residents and businessmen. 

A 15-question paper has been pre¬ 
pared by the group which seeks the 
opinion of what is termed as “a profes¬ 
sional driver.” 

Among the questions asked is “do you 
favor no parking on the south side of Sth 
street from England to Cliffe?” The 
area in question is the centre of the 
downtown core. The question concludes 
with the question: “As a permanent 
solution, do you favor an Island High¬ 
way bypass on the Cumberland side of 
Courtenay as opposed to the 17th street 
bypass?” 

Later, two men said they were acting 
on the committee as private citizens, 
not as representatives of fish and wild¬ 
life or Kiwanis.

Court woes continue

cial court for tbe day, stating that the 
room normally used for provincial 
court was often used by county or citi¬ 
zenship court. He complained the cour- 
toom then assigned provincial court 
was too small and cramped. 


Rolph Krayenhoff. deputy court reg¬ 
istrar. said he has been authorized to 
rent or lease facilities until more space 
can be provided in the courthouse. 

The development is not entirely new 
as complaints about cramped court 
conditions have cropped up in the past 
both in Comox Valley and the Campbell 
River area as well. 

Even councils from those communi¬ 
ties have been forced to act, but so far 
haven't been able to budge the provin¬ 
cial bureaucracy. 


B.C. Hydro is planning 
to bring new power lines 
from the mainland to Van¬ 
couver Island, possibly 
via Lasqueti Island. The 
company is looking at the 
French Creek area as a 
possible site to bring the 
undersea cables on land. 

Paul Smith, chairman 
of the Nanaimo Region 
Board, told the Qualicum 
Beach council tbe lines 
would be put on towers 
and taken through French 
Creek to Dashwood, which 
is just up-Island from 
Qualicum. 

Smith said the 1,000- 
foot-wide swath would go 
right through a municipal 
area. He said Hydro ne^- 
ed a gently-sloping under¬ 
water area to make it ea¬ 
sier to bring the underwa¬ 
ter cables up onto the 
beach. 

He said the area around 
French Creek boat basin 

y 


was beinghonsideredtor a 
site. This is the middle of a 
recreational area centred 
on the boat basin. 

Smith said trees and 
buildings would have to be 
cleared from the swath. 

When asked why the 
cable could not be taken 
underwater directly to the 
Dashwood switching sta¬ 
tion, Smith said this would 
entail laying more than 10 
miles of underwater 
cable. This would mean 
splicing and no one has 
had experience splicing 
underwater cables carry¬ 
ing half a million volts. 

Smith said each time 
the regional board asks 
Hydro officials for the 
plans, they say they have 
not got anything definite. 
Me said he did not know 
when the cables would be 
installed, but it may be in 
two to five vears 


Teeling that change must come unanimous in Quebec^ 


A new constitution for Can 
ada will have to recognize 
regional differences, not only 
in Quebec, but in B.C. as 
well, a noted French-Canadi 
an legal expert said Friday. 

Pr^essor Andre Tremblay 
of the University of Mon 
trcal. in Victoria to deliver, 
the second annual Victoria 
Bar Association lecture, said 
.some of Quebec's problems 
are unique, others shared 
w ith other provinces. 

“B.C. pays a high price to 
be in confederation,” Tremb- 
iay said. “You are Wt by the 
trade and customs policies of 
Ottawa, for instance. You 
also feel alienated—Ottawa is 
too far, and tbe decisions 
made by Ottawa, Ontario and 
Quebec are forced upon you.” 

Quebec's unique problem 
is the gulf between French 
and English Canadians, and 
little has been done since the 
Royal Commission on Bilin¬ 


gualism and Biculturalism to ' 
find a solution, Tremblay 
said. 

"There is much bitterness 
in Quebec about English Can¬ 
ada—it feels it has been 
pushed all the time back to 
Quebec, as in 1899 by Manito 
ba. and in 1913 by Ontario." 
when minority language 
rights were abridged. 

Even on the territory which 
they call their own. French 
Canadians feel threatened, 
mainly by Ottawa, viewed as 
representing the interests of 
the English majority. 

“Quebecers have felt that 
they have no altemative but 
separation to protect them¬ 
selves. This feeling of insecu¬ 
rity is at the root of their 
alienation.” 

Tremblay, constitutional 
adviser to Qaade Ryan, can¬ 
didate for tbe Liberal party 
leadership in Quebec, 
stressed the importance for 


the Opposition in Quebec to 
prepare for the dialogue 
which will take place after 
the referendum in Quebec. 

The referendum question 
will probably be along the 
lines of “Do you authorize 
the government of Quebec to 
negotiate sovereignty asso¬ 
ciation." and most people 
would be willing to say “yes " 
to that, he predicted. 

More important than the 
referendum would be the 
next provincial election, 
about two years from now. 
which he predicts tbe PQ will 
lose. 

To win the election, and to 
maintain power after win¬ 
ning tbe election, however, 
the Liberals will need a clear 
and firm stance on constitu¬ 
tional chan^. 

The feeling that change 
must occur is unanimous in 
Quebec, regardless of party 
affiliation. Tremblay said. 


Kyan is committed to a 
"third option” for change, 
somewhere between the sta¬ 
tus quo and complete inde¬ 
pendence. 

Among the principles of 
Ryan's third option is recog¬ 
nition of the concept of the 
"two founding peoples.” 

Major institutions, such as 
the courts, will have to rec¬ 
ognize the existence of the 
two linguistic communities, 
and offer linguistic equality ^ 
/ wfore the law. 

, Restraints will have to be 
put on federal spending and 
on federal intervention in 
provincial affairs. In some 
areas, such as immigration, 
education, culture and com¬ 
munications, Quebec must 
have control if ft is to contin¬ 
ue as a society, Tremblay 
said. 

He suggested that a new 
constitution should contain 
provision for much greater 


provincial participation at 
the federal level in these and 
other areas. Provinces could 
have a choice in whether 
they would exercise jurisdic¬ 
tion themselves, or whether 
they would delegate it to Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Quebec is concerned about 
' the French-language ability 
of immigrants, for instance, 
but B.C. may decide that it 
has no interest In Immigra 
lion matters, and delegate 
that function to the federal 
government, Tremblay said. 

The important thing for the 
opposition in Quebec will be 
to develop constitutional al¬ 
ternatives that are negotia¬ 
ble with the rest of Canada, 
and yet substantial enough 
for Quebec, Tremblay said. 

“If your claims are not 
within the bounds of reason, 
it will not be possible to get 
anything. The second danger 
is to be too timid"

Either approach would 
serve the interests of the PQ, 
Tremblay said. It the post- 
PQ government were to de¬ 
mand too much and fall, the 
PQ would blame it on the 
failure of confederation, and 
if it were to demand too little, 
the PQ would claim that it 
does not legitimately repre¬ 
sent tbe interests of Quebec 

The result would probably 
a return to power by the PQ. 
and the beginning of a 
lengthy period of power for 
the PQ similar to that which 
Maurice Duplessis enjoyed 
when he regained control of 
the Quebec government in 
1944. 

“1 am soberly optimistic,” 
Tremblay said. “It will be a 
complex task to find a com¬ 
promise between the mini¬ 
mal requirements of Quebec 
and the acceptable maxi¬ 
mum to English Canada"

You can get Murchie's Teut the 
Herb and Spice Shop, 841 BankWreet. 
They have quite a selection of dif¬ 
ferent blends available. It is a health 
food store featuring a large variety of 
.natural grains, flours, macaronis, 
noodles, vegetables, etc., in bulk and 
in amongst all this, an entire section 
of their shop is devoted to the famous 
Murchie's "reas." 

Well, I'll have to tell my wife 
about this discovery. You know, she 
often has me bring tea back from 
Murchie's when I fly home to Vic¬ 
toria on weekends when Parliament 
is in session. Whereabout s on Bank 
Street is this shop?" 

ft's on the east side, between 
Fourth and Fifth Streets, in the 
Glebe, just north of Lansdowne Park. 
You can't nriiss it because they have a 
large sign announcing to everybody 
that passes by WE HAVE 
MURCHIE S TEA, displayed in their 
front window.” 

THE ABOVE was part of a conver¬ 
sation I had recently with Mr. McKin¬ 
non in his sixth floor office in the 
Centre Block of the Parliament 
Buildings. He had invited me to come 
up for a visit following Question 
Period which lakes place in the House 


from 2 p.m. to 3 p.m. As his secretary 
brought in the tea it reminded me 
that, while shoppingjust the previous 
weekend, 1 had discovered this source 
of famous west coast tea. They don't 
import coffee, however, which is loo 
bad, for my wife and I, as we always 
have Murchie's coffee at home. 

Home for us is on Hollywood Cres¬ 
cent in Victoria. For one school year 
though, we are on voluntary exile in 
the east. My wife, Margaret, our two 
children, Maren aged fonr, and 
Merisa aged one. and I left home 
Aug. S, 1977. We are participating in a 
teacher inter-provincial exchange 
with a family from Ottawa. , 

Ken and Judy Stunnell and daughter 
Meridith. aged three, are living in our 
home and we in their s. Ken is taking 
my place teaching social studies and 
physical education at Oak Bay high 
school and i am taking bis classes in 
history and physical education at 
Glouc^er high school. At the condu- 
.sion of the school year in June, we 
wilt return to our respective homes 
and teaching positions. 

OUR EXCHANGE is one of eight 
currently taking place between On¬ 
tario and British Columbia. All 


teachers are paid their regular salary 
by their home school board. All main¬ 
tain their own payments on their own 
homes. 

My exchange school, Uloucesler. is 
part of the Carletpn Board of Educa¬ 
tion here in Ottawa. This year, there 
are three other teachers from B.C. or, 
exchange in the Carlelon Board. Ed 
Friesen, his wife, Grace; and 
children. Dale, nine, and Bonnie, six, 
are from School District 61. Ed 
teaches at S. J. Willis in Vichnia and 
here teaches at Merivaleliigh school. 
Gordon and Norma LucOock with. 

'Dylan, three*, and Dana, six months, 
irom North Vancouver^ From 
Monterey School in Victoria is Lor¬ 
raine Pouliot and she is teachiilg at 
Barrhaven Public School. 

The most often asketf question since 
we've become involved in this ex¬ 
change is: "Why did you choose Ot¬ 
tawa?" 

The quick answer I give is: ‘ We 
wanted to live in Canada's second 
most beautiful city for a year.” 

THE MOST BEACnFUL city in 
Canada, of course, in our opinion, is 
Victoria. 

Both Margaret and I came to this 
conclusion during the summer of 1976. 
We travelled the highways and 
byways of Canada from Pacific to 
Atlantic and back in our 1965 
Econoline camper-van. We visited all 
Canadian capital cities plus almost all 




of the other major cities in the 
country on that trip. 

Each city has it's own attractioiw. 
They're all not bad really, but to us 
Victoria is number one and Ottawa 
number two. The readers of the 
Islander are only toq familiar with 
the many virtues of'Victoria. As for 
the viitues of Ottawa,'as we know 
them, ru Jeave for now. When I next 
write I'll describe Ottawa from our 
point of view as temporary, voliinlary 
exiles in the east. 

As for Murchie's Tea, if.we can't 
get their coffee down here, we might' 
have to become tea drinkers for the 
year. Now that would be a small price 
to pay. for leaving beautiful'Victoria 
behind for a year, would it not? 

SPEAKING OF PRICES to pay, as 
I sit here at the kitchen table early in 
the morning in the first week in. 
December, looking out the window I 
see two giant snow plow trucks eharg- 
uig south on McCarthy Road right in 
front of our place. Overnight the (It 
tawa area has had a blizzard. 

It's not enough to close schools, but 
lots of kids are going to get a holiday- 
today because the rural roads arc 
blocked and the school buses can't gel 
through. Teachers, who live in the 
city, and the city kids will have clas¬ 
ses, as usual.

Fishing the Clearwater 


Bruce Hutchison, in his book The Fraser, writes 
of the fishing in the Clearwater and the Mahood 
which flows into that river from Canim Lake. In view 
of this my companion Duncan Campbell and I plan¬ 
ned a trip into the Clearwater and, with this in view, 
we contacted a guide — McDiarmid —sat Clearwater.

We planned to stay the night at Me- 
Diarmid's Motel and then pack in 
the next day to the junction of the 
Mahood and Clearwater, where the 
guide would provide a cabin. This 
cabin, in fact, belonged to the late H. 
H. MacMillan, but our guide had per¬ 
mission to use it when not ih use by 
the o^ner or his friends. 

WE ARRIVED at the motel at 
about 6 p.m. 

We had arranged to make an early 
start and so after breakfast in the 
motel we prepared our luggage and 
helped McDiarmid to load the pack 
horses. Dupe had never been on a' 
horse in his life and was a little per¬ 
turbed about the c*omiog ordeal. It is a 
curious fact that animals can sense 
fear in a human, as it is said we exude 
an odor. 

However once the pack horses were 
loaded we mounted and Dune's horse 
took off with Dune hanging on to its 
neck. However McDiarmid and I 
raced after the pair and managed to 
stop the ' race, ' and it was agreed 
that we would change horses and all 
went well. 

I had had a grealdeal of experience 
with horses in my years abroad and I 
had no proMem with the horse. 

The trek in was some 15 to 18 miles 
and part of the trip was over a trail 
which was quite steep in places. 
However we arrived safely and set

about unloading and setting up our 
camp. We found that the cabin, 
although constructed of logs and • 
lumber, bad no doors or windows and 
just wooden 'cots. As we had not 
briHight air mdUre8ses,'Dunc and 1' 
cut some fir branches and laid our 
sleeping bags' on these. Our host cut 
some firewood and then left us with 
the arrangement that he would return 
in 12 days. 

THE CLEARWATER is not a large 
river but. as it is a canyon river, there 
are many and large pools which are 
ideal as holding.pools. .The water iq# 
crystal clear and there are many 
rapids. Right in front of our cabin 
there was a large holding p^ where 
the Mahood flows into the 
Clearwater. 

We also found^that there was a 
reasonable trail along the river which 
made access and fishing easier than 
we had expected. . \ 

After organizing our cabin, Dune 
and 1 sallied forth upstream and as we 
did not know the rivei^ we decided to 
fish Wet witiha yellow bodied fly No. 
10 . 

In the pool in front of the cabin we 
landed and returned several fish in¬ 
cluding one 3'k pounds. We found the 
average fish was about 16 inches and 
as the water was cold and swift the 
fish fought gaiiantiy, especially as we 
were using only three-pound test 
leaders. 

Our guide had told us that the best 


fishing would be during spells of good 
weather and "Sunshine and this only 
confirmed what I had always believed 
and found to be true. The second day 
we were there there was consideraMe 
cloud and we did not do so well. The 
weather then cleared and the fishing 
imfM’oved. , ^ 

DCNC AND I would fish U^ether 
with gape of about 100 yards between 
us and we would permit the other to 
pass through and nsh 100 yards ahead 
We found that this gave us the safety 
of being together and yet not fishing 
the same water. 

As Dune was not'paitlcularly fond 
of fish and 1 did not cat fish, all our 
fish, except the odd pan-size fcN' 
Dune’s breakfast. Were returned to 
the water. We caught a large number 

fish and, as there was a fly hatch. I 
changed over to dry with equal 
results. I. 

I found that the brown and grey 
biviaibles and the yellow Wirifes No. 
10 were most successful. In the even¬ 
ings we would change over to a Rt^al 
or r^ular Coachman, fished dry or 
wet with equal results. We caught and 
released a large number ot fish, but 
the 3*/a-pound'fish we caught in the 
pool in front of the cabin turned out to 
be the largest we took. But there was 
a great abundance of fish all rain¬ 
bows and I might add fighting rain¬ 
bows. 

.Mthough we knew there were 
bears, wolves and coyotes in the area 
we never saw any animal bigger than 
a squirrel. But. as the cabin had no 
doors or windows we both expected to 
wake up and find a bear in bed with 
us!!! 

We had a friendly little mouse in 
our cabin and he would join us for our 
meals and eat out of our hands. 


The Clearwater is not an easy i iv<m 
to fish as one has to scramble down Ui 
the pools and theire arc some 
probl^s with back-casts. It is also a 
fast river and so one bad to take great 
care in wading. These factors 
resulted in slow and cautious fishing 
but the reward was well worth the* 
caution as the fish were not only plen¬ 
tiful. buk very lively. We would set out 
at about 10.30 a.m. and fish until 
about 3 p.m. when we would return tn 
camp, luve a small lunch and a resi 
We would then set out again until 
about one hour after sun-down 

WE CAUGHT at least 25 fish a da> 
each, but 99 per cent were returned to 
the water and never came out of our 
nets. The fish ran from about 15 in¬ 
ches and weighed between one pound 
and 2Vk pounds. We found the best 
fishing hours were between 11 am. 
and three p.m. and five p.m.. and one 
hour after sundown. Curiously enough 
we did not catch any small fish. They 
must have been there, but we caught 
fish 15 inches and over. 

Dune fisbed mostly wet with a yel¬ 
low body fly like a yellow bucktail No 
10, but, as I prefer dry, 1 stuck to a 
variety No. 10 dry-flies. 

As we had promised to bring som<’ 
fish , for our friends in Victoria we 
started to coliect fish the last day and 
the morning of the day we were ex¬ 
pecting our guide. This was no' 
problem and we carried home Uic 
limit permitted under the regulations 
Our guide arrived about noon and wo 
cleaned up the' camp and prepared to 
load the pack horses. All went well 
uotil we were about half way back to 
the motei when, bdieve it or not. 
Dune’s horse was stui^ by a wasp and 
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In December of 
1974 Paiil Liitlich and 
Barbara McLauchlin 
conceived the idea of the

became very popular as 
a toy. It is an object box : 
within which are fixed 
longitudinally two'mir¬ 
rors with an eye piece at 
one end and containing 
fragments of colored ' 
glass and which, when 
shaken or slowly turned 
presents a series^ of 
geometric patterns., i 

IN KALEIDOSCOPE THEATRE 
the director, in a sense, shakes up his 
actors and what evolves is the magic 
of the Children’s Theatre. 

Barbara McLauchlin was bom in 
St. John's, Newfoundland but spent 
most of her beginning years in Brant¬ 
ford. Ont.. where she worked as Jour¬ 
nalist and Clitic for the Brantford Ex¬ 
positor. 

Paul Uittich is also from Brantford 
and It was there that they met 
Elizabeth ai>d Colin Gotrle and arhere 
Elizabeth founded Total Theatre 
Brantford. Paul and Barbara worked 
with her, Paul acting and Barbara as 
general factotum. 

When Colin was invited to direct for 
Bastion Theatre in Victoria they all 
quit their jobs and headed for the 
west. They bought a school bus and 
drove it out, Liz, Colin and Barbara 
doing the driving and Paul in charge 
of entertainment as well as looking 
after the Uorrie children, Qavtn and, 
Katya. Also travelling with them was 
a dog. MacDuff, aitd two cats. , i 
They arrived in Victoria ,in 
September of 1971 and all wound up 
working for Bastion Theatre. {- 
Barbara and Paul started 
Kaleidoscope Theatre with a ,l>LP. 
grant and in that first yegr tl)^ v 
rehearsed in Bebe Eversfield's 
studio. ^ 

Barbara then approached Bill 
Hartley, at that time minister of 
public works and she asked if they, 
might use any part of the SL Ann's 
Academy building. T^ used the 
space allotted to them to conduct 
workshops with under-privileged 
children and they performed for , 
children in institutions land. their 
material was written for children. . 

IN THAT FIRST YEAR they 
received a lot of positive response. 
They performed 'Tbe Maglo Stone. 
The Pirate Show, and a trilogy tor 
pre-schoolers, one of which was 
Where the Wild Things Are, by 
Maurice Sendak. plus a puppet play. i 
Slowly they began to Invite, schools 
to participate and they received a 
tremendous response.. >: ii 

The original company iochKjed IViil. i ^ 
Liitticb, Jim Netherton and Dan Coe- . 
tain. Paul and Barbara tjien invited • 
Elizabeth Gorrie, then in Wianip^Aa. V: 
write a play and direct it.for QitwL.’.'-) 
She came out with her adaptation of 
The Musicians of Bremen, and she 
brought some basic deslgna'ef masks 
for the four characters, the Dog, Cat. 
Donkey and Rooster, and these the 
cast made.

three years, but it still does not fund it 
realistically. ' • 

Each actor or actress of the ensem¬ 
ble is chosen for a variety of skills and 
each one Is capable under direction of 
using his body, voice and imagination 
in a variety of ways. Auditions are 
held and specific requests are made 
These are not ordinary auditions 
where an actor or actress comes on 
and says a piece. Rather, usually two 
members of tbe company, under Liz 
Gorrie, now the artistic director, give 
the person auditioning a series of 
situations and ask them to give their' 
interpretation of them, such as one 
situation on a crowded bus with an 
obstreperous child where the appli¬ 
cant, a friend of the mother, hK to 
cope with tbe situation — in fact, any 
life situation may be posed. 

Actors are chosen for their skills in 
movement, minne, rhythm, sound, 
voice, music and Improvisational 
acting techniques and must halve had 
experience in working with children 
and young people. Above all, stresses 
, Barbara, they must LIKE children. 
The company, today in its fourth 
season, is coniqxised of Paul Uittich.

performance and they could not tell 
how anyone was feeling, but at the 
conclusion everyone was on their feet 
shouting "Bravo!" ... and the first 
to stand was Natalia Sats, from Rus¬ 
sia, the grandmother of Theatre for 
Children, which she started 71 years 
ago. This was praise indeed. A 
representative from AssheJ, Israel, 
invited Liz Gorrie to go to Tel Aviv to 
direct. 

Also during the season they created 
a special show .with the Victoria 
Symphony to illustrate the working of 
a symphony orchestra and mood, tex¬ 
ture and color of classical music and 
Edgar Hemingway, personnel 
manager of the symphony. Wrote: 
“In a long career as a professional 
musician I have never seen a better 
presentation than this collaboration 
between the two organizations, 
Kaleidoacape and Symphony. To be 
able to illustrate the texture, struc¬ 
ture and emotional Impact of music 
_ and at the same time graphically 
~ show mutual involvement with other' 
areas of theatre, such as dance, 
mime, pageantry, comedy and 
drama, was little shOTt of Inspiced.'' 

WE RECENTLY had the Joy of see¬ 
ing two performances at Open Space, 
of Peer Oynt and Salt the Seas and 
Pepper Your Mints and it was an un- 
forgetUUe evening. When five young 
people, with ruily silken sheets of blue 
and green can create for an aduH 
audience the magic of the moving 
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sea, or the uight of a bird with paper 
wtngs atop a pole, or bold one spell¬ 
bound by the beauty of five young 
voices, this is. Indeed, magic. 

In these plays the child is asked to 
use his own imagination and creative 
li)stlncts. There are no sets or 
costnmes, except for the fantastic 
masks, and no glitter, aixl one does 
not even rniss them. Material is 
chosen which challenges the children 
and appeals to their emotions. For 
these reasons, teachers who 
themselves enjoy the productions 
feel, initially, that the young people 
do not understand. It is a natural ex- 
tensiorrof a tlay at the theatre for the 
children to.go back and draw and 
write about what they have seen and 
it is then obvious that they have un¬ 
derstood very well. 

The children may have a favorite in 
the cast and all the performers 
receive a great number of fan letters, 
no one' is leR out. Last year, while 
louring in Toronto a little bqy wrote 
to Ral^ telling him of all his family 
troubles and asking him to write. One 
child said after a performance:“Hey 
Paul, my teacher said Imt there for 
fO minutes. 1 didn’t think it was that 
long." 

Roseanne wrote: "Dear Ann. Bar¬ 
bara. Thank you for putting on a play 
for us. 1 enjo^ the ^ay very much. I 
thought the people were good actors 
and actresses. The play was well 
done. Roses ace red and violets are 
blue, sugar is sweet and the play was 
too. Your Fan.” 

Jackie wrote: "Dear Kaleidoscope 
Theatre, | liked your play very much, 
and I liM your masks and your 
costumea are very nice. We have 
gtvpies at school, and I have my very 
own guppies at home. I used to have a 
dog at home, but be died. Thank you 
very much. Yours Jackie.” 

The Kalefilaacope Theatre is doing 
an outstanding service to the young 
people of the province and it is to be 
hoped that they may continue to do so. 

IT WOULD BE a tragedy if, for 
lack of funds, they should have to fold 
and this is a distinct possibility in the 
future. 

In October the Canada Council 
made an operating grant, but was un¬ 
able to grant -the full amount re¬ 
quested, but R wrote: "The quality of 
the work your ensemble brings to 
developing well-chosen original 
material, and the commitment and 
stamina they show in performing die 
remits to so many school children in 
B.C., make your company one of the 
finest children's theatre companies in 
the country .. 

The company, remarks Barbara, is 
really Liz Gorrie and Paul Liittich in 
terms of artistic aims and 
philoaophies of the company. Bar¬ 
bara's role is to make aU this possible 
by writing briefs and fund raising and 
in this conneclioa, she says, all dona¬ 
tions to Kaleidoscope are tax deducti¬ 
ble • 

KALBIOOSCOFE has been invited 
by the City of Vancouver to host 
Canada's first fully Canadian Theatre 
for Young Peopie.as an intepal part 
of tbe now faraous Heritage Festival. 
This is a tremendous honor, says Bar¬ 
bara, for the Victoria company. 

Liz Gorrie says: "In all children 
there is a Joyous, curious responsive 
and Imi^inative vitality that mvst be 
nourished iM- stimulated in every 
child's growth and carried into 
adulthosd for. as adults, a sense of Joy 
- (the creative instinct) Is essential for 
strength and self-respect." and this, 
adds Barbara McLauchlin, “is the 
reason for doing children's theatre.”

For ihe past few years there 
had been an increasing number of 
sinkings and drownings of boats; 
and men .of the herring fleets 
some apparently due to 
overloading, and some due to 
taking undue risks at a time when 
the very worst weather conditions 
prevailed on the Island's rugged 
west coast. < 

.• > 

On this occasion the assistant coxswain of the 
Bamfidd Coast Guard Station. DavM Christney, on 
standby, ted gone to bed evly with a bad coM, hop¬ 
ing to shake it off with a good night's rest. '* 

About 11 p.m. the telephone at his bedside rang. 
It was the Cape Beale llghtkeeper's wife, Mrs. 
Thompson, saying that her assistant, Mike ^ater, 
had heard cries for help but could not locate their 
source. 

“TRY TO LOCATED TifEM/' Christney said. 
“They may be hikers on the trail.” After bandng 
up the telephone, he called other members of the 
standby crew and warned them they might have to 
turn out. 

A few moments,later the lightkeeper, Alec 
Thompson, called to advise him that a short while 
ago he had watched the lights of a small vessel 
rounding Cape Beale from the outside and had 
thought at the time that it was too close to the 
rocks. Then be had seen a spotlight flashing through 
the sky and thought it was the vessel flashing it 
around to get its bearings. 

Upon hearing that, Christney decided to go out 
and investigate. It was only a matter of minutes 
before all four members of the crew, Christney, 
Bob Amos. Martin Charles and his son Clifford, 
were scrambling aboard the all-steel lifeboat 
prosaically referi^ to as the CGIM. 

With .fit® of a switch the powerful twin 
diesel* engines exploded into a deep throated n^r, 
awakening nearby residents accustomed to inis 
sudden explosion of sound at all hours of the day 
and night. Casting off, the lifeboat headed for Cape 
Beale, five miles away, towing an inflatable rubber 
boat used for close-in rescue work. This had the ad¬ 
vantage of bouncing off the rocks instead of being 
smashed, as would a conventional wooden boat. 

AFTER ROUNDING Aguilar Point light at the 
entrance to Bamfield Inlet, Christney set a course 
to ^irt Seapool Rocks, then, when the Cape Beale 
light was picked up. headed toward that light and 
then veered to port into the red, or dangerous area. 

The Cape Beale light is marked on the chart of 
Barkley Sound as: FL WR 7 sec 170ft 19m, which 
mcaie that it is a flawing white/red tight every 
seven seconds at a height of 170 feet above sea level 
and is visible for a distance of 19 miles on a clear 
night. When the color of the light seen is white, the 
vessel viewing the light is in a safe area; when it is 
fed, the vessel is in a dangerous area. 

Large vessels entering or leaving Barkley 
Sound keep in the white area. Small vessels should 
do so, too. but — and this is the reason some wrecks 
occur they cut comers and take risks, a human 
tendency from pedestrian days carried over into 
both automobile and marine traffic. 

A strong wind had built up a heavy sea and fall¬ 
ing snow reduced the effectiveness of their 
searchlight^. 

' I SEEING A LIGHT close inshore, tliey headed 
in cautiously through the breakers and came upon 
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two meo in an inflatable raft, only partially in¬ 
flated. One man was lying on of what was sup¬ 
posed to be a canopy and the otto ^ting up. 
The heavy surf was washing cotwlotoiy .over them. 

Martin CharTesand his son. CSHord. scramblod 
into their rubber boat (which was propeHed by a 
powerful outboard engine) and quickly drew 
' alongside the raft. 

Tto ^ difficulty moving the man who was ly¬ 
ing down. Paralysed with cold and unable to help 
\ himself he seemed on the verge of death. 

|n addition he was tangled'up in yards of cords 
belonging to the raft — cords for heavingHInes, sea 
anchors, etc. These were all wrapped around his 
feet and as the coastguardsmen pulled cne way, the 
raft went another. Finally a knife was product and 
the man was cut free.. 

THE SURVIVORS, Stan Beale and Randy 
West, were transferred to the lifeboat and taken 
below for attention by Amos, while Martin and Clif¬ 
ford made the rubber bMC shipshape before 
proceeding out through the breakers and heading 
back to Bamfield. 

Presently Amos came up from below with the 
news that there had been four men on the wrecked 
fishing vessel Bruce I, and that the survivors had no 
idea where the other two men were. 

Christney, engaged in "circling the raft 
preparatory to picking it Up, abandoned the raft 
when he heard this news and proceeded to search 
fur the missing men. , 

The sea was littered with wreckage from the 
ill-fulcd fishing vessel, which had been reduced lo 
matchwood by the pounding of the waves. 

As they approached a gap in the rocks they 
spotted another light. Thinking it was probably at¬ 
tached to a raft or life-ring, they carefully picked 
their way through the jagged rocks and breakers to 
>nvc*stigatc — an extremely hazardous undertaking 
at the best of times, let alone in darkness. One false 
move and the lifeboat might have met the samq, 
fate as the filing vessel. When they reached the ' 
light, it proved to be one that had broken loose from 
a life-ring and was floating by Itself. 

. CONSTANT COMMUNICATION was main¬ 
tained with the lightkeeper of Cape Beale by means 
of CB radio. With the aid of flashlights, he and his 
assistant were searching ail around the rocky bluff 
as best they could in the darkness. 

Putting Martin and CliffMtl In the rubber boat 
to search the rocks and crevasseti Christney stood 
by in the lifeboat with both engines miming* but 
with the clutch disengaged, while below Amos was 
still trying to revive the man suffering from severe 
hypotltermia. 

When the mbber boat returned, Marfln said he 
was positive he'could hear somebody calling for 
help from the rot'ks. Christney then informed 
Search and Rescue Centre in Victoria, via Toflno 
Radio Station, that they were sure they could hear a 
person calling from the rocks, but that a landing 
was impos.slble in the heavy surf. 

it v^as at this Juncture that he was informed 
that a helicopter had been dispatched to the scene 
from the United States Coast Guard Station at Port 
Angeles to assist him and was expected to arrive 
about (K200 hours. 

It was then 0100 hours and Christney was con¬ 
cerned about the condition of the man with 
hypothermia. Me had to decide whether to take the 
man into the Red Cross Outpost Hospital in Bam- 
ficld for Immediate attention, or to standby for the 
sake of the man on the rocks. Really there was 
nothing he ccnild do for the latter, except to lend 
him moral support. 

HE DISCUSSED the .matter with the resLof the 
crew. They would have had time to make the trip 
into l^mfield and return before the helicopter ar¬ 
rived, but they finally decided against leaving the 
man alone on the rocks. As long as they were there 
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he would hang on, they thought, but if they left he 
might give up hope. 

Amps was not having much success with his ef¬ 
forts to revive West, the man suffering from 
hypothermia. He poured hot tea laced with sugar 
into him and rubbed Ms limbs vigorously. Tlie 
man's body was so cold that his own bands became 
cold and he had to Warm them repeatedly. 

Finally West was carried into the cramped 
engine room, where the temperature was around 
129 d^rees, and Uiere heaoon began to revive. 

The.lifeboat continued searching until the 
helicopter arrive. When It <pd, it corrimenced mak¬ 
ing passes with its bright searchlights. The crew of 
the helicopter was unfamiliar With the area, never 
havto there before. In the middle of a 

winter's ni^t. snowing, with a strong wind blow¬ 
ing, conditions were extremely hazardous. 

RADIO CONTACT was maintained between 
helicopter and lifeboat, the helicopter Requesting 
that the lifeboat maintain a position near the rock 
where tha man was thought to be, so that they could 
usd their lights, and those of the Cape Beale 
lighliiouse', as reference points. 

The helictoer crew consisted of Lieut. B.* 
Mills, Lieut. Sk B. Duffy and AT2 D. Steinbak. Within 
five minutes they had located the man and hauled 
him aboard, Tbe rescued man. E. Dobell, was a 
. lawyer from Mission. B.C., who had gone along for 
ihc ride on the Bruce 1 “to see the west coast." 

.They had hoped they might find two persons on 
the rock, but there was only one. so the lielicopler 
conlincd the search with the lifeboat standing by. 

. The helicopter could cover the area with its 
blight searchlight, making a pass around Cape 
Ifoalc and back in a matter of seconds — a minute 
at the most — whereas it would have taken the 
lifeboat about h^f an hour. 

The crews continued talking back and forth by 
ladio, the lifeboat providing local knowledge and 
ideas such as, “thore's a little inlet here, you might 
shine your light up there,” and so on. Also the 
names of the survivors were exchanged so that the 
survivors knew who was saved and who was miss¬ 
ing. 

AFTER A WHILE the helicopto' informed Uio 
lifeboat that it was running short of fuel and would 
have to M to Toflno, 30 miles across Barkley Sound, 
to refueT UeuL MiMs also planned to contact his base 
at Pori Angeles to ask whether he ^ould continue 
(he search or return to base. i 

Christney plotted a course for him and advised 
Tufino of his estimated time of arrival. 

Tofino, unequipped for night flying, said they 
would get firepots lit and try to get as many 
automobiles as possible to light up the runway. 

The lifeboat crew, sitting inside their pilot 
liouse. had been able to ,see the helicopter every 
lime it went past the Hothouse, then .they would 
lose sight of it for a seconds Just before it 
, turned around and came back again. 

It had jpst gone out of sight pn its final pass 
when the llghtkeeper's wife called them on the 
radio and exclaimed excitedly: “Ihe briicopter has 
crashed right In front of the light! ' 

CHRISTNEY WAS STUNNED. Oh hoy*” he 
exclaimed. 

There was no decision to make. They knew 
what they had to do — go in through the breakers 
and get the men off the helicopter before it, too. 
Was smashed to pieces. 

A nearby fishing vessel, the dragger Nereus, 
whose skipper G, Herbert, had been asked to siand 
• by. now asked by radio if he coukt be of any as- 
. toUncq,.“We jve golnx in through the breakers. ' 
“Please stand by until we got 

back out again.' 

Then, calling tbe lightkei^per on CB radio, 
Christney said; “We’re going in. Alec, and will ti 7

At tine point the Ufcboat veered a little to one 
sule its u breaker caught it broadside At that mo- 
inont Tiuimpsdn warned (liristney: “David!

Then. " as Chrislncy said afterwards,

rilK PRKVIOtS sea had knocked the 
lileboai s bow searchlight out of kilter, so t’hlford 
(. ha lies went out on deck to straighten it. As he was 
returning he looked up and saw a huge breaker 
lowering overhead. 

Christney saw him grab the railing and hang on 
for dear lite. He was actually on deck when the 
wave went completely over us.” Christney said 
alterwards. i looked out the port window and saw 
this huge breaker poised above us. It tilted us 
broadside to an angle of 45 degrees. Looking out the 
siarhoard window I could sec white froth where the 
rock was For a split second everything seemed 


CG 104 ... she and her crew have an incredible performance 
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suspended in (ime. Hien we had a feeling that a 
giant hand had grubbixl the keel of the boat and flip¬ 
ped us over. As we flopped on the rock, the water 
poured over us. Wc were on our side looking 
siraighl down. Our starboard searchlight, il* 
lumimited the white froth on the water. As we were 
dropping I felt that as there was so much loam on 
top ol the water it would cushion the impact and the 
boat would not hit solid rock. However it did. and 
there was a helluva bang w*hcn we hit. You know, 
coming down wc dropped about 20 feet. It was Just 
RANCf! One side hit the rock while the sea poured 
tiver the top of us!” 

('ontinuing. he said: “We were going around 
tlie point at tte time and were close to the cliff. As 
the water c'ame down she just lay on her side and 
skidded to tho right sideways over the rock and 
toward the cliff, i couldn't help thinking at the time 
that the boat was supposed to have bc^n made for 
tliis sort of tiling, but 1 doubt if il had been designed 
TO go through breakers sideways! After the boat 
lighted herself wc had to get back out again as 
(fuickly as possible. 1 headed her bOw into the surf 
and slie just popped up over the rock to U»e other 
•iide no problem at all!” 

BAt’K OUTSIDK the breaker the crew spied a 
liglit It was an amber flashing light, which they 
i(K>k to be an emergency light that had come on 
aiitomatic.aUy when the helicc^tcr crashed They 
wri-o heading toward it when it went out. 

.Icsus!' thought Christney, as the lileboat tos¬ 
sed violently in the turbulent sea, “why the hell did 
they put thht bloody light out? How can we find 
thorn now ’ 

He learned alterwards that the light had been a 
Inc in the jet engine which had been extinguished 
b\ the sea. 

i'hcn they .saw another light appear, a tiny light 
not much bigger Ilian a candle. Directing their 
searchlight toward it thc>’ saw the helicopter sitting 
on the water about 40 feet from the main rocky 
shore of Cape Beale, right in frpnt of the foghorn 
building. As their searchlight illuminated the 
>i-ene. the helicopter was being washed almost onto 
the beach then dragged out again by the receding 
waters 

CHRISTNEY STOPPED the lifeboat by 
shitting out of gear, leaving the engines running, 
while Martin and Clifford climbed into the rubber 
boat once more. There were tremendous seas . at 
this time with a heavy chop that tossed the lifeboat 
around like a cork and “the Ma was wild 
everywhere.’' Behind the rocks the sea was stirred 
up into a thick white froth, which, after a storm 
sometimes covers the rocky shore like snow to a 
depth ol eight feet or more. 

While watching the men get into the rubber 
boat. (Christney happened to took up and see one of 
(he helicopter's rotor blades just above the bow ot 


the lifeboat A moment later and il would have 
crashed through the bow windows. 

Shouting to the men. who were just about to 
cast off, to hang on, be revcH'sed engines and backed 
out of harm's way. The men then cast off and 
headed over to the big sliding door of the helicopter 

“Come on, you guys!” they yelled. “Let’s gel 
out of here! ’’ The crew of the helicopter didn't have 
to be told twice everybody piled into the rubber « 
boat in a matter of seconds. 

Christney's main objective now was to gel out 
of that hazardous situation as soon as pos.sibte. 

FOR A MOMENT he thought of trying to get a 
tow line on the helicopter but decided against it 
because he wxiuld have lost maneuverability and en¬ 
dangered the lives of those aboard the lifeboat. “To 
hell with it!” he thought to himself. ‘Lives are 
more important than machines!” 

As soon as the lifeboat’s lights reappeared out¬ 
side the breakers, skipper Herbert of the Nereus. 
still standing by, asked Christney by radio if he was 
going to return to Bamficld now. 

“Yes,” replied Christney. “as soon as 1 can 
decide which way Bamfield is.^’ For a few seconds 
he really had no idea which was north, south, east 
or west; what was up. down or anythii^ else. 
Everything had happened so quickly, his mind was 
momentarily bewildered. He shook his head to 
clear his brain and then, looking outside, picked up 
the navigation lights on Bordelais Islet and Cape 
Beale and got squared away. 

Calling Search and Rescue Centre, he informed 
them that he was convinced the area had been 
covered as well as it could be until they bad either 
daylight or aerial iUuminatioo of some kind. He 
also told them that, as he had six survivors on 
board, he would like to drop them off at the Rod 
Cross'Hospital in Bamfield as soon as possible. 

SEARCH AND RESCUE told him to go ahead 
They said they would telephone the ho^ital and ad¬ 
vise the nurse. Margaret Pardy, to prepare for six 
survivors, all sufferinig from various degrees of 
hypothermia. 

Actually the crew of the helicopter were in 
good condition since they had not even got their feet 
wet. But the pilot was obviously upset over the loss 
of his machine. 

At that time it was not known what had caused 
the helicopter's engine to fail. Compressor stall 
was mentioned, which probably meant that the snow 
had built up on it and been ingested by the engine. 
Apparently if the air were cut off even momentari¬ 
ly, the engine'could fail. From an altitude of 200 
feet they had dropped at the rgte of about eight feet 
a second. The machine had hit the water fairly hard 
but no one was injured. 

THE UFEBOAT made a quick run into Bam¬ 
field with her load of shipwreck survivors and 


. delivered them to the hospital. Having done that. 
Christney stopped at the Coast Guard Station so 
that he could telephone Search and Rescue Centre 
direct by telephone instead of through the Tofino 
Radio intermediary. 

He advised them that the survivors were in 
good condition — even the man who had been suf¬ 
fering from severe hypothermia was walking 
around by himself, albeit he was still shivering. 

Lieut. Mills, pilot of the helicopter, also tele¬ 
phoned his base at Port Angeles and told them all 
what had happened. He was informed that one of 
their lif^>oats had been dispatched to the scene 
from Neah Bay as soon as they had heard that the 
helicopter liad crashed. 

Having delivered the survivors to hospital, 
(.’hristney and his crew returned to Cape Beale to 
continue the search for the missing crewman. 
Kusty Waters. Christney had asked Search and 
Rescue to provide some kind of aerial illumination 
bince without lights they could not see anything. A 
Buffalo aircraft equipped with flares was 
despatched to the scene from the Comox Airforce 

• Base. -I . 

WHEN THE AIRCRAFT arrived il established 
radio communication with the lifeboat and then 
began dropping flares. This was the first time 
Christney had worked with this kind of flare and he 
said the result was unbelievable! The whole area 
was lit up like daylight. It was then five o'clock in 
the morning and the flares even awakened people in 
Bamfield. five miles away. One person teleptoned 
his wife Nancy and told her to hurry up and 
David out of bed because there were flares going 
off at Cape Beale and somebody must be in trouble 
out there. She informed the caller that he had been 
out there all night and was still there! 

The sea was still littered with debris from the 

* wreck. Among it they found the missing man's 
windbreaker, still zipped up but inshje out. ap¬ 
parently forcibly removed from his body by the 
waves. Wticn Christney grasped a sleeve to lift il 
out of the water It felt solid, as if the man's ami 
were still inside, iMit it was only filled with smashed 
and splintered wood. > 

At 0615 hours, with the aid of the illumination 
from the flares, Christney turned into nearby Mud 
Bay to search, but in that small area 
manooiverability was restricted. He had to go into 
reverse almost immediatdy in order to get turned 
around for his exit Putting one engine into reverse 
he had a feeling that something was not right. Turn¬ 
ing to Amos he said: “We don’t seem to have 
reverse in one engine. Gd and see what's wrong.” 

As soon as Amos opened the engine room door 
he yelled out. “Shut her down! Shut her down!”

Like faslUone in cioth^ there are fashions in 
food . .. right now the "Quiche " is very popular. It 
is easy to serve because ii .is a sort of savory pie 
made in a pie plate which is cut in wedges to serve. 
First a Salmon Quiche . . . 

SALMON QUICHE . ., one (eight or nine- 
inch) pastry shell, one can salmon (seven and 
three-4|narterB ounces),, one cup (about oue- 
quarter pound) shredded Qieddar cheese, oae- 
quarter cup chopped green onions tops In¬ 
cluded, two tbsp ehopped pimiento, three en** 
one cup milk, one-half top. salt, dash pepper 
and one-quarter cup grated Parmesan cheese. * 

IVepare your own recipe for the pasty shell tor 
use a pie crust mix). Bake the shell very lightly In a 
preheated 400**^' oven (or about five minutes to set 
pastry. Distribute drained and flaked saimon over 
bottom ol pastry shell. Now ^rinklc with the shred¬ 
ded Cheddar chceuei then the green onions and 
pimiento. Beat the eggs well, add to (he niilk, salt 
and pepper. Pour over the salmon and other m- 
gredienU. Sprinkle with the Parmesan cheese. 
Have the oven temperature reduced to 350'*F and 
bake 40 to 45 minutes or untH fim in centre when 
gently slmken. Let stand about 10 nninulos before 
serving. Cut in wedges and serve garnished with a 
.sprig of parsley and a lemon wedge. The eight-inch 
shell will make a deeper pie.

SALMON BISCUIT ROLL ... one (IS-ouncei 
* can salmon, one-haU cup finely sliced celery, 
one-quarter cup EACH chopped green pepper 
and green onion lops, two tbsp butter, one- 
quarter cup chopped stuffed olives, one can 
cream of chicken soap, three cups biscuH mix 
and about one cup milk (or enough to make a 
soft dough.) 

Drain and flake salmon and reserve liquid. 
Cook celery, onion and green pepper in the butler 
until tender.

Now add milk to the 
reserved salmon juices to make half a cup. add 
balance of the soup and one tsp. lemon Heat and 
serve hot over sliced roll -

COD IN MUSHROOM SAUCE . . one pound 
cod fillets (you could use almost any kind of 
fish), one-quarter pound mushrooms sliced, 
one medium onion chopped fine, three tbsp but¬ 
ter or margarine, t^ec-quarters cup mlTk. 
juice one lemon and grated rind, and salt and 
pepper to taste.

FROZEN FISH FACTS . . . 

Modern metlrads of quick freezing provide Canadian shoppers with a great variety of B.C. 
fish and sea food, suiting all tastes and budgets, all year round. 

When buying frozen fish look for . . . solidly frozen fisb. Wrapping material that is moisture- 
proof with little or no air space between fish and package, firm, glossy flesh with good color and no 
signs of freezer burn, absence of frost or ice cyrstals in package when opened. 

To thaw ... for maximum quality thaw in original package, unopened, on refrigerator 
.shelf for approximately 20 hours and use within one day of thawing. Do not thaw at room 
temperature. Unopened package may be immersed in cold water for speed. 

To help retain natural juices, brush fish with lemon juice and dusf with seasoned flour as a 
first step with any recipe or cooking method. , 

(j u On yinOiio ii rj-u^hw^^ 
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Saute mushrooms and onions in butler, sprinkli 
with a little flour and blend. Gradually mix in (lu 
milk and allow the mixture to thicken. Add Hu 
lemon juice and continue stirring.

RIVER NEAR BUENAVENTURA. 


Camping Humphries Discover 
Tropical Fish, Halloween 
... in South America 


After a 10 day stay in the 
relatively modern city of Cali, 
Colombia, we took a three hour 
bus ride towacds the coast. The 
road wound through coffee and 
banana plantations and jungle 
and past bouses perched on stilts 
to protect them from tropical 
rainfall. Outhouses hung 
precariously over the river bank. 

Finally, we arrived al Buenaventura, siwely 
line of the world s filtbieat and squalid ports. In a 
country where two dollars a day te a woifcer's wage 
1 was quoted MO by a man to take us tbrough tbe 
maze ol customs, police, immigration, and port oi* 
lices 

As my wite speaks fluent Spanish and as we bad 
already crossed seven borders this seemed 
ludicrous. Another professional "guide" quoted $,W 
and we were off. 

••WK FINALLY tound the freighter carrying 
our camper but as it was 12 p.m. work had stopped 
lor two hours. The captain saw us waiting on the 
wharf looking rather lonely and hungry and mvlted 
us aboard for lunch. 

I later ended up in ihe hold of the freighter try¬ 
ing to direct removal of the camper. 

The shng that they were using to remove the 
truck and camper was simply made of heavy cable 
covered over with strips of inner tube. As the sling- 
like device slowly tightened around tbe camper I 
had visions of our vehicle being crushed like a tin 
can. 

The more I yelled Ihe more everybody laughed 
I finally gave up and started filming the removal In 
ease there was an insurance claim to be filed. Tbe 
sling tightened and the truck and camper slowly 
raised off the floor of the hold. Both front and back 
bumpers bent under the strain. 

The sling swung the camper up and then out, 
(he camper narrowly missing the sUp on two occa¬ 
sions. Finally the camper swung over the water, 
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over the dock, and then settled to the ground with 
relatively little damage. 

PROCESSING of all documents was to lake a 
further one and a half days. During our stay here al 
"the port, surrounded by military guards, we met a 
German who had just arrived in Colombia with his 
camper. Travelling with a police dog he had left 
Germany approximately three and one half years 
before and bad since travelled all over the world, 
except for South America. It was the only foreign 
camper we saw in South America. 

Finally it was all over. The barrier was lifted 
We drove through the streets of Buenaventura and 
headed for Bogota, the capital of Colombia 
* * W 

WE DROVE for two hours along the twisting 
road leading from the coast up and through the 
inountains. Rounding a bend, we suddenly came 
upon a minor traffic jam. Two hundred yards ahead 
we could see a tunnel with its entrance partially 
covered by a landslide. 

It was to be another two hours before we wore 
safely through the tunnel. 

We headed northeast for the capital of Colom¬ 
bia, dodging potholes along the way. While stopped 
to get propane a young couple came over to inspect 
our camper and after a short conversation asked if 
wc would like to see their farm about one hourdown 
Ihe highway. 

Soon we reached their fish farm, as they tailed 
It. consisting of 16 large concrete ponds tw raising 
tropical fish for sale to pet shops. Their simple 
ranch-style home of white washed brick with red 
tile roof was set amongst beautiful palm trees We 
stayed five days. 

THE DAYS were hot and humid and in the 
evenings we drank beer and talked for hours 
bothered only by the mosquitoes swarming the 
area. On Halloween we plied into an old Ford truck 
with nine other adults and children and headed for 

***Finding that the locals didn't celebrate Hal¬ 
loween we continued to the next town 30 minutes 
away where the children filled their bags with can¬ 
dies and other Halloween goodies. 

We arrived home at midnight utterly ex¬ 
hausted. Another night we packed into the bedroom 
to watch television. Baretta dubbed in Spanish is 
funny esp^ally with our friends smashing all the 
hundreds ol mosquitoes attracted by the television 
light, The tropical fish were selling well but 1 


wondered whether there was a market lor canned 
mosquito meat. 

ALL TOO SOON it was time to leave and gifts 
were exchanged, they giving us an old family 
branding iron and Indian necklace and we giving 
them Still Crazy After all These Years, by Paul 
Simon, to update their record collection which was 
sort of early Benny Goodman. 

Soon we were on our way to Bogota. Colombia's 
capital city of approximately three million inhabi 
lants. , 

Wc drove tbrough fertile lowlands with coffee 
and cocoa plantations. As the miles passed I con- 
eluded that Colombians were the worst drivers I'd 
-seen anywhere including most of Europe and as far 
east as Turkey. 

The sight of a truck passing a car and a bus pas- 
sing both all three abreast on a two lane highway 
was hair raising if you were going in the opposite 
direction. This sort of driving was common even al 
night on poorly lit highways and in the rain. 

At long last we left the fertile valley and 
started the final climb. It was a long slow drive as 
wc wound through the mountains behind the many 
trucks supplying this remote City. In the evening 
the climb was over. There below us like millions ol 
firellys in a barrel Were the lights ol Bogota 

at 6666 FEET Bogota is one of Ihe world s 
highest capitals. It is surrounded by high moun- _ 
tains, usually covered with clouds, often drenched 
in rain, and generally depressing. It's a city famous 
for three things. 

Firstly, tbe Musco del Oro, a museum contain¬ 
ing more than tO.OOO pieces of pre-Colombian gold 
work displaying virtually every technique known to 
modern goldsmiths. Most artifacts of gold were of 
courso melted down by the conquering Spaniards in 
the 1500s and shipped back to Spain. 

Secondly, the famous rock salt mine in the town 
of i^paquira about two hours drive by car 

EXPLOITED by centuries it is said to contain 
enough salt to supply the world for the next hundred 
yeaks. There is a road for cars to an underground 
cathedral with a roof 75 feet above the floor. 

Thirdly, and as I soon found out. the city is 
nolorions for thieves and pickpockets. While cross¬ 
ing a main street, and in full view of hundreds,

The author is a 33-year-old lawyer and 
native Victorian who left Vancouver Island 
in June, 1976, with his wife, Margaret, and 
two children, Lisa, aged four, and Martin, 
aged 10 months. 

Using a pickup truck and camper they 
made their way by ferry and road to Circle, 
Alaska, 128 miles nortt of Fairbanks and 
the northern end of the Pan American 
Highway Systepi. Then they drove, except 
for the 230-mile Darian Gap between 
Panama and Colombia, to Ushuaia, Argen¬ 
tina, the southernmost town in the world, 
and located on the southernmost tip of the 
Island of Tlerra del Fuege. The trip covered 
20,000 miles and took eight and a half 
months. It would ben farther 13,000 miles 
and three and a half months before they 
again saw Victoria. Here is one episode of 
their story. 



Later, 1 was told the story of a taxi driver who 
stopped at a red light with his left arm resting on 
.the open window ledge and his watch dutifully on 
his right wrist to protect against thieves in passing 
cars. Suddentiy the passenger in the adjacent car 
burned his left arm with a cigarette On cuo the 
right hand of the taxi driver shot over to the bum. 
Bingo! Off came his watch, on went the green light, 
and away into the night roared two successfui ban- 
ditos. 

★ ★ ★ 

WE STAYED two' weeks with a young couple 
and their four daughters in the middle class suburb 
of Chapinero. The husband was a going concern, 
operating the restaurant at a large hospital, owning 
a furniture factory, and going to law school as well. 

‘ As with all houses it had no central heating 
which was considered unnecessary by apparently 
. everybody except ipe with the average yearly 
temperature fairly constant at a resounding 38 
degrees Fahrenheit (14 degrees centigrade for you 
young readers and purists). 

WI'TH APPLES at 20 cents each and other fruit 
at comparable prices and with an average daily 
wage of less than two dollars we ate little fruit at 
their home other than fried bananas. Vegetables 
other than com and dairy products were also very 
expensive and little eaten. The dinners were 
generally meat or a stew with plenty of rice and 
french fries and all washed down with enormous 
quantities of Coca Cola bought at 16 cents a litre. 

Sure they lacked the luxuries as well as a few 
essentials like good personal hygiene and a 
-lialanced diet. What they didn't lack, however, even 
our five-year-old daughter could see for as we were 
leaving she suddenly said, 

' liaddy, people here like each other.' 

I felt that said it all. 

* * * 

AFTER filling up on two 20-gallon gas tanks 
we soon left Bogota far behind and were again 
heading south towards our goal, Ushuaia, the 
southernmost town in the world. 

We drove down through the Cauca Valley rich 
with coffee, sugar cane, tobacco, rice, cotton, and 
cattle. Finally we again reached Cali where former 
local baseball stars George Brice and George Ful¬ 
ler had played (or Canada in the Pan-American 
Games back in H7L 

Here we got our first glimpse at a style of living 
common only to very few in Central and South 
America and rarely seen by the average tourist on a 
tight schedule. 

INVITED FOR GOLF at the Club Campestre I 
lound a championship layout the equal of Colwood 
along with the following amenities: putting green, 
green for sand shots, polo field and horses, 16 clay 
tennis courts, 14 more courts with lights for night 
play, ping pong, billiards, a four lane bowling alley. 
Olympic size pool with bar, three-level children's 
pool with childrens bar, indoor and outdoor 
restaurants, private lake with boats and the piece 
de resistance, a four-storey hotel to put up your 
business guests or mistress. 

Comparing that stupendous sight with the two 


dollar average wage small wander that many un 
iversity students were communists. 

SOUTH OF CALI we passed women drying 
tlieir coffee beans on blankets alongside the road, 
men and women weaving baskets, and the strange 
sight of men leading horses around and around a 
small corral in mud a loot deep.

To most of the 
scattered settlers it was just 
amither day; a day for logging, 
fishing or housework. But to two 
people in that north coast 
wilderness it was to be a day of 
disclosures and crisis.

THE YEAR BEt'ORE, on Oct 9. as^slie 
recounted It. her husband had been due to leave in 
the morning with a man called Jones cm a hunting 
trip to Ramsay Arm. Smith p^ked his gear down to 
Jones boat lying in Burdwood Bay. Which included 
his bed roll, gi^ box. rifle and ammunition. 

It was atout 10 o'clock when he was getting 
ready and it was after he left Laura hung out some 
washing in a pre-arranged signal to let Benson 
know the coast was clear. 

Benson and Ed Wylie were partners in the store 
on Burdwood Bay and altliough it was a quarter ol a 
mile from the Smith house, they were in view of one 
another. In an unconcerned tone l^ura Smith 
related that a light in the window served the same 
purpose at night. ' , 

Anyway it was that morning that Benson rowed 
across to Cortes Island to try and collect some 
money owing him by a logger. He started back for 
Read Island at noon, but when he neared shore, in¬ 
stead of going in to Wylie’s Bay. he w'ent in behind a 
reef near Smith's screened from Wylie's view. 

Laura Smith watched him approach and so did 
someone else; her husband. 


UNKNOWN TO HER the Smith-Jones hunting 
trip was off. because Smith at the last monent 
couldn't locate his hunting dog. It had run off down 
the beach with some Indian d^ and he and Jones 
had spent an hour or so hunting it. F'inally they mis¬ 
sed the tide and as Smith wouldn't go without his 
dog. they called the trip off till the next day. \ 

Walking back along the shoreline from Jones''^ 
boat Smith saw ahead of him Benson arriving at his 
house. Cautiously he approached, and looking 
through a window was in time to sec Benson 
embracing his wife in the kitchem. 

With probably cold anger in his heart. Smith 
picked up a wooden mallet (uscrl lor splitting 
shingles) that lay on the verandah. 

(Juietly he opened the kitchen door and stepped 
toward the couple. 

Mrs. Smith, wide-eyed and fearful, wrenched 
herself from Benson with a cry of warning, and 
Benson stepped back to the threshold of the 
bedroom, but not in time to avoid a vicious blow on 
tlie head at the hands of the enraged husband. 

Stunned. Benson fell backwards into the 
bedroom and Smith, in a frenzy of jealous rage. 
b(»nl over the prostrate man showering blows on his 
head. 

Mrs. Smith meantime, ran round between the 
kitchen table and the stove, holding her hands ovei 
her ears to stop out Benson's cries for help and the 
thudding sound of hammer blows Smith conllnue<l 
to rain on his victim's head.

FINALLY* his rage spent, Smith straightened 
up and toesing the blood-snteared mallet behind tlie 
kitchen door remarked: ‘•That'll leach him toc*ome 
here when my back is turned." 

Mrs. Smith, telling Hussey the story with 
almost detached interest, mentioned how Benson 
now and again gave a groan as lie lay on the 



































bedrooin fk>or. Ktnally Smith told his wite to shut 
the door before the children came home from 
scIumI. 

Cora Smith, 14, was first to arrive just after 
3 30 in the afternoon. As an excuse to get her out of 
the house, her mother told her to get a basket and 
go out and collect some wood chips for the stove. 

"He told me,” Laura Smith continued, "that 
when the olher two came home (Myrtle, 10 and 
Hoy, eight) I was to take them out to play on the 
slope behind the house. Then 1 was to slip back and 
help him get rid of Baker.” 

Cora, to get her out of the way, could be sent on 
an errand to Wylie's store. 

All the time that Benson lay on the bedroom 
lloor, " ask(?<| Hussey "was he given any atten¬ 
tion?" • 

Mrs. Smith (bought for a moment. ”1 went in 
once." she said, "and felt his hand. It was cold.” 

In all the commotion, apparently, two-year-oW 
Mary lay asleep in her bed. 

Myrtle and Hoy were late coming home that 
afternoon: explaining they had been playing around 
Wylie's after school. School was a room behind 
Wylie's store where Mrs. Wylie taught, the only 
pupils being the three Smith kids. 

NONE OF THE CHILDREN apparently ex¬ 
pressed any interest in the closed b^room door, 
except Cora who made the remark that she thought 
she heard someone groaning. She was going to open 
Ihe door but her mother sent her on an errand to the 
store. 

Came now Ihe fantastic angle to Laura Smith's 
narrative. 

While the children were engaged in a game of 
hide and seek with her in the nearby woods, she 
slipped back into the house and helped her husband 
to pack Benson (who was now dead) out through the 
kitchen to the back door, across the verandah and 
down the path to the beach. 


with two women to help him clean up traces of his 
homicide; one through fear, the other through love! 

Next morning, continued Mrs. Smith, Rate 
Wylie turned up between eight and nine, just before 
the children left for school. "They wondered, of 
eourse, why she had come tg visit us so early,” said 
Laura Smith. However, when the children departed 
Mrs. Wylie got to work and scrubbed the bedroom 
floor. Some' of Mrs. Smith's discarded clothing un¬ 
der the bed had been splashed with blood, and Mrs. 
Wylie offered to wash them.

"Chris' hat. It was in the bedroom. I picked it 
up and burned it." 

"What about the wooden mallet? Where is it 
now?" 

"I burned that too” said Laura.

THE MALLET, he discovered, held more than 
one story. 

According to Laura Smith it lay behind the 
kitchen door for a day or two, then Smith threw it 
out into the woodshed, where it lay for months still 
bearing traces of its sanguinary use. Laura Smith 
related that when her affections were aroused by 
undercover man Belding's visits, she toyed with the 
idea of killing her husbaiM. It seemed to her, she 
told Hussey, the only way to get rid of the one ob¬ 
stacle that separated her from Belding. 

She plani^ to hide behind the kitchen door, 
and strike Smith down with the mallet when he

Marshalled in Smith's defence was his 
storekeeping friend Ed. Wylie, who swore that he 
and Smi& had been deer bunting around Oct. 9 and 
that Smith had butcher^ a deer and thus got his 
clothing bloodstained.

HE WASN'T quite prepared to swedr, however, 
that the deer was butcher^ in the Smith's bedroom

Bill Bowser addressed the jury for more than 
two hours on the fourth day of the trial. His defence

"Mrs. Wylie,” said Laura.- 
Hc (old Mrs. Wylie about the killing? " asked 
the slightly incredulous superintendent.

unbelief must have shown, for Laura Smith went 
on:

TO EVEN THE HARD-BOILED .police * 
superintendent it was a unique situation: Smith 


came in one evening with an armload of stove 
wood. „ 

. At the critical moment, however, she lost her 
nerve and when her husband turned and noticed 
her, and divined by the weapon in her band, her 
hostile intent. “He grabbed me," she told Hussey, 
"and throw me bodily out into Ihe yard.” Then hw 
went about his work, apparently scorning both 
woman and weapon. It was shortly after that, said 
Mrs. Smith, that she burned'the mallet. 


THE STORY she told was committed to paper 
and signed, and Hussey told her he was going to ar- 
re^ her husband. As to her own immediate plans, 
she said she would stay on in the house and look 
after the children. ' \ 

A few days later, a warrant in his pocket, Hus¬ 
sey landed from Belding's fishboat at a small log¬ 
ging outfit at Ramsay Arm; Smith was singled out 
and placed under arrest. “It's what I've been ex^ 
pecting,” was his only answer to the charge. 

Later, while lock^ up in the Hudson's Bay bas¬ 
tion at Nanaimo peniUng transfer to a mainland jail 
he told Const. Neil McLean of Ihe provincial police. 
"I knew it was no good running away. You fellows 
would have (xiught me wherever 1 went.” It was 
sound reasoning; for the B.C. Provincial Police 
held a remarkable record for efficiency. 


THE QUEEN VS. SMITH came up at the Van¬ 
couver fall assize, 1895, the accused being defended 
by a young lawyer called Wilham J. Bows^ whose 
gift of oratory, in years to come, was to make his 
name a household word in B.C. politics. 

Barking up Laura Smith's sto^, the Crown 
presented Benson's skiff, some pieces of planking 
cut from the Smiths' bedroom floor which public 
analyst Herbert Carmichael swore bad been blood- 
j'-.vstgkmMOben scrubbed clean. The jury Usterwd as 
wjvwfjed'SntiUt ol'lk gMuins ihe neanF~ 

from behind the closed bedroom (toor, and Dr.’Bell 
Irving gave bis opinion as to the cause of Bensoil's 
death. •. 

The (wo young loggers who fdund Benson's 
body in his drifth^ skiff were beard and lastly, 
fisherman and amateur detective Bill Belding told 


reminding the jury of Dr. Bell Irving's autopsy and 
evidence. 

"As for the Smith girl,” he said, “if my learned 
friend thought she was rehearsed in her story be 
had (he legal answer ... the right of cros.s- 
examination. But I notice she stood up to bis ques¬ 
tions and wasn-'t shaken.” 

"Why say,” he went on. '"that Mrs. Smith gave 
her testimony to get her husband out of the way and 
thus satisfy her lustnil passions? She could do (hat 
anyway, anytime. 

"And then there's WyUe and his deer-killing 
story.” he concluded. "He's the only witness with 
an alibi for the accused. What about his character 
and reputation? Recently convicted of selling liquor 
to Indians, he had fled earlier from the United 
States and changed his name. Are you going to 
believe a man like that? "

THE JUDGE in his summation to Uie jury had 
some hard words for Mrs. Smith. 

"You've seen before you, gentlemen, he said, 
"k second Jezebel, a woman who undoubtedly 
wishes to get rid of her husband. Yet,” he went on. 
"she has given her story in too much detail for it to 
be fiction. 

"'As (or Mrs. Wylie," he said, "she has given no 
evidence because she wasn't produced as a witness 
... but. if she washed up the Mood in (hat bedroom, 
then she's an accessory to the crime.” 

It was night when (he judge finished, and finally 
the jury retired to consider their verdict. In an hour 
they returned, and Smith with something of a 
hunted look in his eyes, scanned their impassive 
(aces as they filed back to their seats. 

“Not guilty” was their verdict. When Smith 
was released from his seat in the prisoner's box he 
went over to the jurymen and started shaking hands 
with some of them.

It was the last wiWd in Ihe exttadidlDary drama 
of lust and violence which marked the early settle¬ 
ment of Read Island.

Isolated Fort Victoria 
.. and its characters 


With its completion and 
opening for business. Fort Vic¬ 
toria became the commercial 
hub, not only of Vancouver 
Island, but of all that is now 
western British Columbia. 

From hundreds of miles distant, fleet war 
canoes ^>ed southward: from the Queen Charlottes 
came the feared Haida; from the mainland, the 
“Stidceens;** from both coasts of the Island came 
the Cowichans and a dozen other tribes, as well as 
the clans of Puget Sound. 

immediately, the once lonely western ^re of 
what is today Victoria's InnCT' Harbor became a 
sprawling series of camps, all overshadowed, from 
across the harbor, by th^ fort’s imposing bastion 
and cannon. 

Much to the local Songhees' consternation, 
hereditary enemies now became neighbors as a 
precarious truce prevailed between tribes. Only

their common hunger for the white man’s guns, 
tools and bolts of cloth prevented open warfare, 
although diirmlshes Involving murdw, maiming 
and cannibalism kept those in the fort ever alert 
against attack. 

FOR EVERY TRADER there were a hundred 
armed warrion. whose increasing disdain for the 
whites time and again miraculonniy fell Riort of 
bloodshed. 

De^ite such hazards, business prospered and 
the fort environs expand^ steadily. 

At Craigflower, Colwood. Langford and 
LakebiU, the company established farms, where 
employees, in^iort^ from the Old Country, raised 
meat and produce. ‘ 

Among these men and women was a young tile- 
maker named James Deans, whose writings and 
poetry vividly recorded their disheartening arrival, 
early in 1853, at the outpost of Vancouver Island. 

“After landing at Fort Victoria . .. we, young 
and old, were huddled into an empty store-house, 
where we had to make our beds for ourselves, with 
boards lying around. Our destination being a new 
settlement up on VictfH’ia Arm, which afterward 
got the n^e of Craigflower. No bouses beiitg ready 
for us, we had to live at the Fort until they were so. 
In order to help along the work all fd us single chaps 
had to go to CVaigflower, where we lived in a half- 
finished frame house. The change from the 
primeval forests of Vancouver Island was so great 
that we felt it terribly bad, especially on the 
Saturday afternoon v/hen we bad a halfholiday. So 
much did 1 feel the change, and so homesick 1 
became, that I used to wander out in the bush and 
sit down, (and) give vent to my grief in a flood of 
tears ,.' 

If the young Scot found solace in the woods, 
many of his fellow workers sought their relief in the 
bottle. This much is historical record, for 
Craigflower Farm inspired another employee, 
Kobert Melrose, to record his experiences and 
observations in a diary, which the colwful laborer 
entitled, “Royal Emigrants' Almanack cwiceming 
Five Years Service under the Hudson's Bay Com¬ 
pany.” 

Melrose’s self-appointed duty was to record 
“every transaction, either in regard to marriages, 
births or deaths, agricultural improvements, house 
buildings and aD the shipping, either at Fort Vic¬ 
toria. or E^uimalt Harbor as far as 1 am able to 
know ^ir arrival, or departure.” 

HMiliir, Mk# aO tnia scribes. Melrose had a 
t e n d ency to wander off the intended track — much 
to the modem reader’s delight. For that matter, 
even the normal affairs of creating a 900-acre farm 
in the forest are interesting enough, as the company 
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IT TOOK ALL RINDS to build the Fort Victoria of 135 years ago.

appears to have bad more than its share of labor 
problems. 

MANY WORKERS, regretting their contracts, 
were “stricken woric.” Faced with imprisonment, 
they usually made a t»^k “to America." as did 
John Beli, or, like William and John Weir, “ab¬ 
sconded to Soack (Sooke).” ^ 

Those who remained on the job had their own 
escapes, as Melrose fondly reccH^led: “Andrew 
Hume drunk and James Uddle, ^ drunk.” On 
Sept. 17. 1853, two weeks after, be jolted, “the 
author ^ drunk. James Wilson Vk drunk. Letters ar¬ 
rived from Britain.” • 

From numerous such entries in bis diary, the 
modern-day reader is inclined to belive that 
Morose was indeed an amazing man — Victoria's 
first breathalyzer! • 

Not that be and bis fellow farm workers were 


the only ones who could be accused of bending an 
elbow. For one of his most amusing (and 
enli^teiiing) entries deals with Us expected “weC* 
Christmas and New Year's holiday of 1853-54. After 
warning readers to expect a brief lapse in his jour¬ 
nals due to his enjoying the festivities, he is forced 
to hole with bitterness that such is not to be: “No! 
No! my friends, no such thing could be expected 
here; the grog-shops were drained of every sort of 
liqucK*, not a dr(^ to be got for either love or money, 
had it been otherwise the case, there is no saying 
whither (sic) my small Almanack would have con¬ 
tained them or not; it would almost take a line of 
packet ships running regular between here and San 
Francisco, to supply this island with grog, so great 
a thirst prevails amongst the inhabitants." 

In short, it was a “droughty New Year" for 
Robert Melrose! 

THERE HAD BEE^N other interesting arrivals 
in Fort Victoria, including, four years before, the 
Island's -first settler independent of the Hudson's 
Bay C>>mpany. Capt. Walter Colquhoun Grant has 
been describ^ as having cut a dashing figure and 
as having been popular, “though he was always bur¬ 
rowing. always broke and in debt, full of fun; in 
general, a carefree adv^turer who never married, 
but roamed tbe world until he died at 34 years.” 

Upon his arrival in the infant colony, bearing 
the rank of captoin from his service in the Royal 
Scots Greys. Grant was an English gentleman to 
the core, with a highly developed taste for the finer 
things of life and hopes of overseeng his own farm 
as well as acting as the eotony's offirial surveyor. 
Arrival of the country squire (who had mislaid his 
surveying equipment in transit!) must have 
creat^ the d^red elfecjL too. tbe good captain, 
with all the dignity of his s years, stepping ashore 
to be met by no less than eight retainers, who had 
sailed ahead. 

ACOOMPANYIW3 Grant's party, notes Derek 
Pethick in his James Douglas, bad been a “variety 
of disparate equipment. This included sets of car¬ 
riage hame )9 (thou^ the Island bad as no car¬ 
riages), cricket equipment, and a belief that he 
could operate a farm and perform his duties ef¬ 
ficiently as the official surveyor the colimy. 
Disillusionment was soon to cast its pall over both 
himself and his employers, but in the meantime he 
added at least varicHy to |he small world of the new¬ 
ly created colony.” 

Likely, those most impressed by the flam¬ 
boyant dandy and his entourage were unaware of

the (act that he had ran out of funds in San Fran¬ 
cisco, having had to borrow his passenger fare to - 
Victoria I 

Whatever, after a- half-hearted attempt to 
<Teate a productive farm and an ignoble period as 
surveyor. Grant, who at least had achieved the dis¬ 
tinction of becoming Sooke's first settler, sailed 
away. He left no forwarding address, for among his 
legacy to Victorians were debts to the tune of 
$1,600. Historians have charitably accredited this 
omission on the part of the "aristocratic grasshop¬ 
per" to irresponsibility, rather than to criminal in¬ 
tent. 

ISOLATED FORT VICTORU, in fact, seems 
to have attracted characters of every order, in¬ 
cluding Rev. Robert John Staines, tte colony's first 
clergyman, school teacher — and rebel — who hasi 
been described as a “Don Quixote clad in 
blackclolh." 

Although a company employee, Staines did not 
hesitate to contest what he termed the company's 
autocratic policies. Battling on behalf of those who. 
like himself, had taken up loudly against the stiff 
prices and open attempts by the HBC to discourage 
colonization of any kind. 

Raged Chief Factor Douglas; "The Rev 
.Staines is a fomentor of mischief and, I believe, a 
preacher of sedition.” He also accused the cleric of 
endeavoring to fill the minds of every stranger 
who arrives here with the rancourous feelings of his 
own breast.'-’ 

Fired from his post as school teacher, Staines 
sailed for England to carry the good fight right to 
Ihe halls of parliament, only to be lost at sea when

his ship foundered. Noted local historian James 
Nesbitt: "People said be was disloyal to the Cohs- 
pany, bis benefactor and employer. But be was 
loyal to his p rinciple s." 

' YET ANOTHER wayward employae was C^pt. 
Edward E. J^hgford. As manager of Cblwood 
Farm, Langford reigned supreme from the site of 
today's Cplwood golf cours»tp Hatley ^ark to Es¬ 
quimau. But it soon became a^rent that be bad 
more Important things to do than (arming: such im¬ 
portant chores as hosting lavish parties, and serv¬ 
ing the finest food and liquors to the colony's 
leading citizens and naval officers, the younger of 
whom vied heartily for invitations to Colwood 
Manor and dances with Langford’s five ellglUle 
daughters. All of which the generous captain billed 
to his employers! 

In fact, I^hgford's arrangement With the HBC 
is enough to make one envious even today. The 
company erected all buildings at its own expense, 
provided the livestock, tools and labor, stocl^ the 
squire's locker withinit charge, paid him $300 an¬ 
nually, and absorbed any deficit. 

Finally came the day when the captain’s books 
did not agree with his employers’ idea of a 
profitable business operation and Langford found 
himself in the street. For, although Colwood Farms 
produced little, his expenses had climbed 
astronomically — including, among other neces¬ 
sities, 70 gallons of choice liquors. 

TO AVENGE his honor, Langford ran for the 
legislative assembly and was elected, only to have 
to resign his seat as he was not a landowner. In the 
next election he qualified and again preferred his 


humble services to the colony, only to have his 
hopes dashed by an infamous poster which was cir- 
culated.on the evd'o< voting and signed by one "E. 
E. Longford.” 

"I have given long entertainment, and kept 
riding horses and other means of amusement for 
myself and my guests,” said the poster. "In fact I 
may say that 1, and they, have eaten, driven and 
ridden the (HBC) Coogiany for several years and a 
very useful animal it has proved though its ears, 
gentlemen, are rather long.” 

A second version read: ”I was brought out here 
at the expense of tbe Company; I was niaced on the 
farm 1 now occupy (sic), bought by the Company, 
stocked by tbe Company, improved by labor sup-' 
. plied by the Company entirely. In fact. I have not 
been put to a penny's expense since my arrival in 
^ I the colony. The bo<ks I wear, and the mutton I and 
my family and my guests eat, has been wholly sup¬ 
plied at the expense of the (Company . ,.” 

THESE CANARDS “cut Langford like a whip.” 
and he sued Edward King, editor of the Victoria 
Gazette, for having printed the handbill. Once in 
court, he lost his temper, was fined for contempt, 
(hen lost the case. But, as proof of his popularity 
with the public at large, Victorians donated the im¬ 
pressive sum of $500 to i&y his legal costs, when, 
after a final courtroom skirmish, Capt. Langford 
returned to the Old Country. 

It took all kinds to carve a city from the 
wilderness: empire builders like Sir James Douglas 
— and colorful eccentrics such as Robert Melrose. 
Capt. Walter Grant, Rev. Robert Staines and Capt. 
Edward Langford.

AN OIL LINE on the starboard Clutch had rap¬ 
tured and oil was being sprayed all over the engine. 
There was imminent danger of fire. Chirstney 
responded immediately, shutting the faulty engine 
down and making his way back out to open waters 
on the port engine. Calling Search and Rescue 
Centre, he reported mechanical problems and re- 
tiuested permission to proceed to Bamfield for 
repairs. 

"Go ahead!” they replied. 

Chrhitney opened up the throttle on the good 
engine, but as soon as it reached 1200 revolutions a 
minute severe vibration alfnost shook the vessel 
:ipart. This was the speed at which they had been 
running while searching in and out of the small in¬ 
lets. The sea had been full of debris — splintered 
wood, rope, etc. Somewhere, sometime, during the 
search they had got something wrapped around 
their propellers. 

AFTER LIMPING back into Bamfield, the 
lifeboat was moored at the Coast Guard Station 
float while a cursory examination was made. Their

suspicions were confirmed — both propellers were 
plugged with rope. Again Christney contacted 
Search and Rescue Centre and requested, and 
received, permission to take the lifeboat over to the 
local machine shop for immediate repairs. 

After delivering the CGIM. to Ostrom's 
Machine shop, Christney and his crew returned to 
the station and took the old wooden lifeboat, used as 
a standby, out and continued Ihe search. Search and 
Rescue Centre had advised him that the Neah Bay 
lifeboat was still on the scene searching for the 
missing man. The Buffalo aircraft, having ran out 
of flares, had returned to |ts base. 

When the Bamfield lifeboat arrived ofi Ihe 
scene, the Neah Bay. lifeboat was recalled. The 
-earch for the missing man was resumed, but he 
was never found. The search was discontlruied at 
1310 hours after another call for help was received. 

THIS TIME it was the gillnetter Starshine 
which had capsized in heavy seas close by. The ves¬ 
sel was found half submerged with the dragger, 
Atlantic Harvester, standing by. Tbe Starshine, a. 
i5-foot gillnetter, had been towing a herring skiff. 


which was missing, as were the two crewmen, 
named Wolf and Hanson. ' 

The Starshine was towed into Bamfield by the 
lifeboat, and a local diver, Peter Greengrass, Aved 
to search the cabin for bodies. None was found 
Next day, at 0640 hours, the lifeboat again left 
base to resume Ihe search (or Wolf and Hanson 
However she stood down at 0920 hours, when the 
Canadian Coast Guard vessel Ready advised they 
had picked up the survivors 15 miles south- 
southwest of Cape Beale. 

FOR THEIR DEDICATED lifesaving service, 
the crew of the Bamfield Ufeboat received inter¬ 
national recognition. An admiral of the United 
States Coast Guard Service, presented each 
member and Ihe lightkeeper, with a plaque in 
recognition of his bravery. 

They received recognition from the Canadian 
Coast Guard Service, the Department of Transport, 
and were slated to receive the Canadian Governor 
General's award for bravery, but so far this award 
has not been received.

LIVING UNDER THE SNOW - Although ducks and 
geese can fly south in the fall, small mammals such 
as voles which Inhabit our meadows and marsh 
edges must stay and brave the long winter. These 
mammals escape the harshness of winter tempera* 
tures and winds by living under the snow. They 
build warm nests artd networks of tunnels, which 
may include air shafts to the outside for ventilation. 
Snow is a poor conductor of heat and acts as an 
insulator. Temperatures under deep snow have 
been recorded to be from 15**C to 32''C warmer 
than the air temperatures above.

Additional property adjacent to the marina Was 
purchased and. at 26, Gilbert married his wife 
Joan. 

“It was pretty lean tbere for foe first lew 
years. There'S a 16-year section there that was all 
bloody homogeniseik I Just worked night and day. I 
got obsessed with ch asi n g the buck. 

“MY OLD POP didn’t care about time or 
iironoy and'we sure had some clashes of pliilosophy 
in that old boathouse. Once he said ’I tell you kid. 
slow down. You're going to die with a bank full ol 
money and a gut lull of ulcers'.” 

L)urii« the same year he got married, Gilbert 
was returning from a eharter and decided to have a 
drink of a rather warm soft drink. He took a couple 
of sips and collapsed on the floor of foe boat. His 
father convinced him to take one day off and 
Gilbert learned from a medical examination a few 
years later that be bad suffered a mild heart attack. 

But there wasn't time to be burdened with ili 
health. In the early l#60s and he and a friend began 
a tackle producing business, starting with an- 
original dcsijfn called a Kripp^led Minnow, used to 
make a small fish appear wotlnded In foe water 

More than 6.000 were sold in the first year but 
the business pressures were becoming intolerable. 

GILBERT WOGLO begin his first charter at 6 
a m., return tor breakfast at lO SO, Uke a second 
group out until 2:30 p.m . clean up the boat and 
catch an hour’s sleep and fish again until dark. He 
would then spend foe evening tying lures to fill 
countless orders. 

As if the existing pressures were insufficient. 
Gilbert was appointed sport fishing advisor to the 
federal fisheries department and also began 
teaching a course In fi^ng. He didn’t begin having 
second thoughts about slowing down until 1967 when 
his father died. 

His last words to his only son were; "Before 


you let number five out in the morning, don’t forget 
to check the oil ” 

“She’s not worth it, I said to my wife. Let's gel 
the hell out and just keep foe lure business.” 

SO THEY BOUGHT a waterfront lot in Coles 
Bay near Brbntwood, built a bouse and sold the 
marina in 1970. 

He continued to work as a guide in 1971 when he 
conducted 331 consecutive trips without a skunk. He 
quit after rstumiiM from his332nd trip with no fish 

• 1 still enjoy rishing,” says Gilbert. 

He doesn't fish much in Saanich Inlet any more, 
but his reputation as one of the west coast's most 
expert salmon sport fishermen is still widely 
recognized. 

Most of his. time now is spent running the lure 
business and carving northwest coast Indian art 
designs. More than 40 fishing products are 
manufactured to his own specifications in six 
countries. 

He has co-authored one book on fishing and 
plans tb Write another. His taste for fishing in 
Saanich Inlet has faded slighUy in recent years but 
much of his free time is spent trying his old techni¬ 
ques in new areas. 

HE FISHED for Tyee and salmon last year in 
Haiki-'Pass near Rivers Inlet and has fished recent¬ 
ly in Alberni and Muchalat Inlets on the west coast. 
This year he plans to try his skills in Kyuquot 
Sound. 

His interest In fishing now is not so much in 
catching lots of salmon, but in testing various 
methods of catching them. 

“I don’t get a challenge out of filling the box 
full of fish any more now. Anybody can fill up the 
box if they put enough time In. To me, catching one 
now is a privilege. 

“In this day and age. to catch fisiryou’ve got to 
have so many combinations of things working tor 
you. If one of them is not working, you're out ol 
business.”

Gilbert 
Showed 
the Way 


■ There are probably two 
reasons why Jim Gilbert has 
never been known to tell old 
fishermen's tales about the bif( 
one that got away. He’s not old 
and he rarely gets skunked. 

Gilbert. 45, grew up on the Saanich Inlet 
waterfront where he spent his younger years learn¬ 
ings the elusive ways of the Brentwood Bay salmon. 
By his early 20s his reputation as a guide who could 
virtually guarantee success for a boatload of inex¬ 
perienced sport fishermen had spread throughout 
the Pacific Northwest and across Canada. 

Among those who came to Brentwood Bay to 
fish with Gilbert aboard his 26-loot Caleta are 
forrnpr prime ministers Lester Pearson and John 
Uiefenbaker, hockey star Gordie Howe, jazz pianist 
Oscar Peterson, and former B.C. Premier W.A.C. 
Bennett. 

GILBERT'S FATHER owned a marina in 
Brentwood Bay and, as a youngster, Gilbert ac-

quired a great deal of angling knowledge from an 
Indian friend who was a commercial fisherman. 

He started his career at 13, taking oul 
American tourists and renting handlines and fishing 
rods for 25 or 50 cents a day. 

Competition on the inlet waters was stiff in 
those days. Many guides didn’t charge for their ser 
vices unless the customers landed fish, so Gilbert 
found foe best way to compete was simply to know 
more. 

“There were some pretty blgb-class guys oul 
there In the bay. 1 was just a kid and they let me 
know it.” 

SO HE BEGAN developing bait fishing techni¬ 
ques using herring, minnows or other small fish 
norm''lly eaten by sahnon and the oldtimers soon 
learned their traditiocal lures were no match for 
Gilbert’s new methods. 

The marina expanded over the years and 
Gilbert ran fishing charters each day from dawn til 
dusk while his father operated a boatbuilding and 
rental business. 

After graduation from high school Gilbert took 
two years of fisheries biology at Victoria College 
and finished his bachelor degree at the University 
of B.C. SchosI of Fisheries. He financed his educa¬ 
tion by running fishing tours during the summers 

His lab instructor at UBC later became curator 
of the Vancouver Aquarium and offered Gilbert a 
position as his assistant. He refused the job 
because, like many native Vancouver Islanders, he 
couldn't get to like the big city lifestyle. 

WHILE AT UBC he became involved in 
embryology studies and decided after graduating to 
take an additional year at Victoria College for a 
teaching certificate. 

“But I couldn't see myself with my eye down a 
microscope tube the rest of my life. I came home al 
the end of the day and I bad no feeling of ac¬ 
complishment. It wasn't like putting those rods out 
and filling up the boat with fish. I never picked up 
my teachhig certificate. It's still sitting down at the 
department of education.” 

The family marina had become a little run 
down and Gilbert went into partnership with his 
father. He started a bait business and revived his 
father's dying rental'and boatbuilding operation. 
New marine ways were eventually installed, a huae 
freezer and smokehou.se were built, and the tirst 
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
